Samuel J. Beachy Had 456 Descend¬ 
ants at Time of His Death 

(Meyersdale Repu.blican, July 14.) 

News has been received by Penn¬ 
sylvania relatives of the death at Ar¬ 
thur, 111., of Samuel J. Beachy at the 
age of 95 years, 6 months and 6 days. 
He was closely related to many resi¬ 
dents of Somerset county, I*a., and 
Garrett county, Md., and also to many 
emigrants from these two counties, 
and their descendants living in other 
states. 

Mr. Beachy not only had the dis¬ 
tinction of having an unusually long 
span of life but also of living until his 
tribe numbered 456 souls. There may 
be, or may have been, polygamists 
who could boast of more descendants 
than Mr. Beachy before being gather¬ 
ed to their fathers, but it is doubtful 
whether any monoganist who died in 
recent years was the progenitor of 
such a numerous tribe while he w&s 
still in the flesh. 

This prolific old patriarch had 14 
children, ten of whom ore ^ ti11 living; 
123 grandchildren, of whom 98 sur¬ 
vive; 306 greatgrandchildren—269 liv¬ 
ing and 37 dead—and 13 great-great¬ 
grandchildren, of whom only one pre¬ 
ceded him to the grave. His living de¬ 
scendants numbered 389 and deceased 
ones 67 at the time of his death. 

Samuel J. Beachy was born Nov. 1, 
1825; died May 7, 1921. He was a son 
of Bishop Jonas and Sarah (Gnagey) 
Beachy and a grandson of Peter Bea¬ 
chy, who was born in Switzerland in 
1767, came to America when a young 
man and was the founder of the num¬ 
erous Beachy family of Somerset 
county, Pa., and Garrett county. Mil., 
and the various states and counties to 
which branches of this family have 
emigrated. The pioneer Peter Beachy, 
was one of the early settleis of Eik 
Lick Township, Somerset county. Pa., 
and is buried on the farm now owned 
by John D. Yoder, near the village of 
Springs. 

Although of Somerset county, Pa., 
stock, Samuel J. Beachy spent the 
greater part of his life in what is now 
Garrett county, Md., (part of Alle¬ 
gany county, Md., during most of the 
time he lived in Maryland). He lived 
for many years on Keyser’s Ridge on 
the farm new owned by J. C. Folk and 
others. About 50 years ago he dispos¬ 
ed of his Keyser’s Ridge farm and 
bought the Wesley Blocher farm, now 
known as the Grassy Cabin Farm and 
owned by W. C. Loechel, on the east 
side of the Casselman River, near the 
town of Grantsville, Md. 

As there were several Samuel Bea- 
ehys in Garrett county, Md., during 
the time that the subject of this 
sketch lived there, he was called by 
way of distinction “Red Sam.” on ac¬ 
count of having reddish hair, and was 
later known as “River Sam.” on ac¬ 
count of living on the bank of the 
Casselman river. ^ 

Disposing of the latter farm when 
lie was well advanced in years, h 
moved with some of his children to 
Midland, Farquicr county, Va., where 
he resided until the year 190 », who” 
he and his wife went to Arthur, Ill., to 
live with their son David S. Beachy, 
with whom they made their home the 
remainder <>f their lives. 

Mr. Beachy was married May 14, 
1848, to Elizabteh Yoder, who was the 
mother of his children and his faithful 
helpmate until March 14, 1919, when 
she sank to rest at the age of 91 
years, 10 months and 27 days. 

Mr. and Mrs. Beachy were devout 
members of the Old Order Amish 
Mennonitc church, ever faithful to its 
tenets and customs and always living 
quiet, simple and useful lives. 

Mr. Beachy was of a studious turn 
of mind, a man who was remarakbly 
well read. He was well posted on the 
current events of the day and was a 
great Bible reader. He was well versed 
in Bible and church history and was a 
man of no mean literary ability. He 
loved to discuss matters concerning 
the Christian religion. He possessed 
an indelible memory and had the fac¬ 
ulty of retaining what he read to a re¬ 
markable degree. He was a man of 
genial and loving disposition which 
won for him many friends. 

He was a brother of the late Bishop 
Manassas Beachy, of Elk Lick Town¬ 
ship, father of Bishops Lewis and 
Moses Beachy and Dr. Lewis Beachy. 
Both Manassas and Samuel Beachy 
are remembered by many of the old 
inhabitants as men of high intelli¬ 
gence, nobility of character and gifted 
with power of expression far above 
the average men of their opportuni¬ 
ties and education, qualities which 
have been transmitted to many of 
their descendants.

FROM PHILIPPI TO ATHENS 
Acts 16:19-17:15. 

The angel of Jehovah encampeth 
round about them that fear him, 
and delivereth them.—Ps. 34:7 
IN THE HOUR OF DEFEAT. 

How the Federal Council's report on 
the steel strike stired up strife! How 
the Y. W. C. A. was lambasted for go¬ 
ing: out of its sphere in considering an 
industrial question and support was 
withdrawn! What a furore because 
the church has destroyed the peoples' 
liberty to get drunk! What a stir in 
old Philippi because a girl had been 
restored to reason! But it was an at¬ 
tack upon property and the right of 
exploitation and could not be tolerated 
in the least. So the hue and cry was 
raised against the authors of this ne¬ 
farious faith that dared champion the 
cause of the weak against the power 
of the strong. Very well! They would 
see what would happen. Washington, 
Chicago, Tulsa and many more have 
shown us the ever-present possibility 
of the mob, and this is in the year of 
our Lord 1921. What might be expect¬ 
ed of A. D. 50? And courts even 


in these “good old United States" have 
been known to be subjected to pres¬ 
sure from the “interests," what could 
you expect of Philippi? And the noise 
is often taken as evidence of popular 
opinion notwithstanding that a pig can 
beat a person at it any day in the 
week. So the mob had its will and 
Paul and Silas had the stripes, the 
stocks, the dungeon. "That’s over, 
thanks be to the gods,’’ said compla¬ 
cent bosses. And in the inner prison 
the two sufferers might well have 
wondered at the result. They had 
honestly tried to follow God's will in 
the matter and now they suffered for 
it. “O, what's the use!" they might 
have easily said. But through all the 
dirty darkness of the fetid vault they 
held to this sure consolation, “we 
saved the girl, anyway." And beyond 
that was the certainty that had their 
Lord been in their places He w'ould 
have done the same thing, ami they 
rejoiced in thefellowship of His suffer¬ 
ings and the roof echoed with their 

praiw N > 4if| • Mti namd their 
singing. No whine mingled with their 
music. In the hour of apparent de¬ 
feat they refused to accept the ver¬ 
dict and insisted that after all it had 
been Christ's victory. And such spirit 
knows no defeat, f«*r victory is an at 
titud** more ♦han an act. In the dark¬ 


est days of German advance we knew 
that humanity must win. Through 
the hundred years of struggle against 
the saloon there was the confidence of 
ultimate success. Slavery held its own 
for how many times a thousand year» 
no one knows, but Christianity sang 
its pean of praise through all the 
bloody Sixties when Antietam follow¬ 
ed Bull Run and Chancellorsville fol¬ 
lowed Fredericksburg. 

THE NEW DAY. 

What a night that was in Philippi! 
Earthquake shocks shook the compla¬ 
cency out of the magistrates a bit, for 
superstition held rare riot in those 
old days. Nor was Mistress Lydia idle 
and they heard the other side of Big 
Business and Big Taxes in no uncer¬ 
tain terms. For the girl had sobbed 
out her story on Lydia’s breast and 
had been accorded the sympathy of a 
strong sister Christian. And in prison 
strange things had happened, for the 
prisoners w*ere still there and Pauland 
Silas had been removed to the jailer's 
house where their backs had been ten¬ 
derly washed and their stomachs filled 
with food. And all the house had been 
baptized into the faith that could pro- 
due such character as was revealed m 
these singing souls that rejoiced in 
blood over a good deed done in the 
name of Christ. When dawn cam*' to 


town, the magistrates were ready to 
reconsider the action of yesterday and 
ordered their release. But Paul never 
thought in terms of self. To have 
obeyed would have left the group of 
Christians exposed to petty, if not 
serious, persecutions at the hands of 
the influential, and this must be ward¬ 
ed off. To leave a job half done is not 
to do it at all. He who had faced the 
stones to organize the Galatian 
churches would leave no stones for the 
Christians in Philippi. “They put us 
in prison, Roman citizens though we 
are, publickly; let them take us out in 
the same fashion!" was the message 
the officers bore back to the magis¬ 
trates who knew the very charter of 
the city was open to revocation by 
Rome because of yesterday. They 
came quickly enough and Paul walked 
out into the open with all the official 
power of the town covering him and 
the Christian group. But his work 
was done and he could leave Or. Luke 
in charge and nass on to other con¬ 
quests with a light heart, if with n 
bruised back. 

1 HF. NEW STRUGGLE. 

Salonica saw stirring times during 
the World War, but it was not the 
first struggle that had been staged 
there. Paul's sermon was given at 
the svnagogue and again the next 


Sabbath he continued to present his 
studies of the prophets and their ful¬ 
fillment in Jesus, whose return was 
the one event to be awaited with ea¬ 
ger expectancy. After the third ad¬ 
dress and discussion he seems to have 
moved into the house of some believer, 
probably Jason. And the crowds ac¬ 
cepting the new' faith emptied the 
synagogue of many of its worshippers 
so that its very existence was threat¬ 
ened. Paul asked no favors, but 
worked night and day as he wrote to 
them later and preached at his own 
expense. To be sure the generous 
Philippians sent “once and again" sup¬ 
plies that helped in his work for the 
Kingdom, so that he must have had a 
protracted stay in the city. Church 
pride brought on the explosion. Un- 
, able to abide another's success they 
staged a mob that protested against 
the teaching, shrew'dly calling the 
l proclaimed coming of King Jesus as 
treason. Unable to find Paul, they 
took Jason, who was bound over to 
keep the peace and any further dis¬ 
turbance would have forfeited his se¬ 
curity as Paul betook himself to new 
THE NEW FIELD. 

Berea opened its doors to the trav¬ 
elers and for the first time he found 
himself among like-minded folk. These 
were open seekers after truth w'ho 


were willing to become students of the 
Word that Paul's interpretation might 
he tested. It was a modem Adult Bi¬ 
ble Class with all the opportunity for 
question and discussion that the town 
staged and Paul must have reveled in 
the spirit that was displayed. There 
was nothing he so much loved as the 
truth, and he doubtless went over his 
own conclusions with new zest under 
the stimulus of these eager minds. The 
class may make a teacher or a church 
a preacher if either will attempt the 
task. Some churches always have 
good preachers, and the best will 
preach a poor sermon in some places. 
And it is just as true of a teacher and 
the class that determines to have a 
good one does not always need to get 
another man or woman on the job. 
It is little wonder that Paul held the 
greatest affection for these Macedon¬ 
ian churches through all his ministry, 
and it is significant of the worth of a 
Bible studying church that he never 
needed to write a letter over any 
problem at Ben a. But trouble came 
with the hate of the outside Jew', and 
Paul slipped out in one direction only 
I to double on his trail and seek an asy- 
! lum in Athens from which place he 
I eagerly looked for the coming of T J,, *i- 
j othy and Silas who had been to 
fully organize the work.

Air. I). AI. Dixon, Prominent Merchant 

and Hanker, Met Tragic End Last 
Tuesday Evening Near Oakland 

Mr. Darius M. Dixon, President of 
the First National Bank, of Oakland 
merchant and public spirited citizen, 
met a tragic fate on Tuesday evening 
at a little after seven o’clock when 
his big Hudson touring ear skidded on 
the wet road a mile north of town, 
turned over and caught him beneath 
it, crushing out his life almost in¬ 
stantly. 

Mr. Dixon, in company with his 
youngest son, McClelland, aged ten 
years, and Marshall Wilson, also a 
ten year old boy, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. M. N. Wilson, of Elkins, who 
are guests at the Dixon home, had 
gone out the State road a mile or two 
when they turned back and descend¬ 
ing a slightly sloping hill between the 
DeBerry and the Truman W. Casteel 
farms, the car skidded and mounted 
the embankment on the left side of 
the rdad as indicated by marks made 
by the wheel of the machine. It was 
evident also by the marks that Mr. 
Dixon had succeeded in getting the 
car hack into the road again and af¬ 
ter going for probably fifty feet it 
again skidded and facing about it 
mounted the bank on the left side of 
the road, going up for several feet 
when it toppled over an i caught Mr. 
Dixon between the front seat and the 
roadway, producing such injuries as 
to render his death almost instan¬ 
taneous, his neck being broken an 1 
sustaining such other injuries that 
any one of them would have proved 
fatal. 

About the time the accident oc¬ 
curred two automobilists drove up 
to the spot and by uniting their en¬ 
ergies the car was lifted up and the 
body of Mr. Dixon removed and 
brought into Oakland. As the car 
was being raised the two little hoys 
who had accompanied him crawled 
from their perilous position in the 
tonneau of the ear, both of whom es¬ 
caped without injury of any kind. 

Mr. Dixon’s sudden and very tragic 


, the entire community, for the de¬ 
ceased gentleman was held in the 
highest esteem for his manly worth 
I and public spirited ness. 

In addition to his wife, Mr. Dixon 
is survived by two sons, Lawrence and 
McClelland, and by three daughters, 
Mildred, Elizabeth and Susannah, all 
of Oakland. - ^

citizen and neighbor will take place 
tomorrow morning at 10:30 o’clock 
from his late residence on Second 
street, at which Revs. Bernard Gibbs 
and J. B. Workman will officiate.

The only apparent ad¬ 
vantage to result from the adoption 
of this proposed measure would he 
to Baltimore City alone. No county 
in the State would have an extra 
Senator, and hut seven counties would 
gain an additional delegate in the 
Lower House. Baltimore would gain 
ten Senators and thirteen Delegates. 

Baltimore City, with this additional 
representation, would have a maxi 
mum of 40 per cent in each House, 
but an organized minority of forty 
per cent can absolutely control the de¬ 
liberations of a legislative body when 
opposed by a sjixty per cent majority 
not organized. That majority must 
necessarily he composed of members 
from all sections of the State, and it 
is next to impossible to effectively or¬ 
ganize it in the short period given to 
legislation. Baltimore’s representa¬ 
tion has always been well organized. 

Th : s would mean that Baltimore 
City would have the power to pass 
legislation whether or not the coun¬ 
ties wanted it or would he henefitted 
by it.

County ? 

Let us use our own good judg¬ 
ment and vote for the candidates rep¬ 
resenting purity in the home and who 
have the ability not only to hold in 
check any legislation detrimental to 
the county, but who can also, if need¬ 
ed, obtain the passage of thos bills 
which are for the good of the county.

NUMEROUS ROBBERIES ARE 

COMMITTED ALONG PIKE 

Residents of Grantsville and Finzcl 
Victims of Thieves. 

Residents of Grantsville on the Na¬ 
tional Pike and of Finzel, which lies 
a few miles north of the Pike, have 
been subject to numerous robberies 
during the past month. The thieves 
have been able to get away in every 
instance without leaving any clue. 
Their loot generally consisted of 
household articles, such as soap, pow- 
der, towels, bed clothing, old shoes, 
pies, cakes, milk and butter. How- 
evor, quantities of money have also 
been taken, but the lure of the gold 
is not the prime motive for the num¬ 
ber of thefts which have been com¬ 
mitted. 

The latest of the series of robberies 
was perpetrated last Thursday night 
at the home of Mark LaRue on the 
National Road between the Little Sav¬ 
age and Big Savage Mountains about 
10:30 o’clock. Quantities of house¬ 
hold goods and money to the amount 
of about $10 was taken. In their 
plunder they had thrown books and 
papers on the floor and ransacked 
everything in the house. In one room 
the mattress had been taken from the 
bed. 

Mr. LaRue discovered the theft on 
his return from a dance about 11:45 
o’clock. Accompanied by Joseph Bur- 
doek as far as his home, both of the 
men made a search over the premises 
but could find no trace of the culprits. 

Leaving LaRue, Burdock made his 
way homeward, arriving there about 
2 o’clock. Somewhat fatigued and 
slightly nervous, he took a lantern 
and went to the spring house for a 
glass of milk. Having quenched his 
thirst, he started back to the house, 
when suddenly a man told him to stop. 
Instead of stopping “Hot Corn,” as he 
is better known, made a hound for 
the kitchen door with the prowler at 
his heels. Grabbing a shot gun from 
behind the door he shouted to the 
man to put his hands up or he would 
shoot. Instead of putting up his mits 
the man fled and Burdock fired the 
gun. According to Burdock it is 
thought he hit the man in the leg as 
blood stains were found on the gra-s 
the next morning. 

The robberies from every angle are 
hold and daring. About one week ago, 
while eating supper with his family, 
Adam Eisel, of near Finzel, saw’ two 
men enter the kitchen door of his 
home. Eisel met them and upon see¬ 
ing him they fled quickly. Both of 
the men were masked. Mr. Eisel, 
therefore could not identify them. 

The points where the robberies oc¬ 
curred being near the end of the road 
to Meyersdale it is thought dry some 
that it is the work of auto bandits. 
Others, however, are impressed witn 
the thought that the work is 
that of amateurs and people living in 
or near the communities where the 
thefts have been committed.

Commercial Club to Urge State Roads 
Commission to Build Link. 

Announcement by a Meyersdale pa¬ 
per that several town- are preparing 
to celebrate the completion of a new’ 
road between Somerset and Jenner- 
town, which will extend to the Mary¬ 
land line, has prompted the Frostburg 
Commercial Club to take up w’ith the 
Maryland Roads Commission the 
question of building a highway from 
Grantsville to meet this Pennsylva¬ 
nia road. 

The facts regarding the Pennsyl¬ 
vania road were sent to Chairman 
Mackall with a request for informa¬ 
tion as to the plans of the commission 
for building the Maryland connection. 

Chairman Mackall in reply stated 
that the building of tlrs link from 
Grantsville to the Pennsylvania line 
depended entirely upon the receipt of 
financial aid from the Federal Gov¬ 
ernment. Owing to the fact that the 
U. S. Senate recently reduced the 
amount of money appropriated hy the 
Government from one hundred million 
to seventy-five millions of dollars for 
road building, Mr. Mackall stated that 
this w’ould reduce the amount availa¬ 
ble for Garrett county from $89,000 
to about $65,000. This latter amount, 
according to Mr. Mackall, would he in 
sufficient to build this link which in all 
probability would have to wait on the 
appropriation hy the Legislature of 
Maryland this conning w’inter. 

The building of this link of improv¬ 
ed highway from Grantsville to the 
Pennsylvania state line would be an¬ 
other connection between the Lincoln 
Highway and the National Road and 
would he of much benefit to tourists 
as well as business transportation.

THE CITY OF A THOUSAND 
MONUMENTS 

Into that city of wonderful beauty, 
where art had achieved its first ex¬ 
pression in storied marble, Paul came 
hurrying.

Paul with the sudden ces¬ 
sation of his activities used his keen, 
trained mind to good purpose in the 
interval. To some the beauty would 
have been supreme; to others, his¬ 
tory’s haunting ghosts would have 
spoken with a thousand tongues.Some 
would have sought her theatres, oth¬ 
ers, her schools or her docks. Paul 
wanted to know what lay in her heart 
and as he gazed he was listening to 
the speech of all the surpassing love¬ 
liness that shadowed four times as 
many slaves as freemen. Two great 
goals of life were expressed in her 
philosophy. One was the supreme 
worth of pleasure as the only good 
and the other glorified a grin-and- 
bear-it attitude toward life’s circum 
stances. One was no preventive of 
lawless love and the other could offer 
no remedy for hurt hearts. Neither 
knew any salvation or offered any in¬ 
centive for the service of the world. 
Glorified self was th eend of each, and 


Paul speedily understood the hollow 
ness of all the wonderful life he was 
seeing and the rottenness of the foun¬ 
dations upon which her society was 
builded. And like his great Master, 
his heart was stirred with the need 
that he felt among these restless 
seekers after any new sensation that 
might amuse or stimulate the jaded 
chords of life. And though he was 
merely waiting for the word to r 2^ 
turn to the planting of Macedonia, he 
could not spend his time in idleness; 
he must proclaim what he knew was 
the remedy for the city’s ills. 

FINDING A DOOR. 

He turned to the familiar syna¬ 
gogue where he had been so success¬ 
ful in gaining an entrance into the 
thought of a town. Bue he could not 
get either a following or a riot. The 
Jews were so overshadowed by the 
spirit of Athens as to be utterly impo¬ 
tent. Refusing to be discouraged, he 
took to the market and button-holed 
the passers. He was on the trail of 
Socrates and was using his familiar 
methods in the very same place. Some 
folk stopped long enough to be struck 
by his words, though they were for¬ 
eign to their experience that they be¬ 
lieved the Resurrection of which he 
spoke to be the wife of Jesus,a female 
divinity corresponding to their own 
conceptions. But he was getting the 
door open as they talked about him. 
“Seed-picker” was the particular word 
they used for him, probably in deris¬ 
ion, though it may have been the abil¬ 
ity to select the best varieties, a com¬ 
pliment to his conversational ability 
which he richly deserved. And the 
news spread until it had touched a 
numerous circle and it became neces¬ 
sary for him to appear before the 
learned body whose endorsement or 
permission must be had before the 
propaganda could be continued. And 
such a hearing was exactly what Paul 
had been striving to obtain ,so there 
must have been a glow of happiness 
in his lonely heart as he was called 
from the market place up on the Hill 
of Mars to present the essentials of 
his message. And into their presence 
and into the presence of a great com¬ 
pany beside, for this was open to all 
the city, this campaigner of the King¬ 
dom came and presented lrs cause. 
THE VERDICT. 

Standing in that great company, 
Paul made one of the most tactful ad¬ 
dresses upon record. It is the type 
of appeal to other faiths that recog¬ 
nizes all the good there present. He 
was not interested just now with the 
beauty of the surroundings or his 
own shocked feelings over the wick¬ 
edness he had seen; he felt the grop¬ 
ing hands of the city seeking after a 
God that was real through all the con¬ 
fused effort to reach a conclusion, and 
he spoke the kindly complimentary 
word of their religious life. He be¬ 
gan where he found them with an al¬ 
tar to an unknown God who was 
known to him. But he ran counter to 
all their cherished ideals and beliefs. 
God was not a mere superman. Their 
numberless temples were not His 
dwelling place, nor wore their offer¬ 
ings a necessity to Him as though he 
needed food and drink. A divine 
providence lay in the relations of 
races and nations, and under such sov¬ 
ereignty there would he no room for 
the war god nor for racial or class 
pride. Nor was God an absentee 
Deity, but a great Presence, the Giver 
of life. And if He were such, then 
certainly gold, silver, wood and mar¬ 
ble could not be used to represent 
Him. And under such dominion there 
is moral accountability and men shall 
be judged at God’s bar by the Man 
who has revealed Him and has been 
raised from the dead in token of His 
approval. The court broke into de¬ 
risive laughter. They knew" far too 
much to accept so preposterous a 
thing as a resurrection or race equal¬ 
ity. Learned ignorance is the densest 
there is. So the case was closed and 
Paul had no authority to continue his 
work in the city of shut minds. 

THE POWER OF THE CHRIST. 

Stephanus, “first fruits of Acaia,” a 
citizen of Corinth, would seem to have 
been won during a temporary visit to 
the capital while Paul was pressed in 
spirit with the need of this very relig¬ 
ious place. But out of that presenta¬ 
tion upon Mars Hill were Dionysius 
and Damaris to yield allegiance to 
Christ as Lord. He belonged to the 
Upper Ten. Cultured, positioned, in¬ 
fluential, he dared the jeers of his 
comrades of the court that he might 
share the comradeship of this little 
Jew and his resurrected Lord.. There 
was high courage and no counting of 
costs. Damaris was a woman. And 
she was more—only a woman of the 
street would have been hanging on the 
edge of that crowd, and significantly 
Luke does not label her either “chief” 
or “noble.” Yet he does link these 
two in a single sentence, so that high 
and low, patrician and plehian, are 
made one in Christ. The great Savior 
can bridge any gulf of race or class 
and unite those on both sides into a 
common life. President and plasterer 
knelt together at the altar of Metro¬ 
politan and felt no distinction as the 
broad and wine of the Communion of 
the Lord of all life was received by 
both. Christianity knows no preem¬ 
inence save that of service; no class 
but manhood; no race but the human; 


no boundary but heaven; no Savior [ 
except for all the world. It may , 
bring laughter from some, hate from , 
others, or contempt from still others, ’, 
but it is the only hope of the world, * 
and that R shall yet save.

GIRL WINS SCHOLARSHIP BY 

FIGHT FOR EDUCATION 

Walked Eight Miles Daily Over 
.Mountain to High School. 

Tuesday morning’s Baltimore Sun 
contained the following story which is 
of more than ordinary local interest: 

Because Minnie Elizabeth Holt- 
schneider, 11) years old, of Deer Park, 
was sufficiently ambitious for an ed¬ 
ucation to walk eight miles daily over 
mountainous roads to attend high 
school she has received a scholarship 
this year at the State Normal School. 

Miss Holtschneider, whose long- 
cherished ambition is to become a 
teacher, found time to lead her class 
for four years in high school in ad¬ 
dition to performing her household 
duties and walking to school. She is 
the daughter of Mr. and Mrs.Freder¬ 
ick Holtschneider, who live on a farm 
two miles from Deer Park and four 
miles from Oakland, the site of the 
school. To cover these four miles in 
time for the opening of school in the 
morning Miss Holtschneider had to 
start at 7:30 o’clock, and it was us 
ually after 5:30 before she returned in 
the evening. 

“Then,” said Miss Holtschneider, “I 
had to help about the house and to 
prepare my lessons; so I didn’t have 
much time for reading or other rec¬ 
reations.” During the summer sh^ 
worked in hotels or hoarding houses 
of the vicinity. 

Although she had never before been 
to Baltimore, nor farther away from 
home than Cumberland, she disclaimed 
any feeling of homesickness—as yet. 

The scholarship is known as tho 
Harry B. and Sarah C. Wolf Scholar¬ 
ship, donated privately by Harry B. 
Wolf, of Baltimore, and awarded by 
Dr. Robert Fawsett, chairman of the 
committee on increased enrollment of 
the Alumni Association. 

Until word reached here last Tues¬ 
day that she had been awarded the 
grant, Miss Holtschneider had expect¬ 
ed to teach school this year and to 
postpone going to Normal School until 
next.

county superintendents and super¬ 
visors, who have been making a study 
of the particular needs of the one and 
two-room country schools. This has 
resulted in the formation of a new 
course of study which was worked out 
this summer by a committee of ex¬ 
perienced rural supervisors working 
with the State Supervisor of rural 
schools. Miss Edna M. Marshall of 
this county was a member of the 
group. 

This course of study is designated 
to represent the best current thought 
and practice in the field of rural edu¬ 
cation. It considers particularly the 
difficulties of the type of school for 
which it was planned. One of the 
thief obstacles to successful teaching 
in the country school is the large 
number of grades and subjects that 
must he handled hy one teacher. The 


rural school ordinarily has too little 
time for conducting a successful reci¬ 
tation. Most of the subjects should 
have from fifteen to twenty-five min¬ 
utes for each recitation. The com¬ 
mittee believed that recitations w’ould 
not he of satisfactory length if there 
were more than from twenty to twen¬ 
ty-four per day. 

In order to secure longer recitation 
periods through reduction in their 
number, it becomes necessary to com¬ 
bine twu or more grades into a single 
class, as determined by the possibil¬ 
ities of n particular subject or in¬ 
struction. 

The conferences held in Oakland on 
Friday and Saturday are partly for 
the purpose of explaining the daily 
programs for tbe one- and two-toach 
or schools. More detailed informa¬ 
tion will bo given concerning the 
grouping later 
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Does This Convince You? 

Every day of the week there is about nine dollars in 
bank cheeks used to every dollar of actual cash that 
fchanges hands.

And as a 
Christian that will be precisely the 
course you will seek to glorify God. 
Once more the debt of power to weak¬ 
ness that through the power of the 
one the other should grow strong was 
expressed. And Corinth determined 
that her problem should be solved by 
Christians and not by pagans, that the 
interests of all should determine the 
procedure rather than that of indi¬ 
viduals. It was a bit of real democ- 
rocy as Christianity always is seeking 
the good of the greatest number by 
minority and majority alike.

JURIST TENDERS RESIGNATION 
TO GOV. ALBERT C. RITCHIE 


Judge Hcndcson, After 18 Years on 
the Bench Will Retire on Account 

of the State of His Health. 
Judge Robert R. Henderson, of 
Cumberland, has resigned as associate 
judge of the Fourth Judicial Circuit of 
Maryland on account of ill health. 
This action was taken Saturday in a 
letter to Governor Albert C. Ritchie. 
Judge Henderson’s letter read: 
COURT CHAMBERS 
FOURTH JUDICIAL CIRCUIT 
OF MARYLAND 
CUMBERLAND, MD. 

September 17, 1921. 
Hon. Albert C. Ritchie, 

Governor of Maryland. 

My dear Governor Ritchie: 

I beg leave herewith to tender my 
resignation as associate judge of the 
Fourth Judicial Circuit of Maryland. 
I do this with great regret and only 
after careful deliberation, having 
come to the conclusion very recently 
that the constantly increasing work 
in this circuit and the necessary con¬ 
finement are a menace to m.v health. 
I am willing to continue the duties of 
the office until the first of November 
in order to take care of the October 
term of Court, beginning October 
3rd, but I would prefer to b • relieved 
at once, if you can by appointment 
fill the place and have my successor 
qualified, so that you may consider 
this an immediate resignation or may 
postpone action upon it until the date 
named, as you see fit. my desire be¬ 
ing to interfere as little as possible 
with the conduct of the business in the 
Court here and to give you as little 
trouble as possible in the matter. I 
called you by telephone yesterday hut 
was unable to get you. 

I am sending copies of this letter to 
both Baltimore and Annapolis. 

Wth assurance of my high esteem, 
I am. 

Very respectfully yours, 
ROBERT R. HENDERSON. 
The announcement of the determin¬ 
ation to leave the bench came as a 
great surprise to the members of the 
legal profession in all pirts of the 
Judicial circuit and a wide acquain¬ 
tance in the county and State, and has 
given rise to much speculation as to 
whom will be named as his successor. 

Judge Henderson was first elected 
to the bench in 1903 and served his 
term of fifteen years with an interim 
appointment by the Governor, and 
was renominated and reelected in 1919 
without opposition for a further term 
of fifteen years or until the date of his 
retirement under the age limit of 70 


years. He is now 04 years old. 

It has been known that for some 
time Judge Henderson has found the 
increasing duties and responsibilities 
of his office as affecting his health, 
which in the last year has not been 
robust. During the months of July 
and August he took an ocean voyage 
to the Pacific Coast. In a statement 
recently he said that he was anxious 
to be relieved of his official duties 
as speedily as possible, and will ask 
for the naming of his successor at 
the forthcoming November election. 

Albert A. Doub, of Cumberland, 
seems to be in the forefront among 
those mentioned among the Republi¬ 
cans as the probably successor of 
Judge Henderson. Experience coupled 
with ability, puts Mr. Doub much in 
the running, should he decide to be a 
candidate. A. Taylor Smith is also 
mentioned favorably in various quar¬ 
ters, as is also Horace P. Whitworth 
whose home is in Westernport, and 
who is saitl to have had his eye on a 
seat on the bench for some time. 

Mr. Doub, when seen Monday, said 
he regretted very much the resigna¬ 
tion of Judge Henderson and he knew 
the bar felt the same way. Mr. Doub 
spoke of his high regard for Judge 
Henderson, not only as a jurist, but 
as a man. When asked if he would 
accept the Republican nomination, he 
said that he could hardly decline such 
a call, ami that while going on the 
bench would mean a financial sacri¬ 
fice, he felt that any citizen owed a 
duty to the people always far above 
any personal consideration. 

As things now are, Mr. Doub will 
most likely receive the endorsement 
of the State Centrals Committees 
j of the three counties—Garrett, Alle- 
1 gany and Washington for the nom¬ 
ination. Mr. Doub is a native ot’ Wash¬ 
ington county, and aside from his rec¬ 
ognized qualifications, he is preferred 
there because of that identity. A poll 
of the membership of the committees 
of Allegany and Garrett counties is 
said to show an almost unanimous 
preference for Mr. Doub. 

Following the acceptance on Tues¬ 
day of Judge Henderson’s resignation, 
Governor Ritchie named as his suc¬ 
cessor Mr. William C. Walsh, of Cum¬ 
berland to serve until the election to 
he held in November. 

Miss Priscilla Brady, of Washington 
I). C.. motored to Oakland on last Sun¬ 
day where she will he the guest of her 
uncle and aunt, Mr. and Mrs. Truman 
Miller, until Sunday next, when, in 
company with relatives she will motor 
to a point north of Pittsburgh for a 
visit of a few days before returning 
to Washington.

PAUL AND HIS WORK. 

Paul was born probably in 1 A. D , 
so that the period covers fifty years. 
Not a line of the New Testament 
had been written except the letter in 
Chapter 15. Had the Apostle died at 
Athens, the volume would be reduced 
nearly one-third and all of his inter¬ 
pretation of the life and work of the 
Christ would be unknown. He was 
fifty years of age and had merely laid 
the foundation for the influence he 
has wielded throughout the centuries. 
His mightiest work was yet to be 
done. But that foundation was .suf¬ 
ficient to hear all the accumulating 
weight of Christianity since and wi’l 
sustain it for all the years to come. 
Doctrinally, the swaddling clothes of 
Judaism had been cast aside and its 
ceremonial replaced by moral require¬ 
ments. Stephen had sensed the pass¬ 
ing of Temple and ritual. Peter had 
baptized aliens and eaten with them. 
Paul had openly sought them and the 
Council had confirmed the supremacy 
of life over law. Christianity was 
to be no reformed Judaism, but a dis¬ 
tinct faith. Man anywheie might re¬ 
ceive God’s life through the Spirit 
instead of climbing to God’s level upon 
a ladder of laws. And it was this for 
which Paul had fought with all the 
intensity of his strong will, and more 
than any other single figure, made 
it a reality. Race lines had been 
blotted out in the company of be- 
livers and the missionary passion had 
been throned at the very heart of the 
new movement, so that the desire of 
its Lord was beginning to be realized 
in its extension throughout the world 
where it had leaped the harriers of 
prejudice, custom, language and geog¬ 
raphy and was facing forward for 
further conquests. Antioch had su¬ 
perceded Jerusalem as the heart of 
the church. The form of government 
had been established. While it was 
congregational it was strongly eon- 
nectional through itinerating preach 
ers and collections for various needs. 
Had he died at Athens he would still 
have been an outstanding figure in 
the history of the church and had 
given a directive impulse to its later 
life. The great nualities possessed 
by him had revealed themselves. Cour¬ 
age was large in his make-up. He 
faced peril in the way of duty with¬ 
out blinking. And he dared to break 
with customs, with friends, with his 
home, with church, with nation for 
that same imperious demand: “I 
ought.” He was a truth seeker un¬ 
willing to leave any question unset 
tied in his own mind and that eager 
queet made him tolerant of the opin 
ions of others who believed differently 
from himself but lacked his light. 
Every truth-lover, however smell his 
attainment, with a brother beloved.He 


independent in spirit so that he in¬ 
sisted in standing upon his own feet 
and never sponged his way. He had 
large visions and mental grasp of 
situations and stragetic locations for 
the planting of faith. Once con-

Ilis Nomination I or Judicial Honors 
Recommended by Committee. 

Since the resignation of Associate 
Judge Robert R. Henderson was filed 
with Governor Ritchie and accepted by 
him, the members of the legal profes¬ 
sion of Washington,Allegany and Gar¬ 
rett counties have been wrought up 
over the nomination by the Republi- 
con County Committees of the three 
counties composing the Judicial Cir¬ 
cuit, to be made within the next week 
when the committees meet in joint 
session under a ruling of Attorney 
General Armstrong. 

In Allegany county the members of 
the bar are divided as between Mr. A. 
A. Doub and Mr. Horace P. Whit¬ 
worth as the candidate, while Wash¬ 
ington county, under the Constitution, 
can have no candidate, the provisions 
being that two Associate Judges can¬ 
not be residents of the same county. 
Washington county lawyers have en¬ 
dorsed Mr. Doub and it appeared until 
a few days ago that he would receive 
the nomination, but friends of Mr. 
Whitworth got busy and launched a 
campaign in his behalf, which has re¬ 
sulted in a division of the Doub forces 
in Allegany. 

Seeing the possibility of having the 
nominee for the Judgeship coming to 
Garrett county in the face of the oppo¬ 
sition thus developed in Allegany, 
the members of the Republican State 
Central Committee, met on last Mon¬ 
day and unanimously endorsed Mr. 
Fred. A. Thayer for the nomination. 
This endorsement on the part of the 
committee has met with the hearty 
commendation of the residents of Gar¬ 
rett county and it is possible that the 
nominee will he the Garrett countian, 
the balance of power being with the 
Washington county committee, which 
has at all times been friendly to the 
interests of this county.

GARRETT ( ()t NT1AN COMMITS 
SUICIDE IN I IT OF MELANCHOLY 


Saw Friend Huricd and Then Went 
Home and Took Life \\ ith Shotgun 

Elmer Garjitz, 24 years old, resid¬ 
ing near Finzel, Garrett county, com¬ 
mitted suicide at his home late Mon¬ 
day evening by tiring both charges 
from a double-barrel shotgun into his 
head. Members of his family who w r ere 
present when Garlitz grabbed the gun 
and threatened to shoot himself, were 
unable to restrain him. According to 
information he had been under the in¬ 
fluence of intoxicants for more than 
a month and had been afflicted with 
melancholia for some days previous 
to the commission of the act which 
ended his life. 

The young man had been drinking 
to excess, residents of the neighbor¬ 
hood declare, and gradually became 
despondent. On Sunday afternoon he 
attended the burial of Marshall Baker, 
a World War veteran, in the ceme- 
tery near Finzel and while standing 
j over the grave as the coffin was being 
; lowered into it, threw his hat across 
the open space. He was at the time 
I suffering from excessive drinking ancf 
was noticed to be melancholy. He re- 
: turned home from the funeral and 
again continued his heavy drinking 
until late Monday evening. Members 
of his family were seated in the room 
; when he arose from a chair and took

Fire Insurance Replaces, But The 
Money Paid By Insurance 
Companies Is Not “Created.” 


Property burned i> property l<»>t, 
according tu the Maryland 1*ire 
Prevention Campaign workers, 
whose slogan during the ten days 
beginning ()ctober 1 will he, “Stop 
a Fire Before it Starts!” During 
the campaign every citizen of 
Maryland is to he asked to do all 
he can to prevent tires in private 
homes farm buildings and manu¬ 
facturing plants, by using care and 
common sense. Says Ira ('». lloag- 
Jand, nationally known as a tire pre¬ 
vention engineer: 

Fire is both a boon and a bane. 
Uncontrolled, it blights, burns, con¬ 
sumes. destroys, devastates, wreaks 
havoc, incinerates, kills and maims, 
and generally lays waste to the erea 
tions of nature and man. 

The destructiveness of tire, the 
economic devastation of it, is gen¬ 
erally thought of in terms of the 
material damage wrought, the value 
of buildings burned, contents con¬ 
sumed. property destroyed. 

Fundamentally, the value of hu¬ 
man life h economic, hut the con¬ 
current destruction of it by lire is 
little thought of in that ^ense. It 
is felt personal bereavement, no 
as society benefit of creative intel¬ 
ligences and producers of wealth. 

And little thought is given be 
forehand to the economic havoc 
wrought by tire in business and in 
dustry; to the thousand and one 
things in the aftermath of a lire 
which try the "••ills of men.

Ever since Sinclair Lewis started 
the topic people have been asking 
each other, “What is the matter with 
the small town?”

Too frequently it is assumed 
that the matter with the small town 
is that it is not a big town. That 
delusion seems equally shared by the 
friends and th<* enemies of the* Gop 
her Prairie. Its enemies say: “Whv 
of course, you can’t expect anything 
good to come out of a handful of 
wooden boxes set out in the middle 
of nowhere. It is in tho metropolis 
that there can be a Lcntin quarter. 
The movies and the cheap magazines 
go everywhere, hut the opera, the 
theatre, the first-class orehe tra, the 
art gallery, the little group of serious 
thinkers gathered from all over the 
map—th**se can be found only in the 
great centers of population.” As tin- 
poet sings:

But curiously enough the champions 
of the* small town have the same idea.

Watc h Gopher Prairie Grow. 

They form a Boosters’ Club. They 
brag of the latest census returns 
They inflate real estate values and 
map out city h»t< over the sage brush. 
They assume that all will he well when 
Gopher Prairie has the population of 
Chicago or New York, as tho (’hicago 
were the Earthly Paradis and New 
York the New Jerusalem. 

There are worse thin, - than a wor¬ 
ship of bigness. There is, for in¬ 
stance, a worship of ha kwardness 
and stagnation. Some European 
cities seem to be proud of the fact 
that the y have f»*wi r inhabitants than 
they did in lflfiO. They say “Lo, wo 
are not as others, ev« n these Ameri- 
cai W 

we have no mode rn plumbing, 
we eschew tT * dai v : • •** o *rs, w •» 


Kurape and we have much greater 
wealth, prospcrit> and solid comfort. 
Any average American town is super¬ 
ior in nine ways out of ten to an aver¬ 
age European town. But the difficul¬ 
ty is that the American towns are too 
much alike. Eliminate the skyline 
of Manhattan, a few New England 
coast towns, a few fore'gn-Havored 
squares in New Orleans and San 
Francisco, and what have ><>u left? 
Big towns, Middle-sized towns and 
little towns. Big parks and little 
parks. Brick courthouses and schools. 
Trolley lines and telegraph wires. 
State* capitols, all imitated from the 
dome in Washington. Blocks of red 
brick tenements. Suburbs and coun¬ 
try clubs. Dingy factories on the* e*dge 
of town. A union railway station, with 
some hotels in the* neighborhood. A 
Boss and a Ring. The fire* company. 
The blue-coated police. The Republi¬ 
can daily. The Democratic daily. The 
wealthy social “set.” The* foreign or 
negro quarter. The* vacant lot with 
its ashes and tin cans. The tree- 
shaeieei drive. The churches—all with 
Gothic spires. Main stre*ct. 

In remembering European cities you 
cannot summarize them as be longing, 
even in the* most general way, to the 
same type*, except for some mushroom 
growths that have* tried to ape the 
squares and boulevards and cafes 
e>f Paris. One* Paris was a great 
achievement for the* human race, hut 
the French provincial towns should 
have tried to emulate rathe*r than to 
imitate. Venice is not Rome. Its 
golden domes, black gondolas. Orien¬ 
tal palaces and grandiose* paintings 
se*em to belong tee another civilization, 
almost to another world. So does 
Florence with its lowering stone pal¬ 
aces and solid hut beautiful propor¬ 
tioned towers and churches and its 
treasurers of sixteenth century paint¬ 
ing and sculpture. See does Milan 
with its many spired cathedrals se*t in 


a sea of red tiled roofs. Italian towns 
know better than to be little Romes. 
German towns know better than to 
he little Berlins, Yicnnas or Dresdens. 
Jena is a thriving little manufactur¬ 
ing town (or was before the 
war) and yet it manages t » be quaint 
and picturesque as if it were a mere 
relie of th«* past kept unchanged for 
the tourist trade. Switzerland is as 
bustling, practical and progressive as 
the Enited State', hut there is more 
difference between one canton and its 
next door neighbor than there is be¬ 
tween two American States a thous 
and miles apart. Not until the end¬ 
less plains of Russia are reached does 
Europe show anything to approach 
the American monotony. 

The trouble with Gopher Prairie is 
that it lacks the courage to be itself. 
Its prosaic-minded inhabitants are al¬ 
ways trying to make it into Chicago 
or St. Louis, regardless of geography 
and economic forces. Its uplifters 
are trying to turn it into Boston or 
Paris or Greenwich Village. Let it 
rather grow from its own roots and 
| develop its own traditions; and in 
time to come Main Street may he 
more famous than Fifth Avenue; 
Gopher Prairie may be more honored 
than Oberammergau, Stratford-on- 
Avon or Geneva; Minnesota may be a 
Holy Land like Palestine. The faith 
and work of the Puritans, exiles in a 
howling wilderness, created the cul¬ 
ture of New 1 England; the faith and 
work of their children will create a 
new culture in the Middle West.— 
Breston Slos.-on in the New York In¬ 
dependent.

Has Been Chartered and Has Taken 
Over the Jennings Interests in 
Garrett County 

With the taking over of the Jen¬ 
nings railroad interests in Garrett 
county by local interests the mainte¬ 
nance and operation of that road is as¬ 
sured for many years to come which 
means more to the industrial interests 
of the northern section of Garrett 
county than can now be computed. 

Until a very few months ago the 
outlook for the further development of 
the coal interests lying adjacent to the 
Jennings railroad appeared gloomy, as 
by the death of Mr. Jennings it was 
contemplated by his heirs and those 
upon whose shoulders the management 
of his vast estate fell, to dismantle the 
road, thus wiping it out of existence 
so far as an operating railroad was 
concerned. Money interests in and 
about Grantsville, Jennings and other

Jennings, of Towanda, Pa., its vice- 
president; Mr. William E. Ambrose, of 
Cumberland, Md., its managing direc¬ 
tor; Charles A. Bender, of Grantsville, 
its treasurer, and William E. Dorsey, 
of Cumberland, Md., Daniel W. Liven- 
good and Elijah Livengood, of Elk 
Lick, Pa., Uriah M. Stanton and Wil¬ 
liam E. Stanton, of Grantsville, com¬ 
prise the directorate. 

The formation of the corporation is 
of more than passing interest to the 
western section of Maryland, and par¬

products. This conception needs en¬ 
largement so as to include the idea 
that the fair is intended not only to 
record the progress of production but 
serve as a means for the advancement 
of every phase of rural life. This idea 
is already finding its expression in the 
emphasis being placed upon the de¬ 
velopment of educational exhibits. 

“But there are still many phases of 
rural and village life that do not have 
adequate attention. Vwo types of ex¬ 
hibits may be distinguished. The first 
is a record of achievement for the 
year. The exhibit of map-work or 
bread-making from the public schools 
for the year and for which a prize is 
awarded may not be so good as that 
for the preceding year, but it repre¬ 
sents the best produced during the 
period and it is recognized that some 
mark of distinction should be awarded. 
The second should represent progress* 
that is, in this type sh »uld be found 
the best that has ever been done in 
the area for which the fair is a means 
of exhibit.” 

The speaker then advanced practical 
methods of awarding trophies to the 
winners in contests in the future, say¬ 
ing that “under present methods of 
awarding prizes his productions are 
graded according to their appearance 
and no account is taken as to how rep¬ 
resentative it is of his achievement.

DAVE NEFF, BANK ROBBER. 

BROUGHT HERE FOR TRIAL 

Accused, With Others, of Having Rob¬ 
bed Kitzmiller Hank 4 Years Ago 

Pave Neff, a member of the Neff 
gang of outlaws of Helltown, Shen¬ 
andoah county, Va., who has just com¬ 
pleted serving a term in the Virginia 
State Penitentiary at Richmond, was 
brought to Oakland Tuesday night by 
Sheriff Roy O. Winters, who, in com¬ 
pany with Senator Speicher, Fred. M. 
Brown and David Walters, left here j 
by motor on last Thursday morning | 
for the purpose of bringing the pris¬ 
oner back where he will stand trial 
at the December term of the Circuit 
Court for the part played by him in 
the daylight hold-up and robbery of 
the First National Bank at Kitzmiller 
about four years ago. 

Neff was delivered to the Garrett 
county officer at a point about a hun¬ 
dred miles east of Bristol, Tenn., 
at Convict Camp No. 5, in Virginia, 
where a large number of prisoners 
(Neff amongst them) were engaged in 
the construction of roads. From th? 
convict camp the party motored back 
to Bristol where the first night upon 
the return journey was spent, and 
from that town the trip here was 
via Roanoke, Va., through the Valley 
of Virginia and on to Hagerstmvn, 
thence by the National Road to Oak¬ 
land, the entire distance traveled be¬ 
ing more than six hundred miles. 

Neff’s career started many years 
ago, when he, with other members of 
the gang of outlaws, defied the Shen¬ 
andoah county officers. The hand re¬ 
tired to the mountains surrounding 
their home, where a battle was w’ag- 
ed w’ith the officials for several days, 
with both sides using high-powered 
rifles. The Neffs escaped and were at 
large for several months following the 
battle in the mountains and in the 
various sections which they visited 
during their liberty, committed out 
rages of various kinds. They w’ere 
finally caught in Ohio and taken to 
the Woodstock, Va., Jail, where they 
made their escape and. after being re¬ 
captured following a chase of sev¬ 
eral months, were taken to the State 
Penitentiary at Richmond. From the 
Penitentiary they were sent to the 
convict camp from which one of the 
Neff’s again escaped and has not been 
recaptured. 

While the gangsters were at large i 
four years ago, they entered the First , 
National Bank at Kitzmiller where 
they held up the officers and clerks 
in mid-day and robbed the bank of 
several thousand dollars in currency 
and made their escape over the moun¬ 
tains. Prior to the robbery of the 
hank at Kitzmiller the men had ap 
peared in the town and obtained em¬ 
ployment w’ith one of the mining com¬ 
panies operating there, but upon the 
day of the hold-up and robbery of the 
institution they had so disguised 
themselves that they could not be rec¬ 
ognized and thus their identity w f as 
clouded in mystery until one of the 
members of the gang confessed and 
upon being tried in the Circuit Court 
here about a year ago, was sent to the 
Maryland Penitentiary for a short 
term, his youthfulness and good be 
hnvior while a prisoner in the local 
jail being taken into consideration by 
the Court when sentence was passed. 
This prisoner was known as “Boots” 
Fry and upon the day that he w’as to 
be sentenced by the Court Sheriff 
Winters had to ask the indulgence of 
the presiding judge until he could send 
1 out to his farm for the prisoner where 
he was engaged in doing some agricul¬ 
tural w’ork for the officer. Fry came 
into the court room unattended and 
received his sentence.

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NO HOPE FOR CHESTNUTS 
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Once lili^ht Hits Tree, It Is Doomed, 
Assist ant Forester Says. 

Hopes of the ardent and inveterate 
chestnut hunters, aroused by reports 
that the chestnut trees, affected by 
the blight, were reviving, have been 
dashed by J. A. Cope, Assistant State 
Forester. 

“Once the blight hits a chestnut 
tree there is no hope for it; it is 
doomed,” he said. “The fungus en¬ 
circles the twigs and branches and 
kills them one by one and nothing 
has t*o far been discovered to stop the 
progress of the plague. 

"It is probably true that automo- 
odists have been brushed in the face 
by low-hanging burrs on small trees, 
as has been reported. The roots of 
trees killed by the blight do not die 
immediately, but send up shoots which 
grow for several years and even bear 
'Hits. These suckers are in turn at¬ 
tacked by the blight, however, and 
finally die. 

“The only hope for the chestnuts is 
that is not very comforting to the 
joresent generation.

TWO YOUNG WOMEN KILLED 
NEAR DEEP CREEK FRIDAY 

When Car Driven by Father of One of 

Them Skidded and Turned Over. 

Miss Fannie Fike, aged seventeen 
years, daughter of Mr. and Mrs. Otho 
S. Fike, of Avilton, Garrett county, 
and Miss Mattie E. Lowery, of Cum¬ 
berland, who on Monday of last week 
became teacher of the Merrill public- 
school, located near Avilton, were both 
instantly killed on last Friday morn¬ 
ing at the hour of nine o’clock when 
the car in which they were coming to 
Oakland over the State road skidded 
and turned over, crushing out their 
lives. Miss Lowery was aged forty- 
seven years and made her home with 
her brother, Mr. A. A. Lowery, Balti¬ 
more Pike, near the Six Mile House in 
Allegany county. 

The car contained besides the two 
accident vistims and Miss Fike’s 
father, her two younger sisters and a 
small brother. The place where the 
accident took place was at the turn of 
the State road as one approaches Deep 
Creek Bridge from the east, ten miles 
north of Oakland. Here a sharp curve 
and rather heavy grade are encoun¬ 
tered. The bridge is a one-way struc¬ 
ture and Mr. Fike, according to a re¬ 
port reaching town a few minutes af¬ 
ter the accident occurred, observed a 
car on the bridge driving toward him. 
He gave the approaching car the road, 
but in doing so skidded off the road¬ 
way into a side ditch where one of the 
rear wheels of his car collapsed and 
the machine turned over pinning both 
Miss Fike and Miss Lowery beneath 
it, Miss Fike’s head being crushed and 
other injuries sustained about her 
chest, while Miss Lowery was also 
crushed by the weight of the over¬ 
turned car. The three children es¬ 
caped without injury ami Mr. Fike 
was uninjured also except for a slight 
cut on his hand as the result of a 
piece of glass entering that member 
from the windshield of the car. 

The bodies of the two women were 
brought to Oakland in an ambulance 
| and taken to the undertaking e-tab- 
. lishment of Mr. D. E. Bolden where 
| they were prepared for shipment and 


encased. Miss Lowery’s remains were 
sent to Cumberland Saturday morn¬ 
ing and Miss Fike’s remains were tak¬ 
en to her late home the same after¬ 
noon. The funerals of both took place 
Sunday. 

Mr. Fike was a former County Com¬ 
missioner of Garrett county and was 
a candidate at the recent primary for 
the nomination as a member of the 
Maryland House of Delegates. 

CAB WRECKED AT GRANTSVILLE 

Family of Mr. J. C. Stanton Had Nar¬ 
row Escape From Death 

On Sunday afternoon on the second 
curve west of the Casselman River 
bridge, near Grantsville, Mr. Joseph 
U. Stanton and family, driving a late 
model Buick, met in a head-on collision 
with a Packard driven by a man by 
the name of Shultz, from Connellsville, 
• Pa. In the Stanton car were Mr. 

I Stanton, his w ife, two children and 
his mother, and in the Packard were 
; four men alleged to have been under 
the influence of liquor, one of the 
men not knowing what had happened 
until several hours after the accident 
| had happened. All of the occupants 
j escaped serious injury although Mrs. 
Joseph Stanton was thrown through 
| the windshield of the car in which she 
was riding. Both cars were damaged.

J have given this question great consideration. We must as 
manufacturers and laborers consider the consuming public. This 
must be reckoned with. W’e have to manufacture an article the 
public will purchase and feel they are getting value for their 
money. When we are able to bring these conditions about our country 
will prosper, and when our country prospers you and I will prosper 
and all classes will be satisfied. 

Personally, I have been a laborer myself and know what it means 
to do a hard day’s work and the effort and courage it takes back of it 
to da a hard day’s work cheerfully, and 1 am satisfied there is not an 
employer of labor in the county that has more respect or will give 
more consideration to this class of men than 1 will. 

I trust the people of Garrett county will investigate me personally 
between now and November 8th, so that they may cast their ballots 
intelligently, and if you feel I am fitted for the office I will gladly 
serve you, and if you find upon investigation I am not the man to 
serve you in this high capacity, I will cheerfully take my defeat and 
will be one of you and will remain in private life.

PAUL AT EPHESUS 
Acts 19:1-41. Read 18:22-28. 

Thou shalt worship the Lord thy Cod, 
and Him only shalt thou serve.— 
Matt. 4:10. 

NEW ADVENTURING. 

What is the reward of work well 
done? Invariably it is more work. 
Paul is but one example of the rule 
of life. He had carried alms to Jeru¬ 
salem and had hurried back to the 
mothering church at Antioch. Here 
reports reached him of conditions in 
Galatia where Judaizers had been dis¬ 
crediting his apostleship and his mes¬ 
sage to the great confusion of the con¬ 
gregations he had established there. 
From Antioch he wrote his Galatian 
letter and it may have been Silas who 
took it into the field while he remained 
to close up the affairs that had been a 
part of his second missionary jour¬ 
ney. But the call of the world was 
too insistent to go unheeded, and in 
the early summer of 53 he fared forth 
to see the results of his letter to his 
churches. Walking under the swelter¬ 
ing sun he would reach Derbe and be 
welcomed by the Christian converts of 
the other days who had been restored 
to their stringless relationship to their 
Lord preached by Paul. Again he 
would come to Lystra with its memory 
of stones, Iconium with its threats, 
Antioch with its mob. But Paul’s 
heart was singing over the comrade¬ 
ships formed among them that had al¬ 
ready sent upon the road Timothy and 
Titus and possibly Dr. Luke, and held 
many others who were dear through 
their sufferings for the common faith. 
And besides these, faithful ones who 
had never wavered in their devotion 
crowded about him at every turn so 
that it was a triumphal procession for 
the Ambassador of the Cross. As au¬ 
tumn began to chill the air he had 
completed the work he had determined 
to do in Galatia and the low plain no 
longer threatened sickness, so he 
pressed down into Ephesus as he had 
promised to do. This was the capital 
of the province of Asia and to capture 
it meant the evangelization of the on 
tire section. Its great temple to Di¬ 
ana was one of the wonders of the 
world. Its 127 pillars. C>0 feet high, 
formed the peristyle of a building 425 
by 220 feet, whose interior was a 
dream of beauty. Uncounted treasures 
were stored there and at the end was 
the great altar behind which hung 
the vast folds of a purple curtain cov¬ 
ering the huge image of Diana from 
the careless gaze. The worship was 
inexpressibly sensuous and the right 
of sanctuary made it the greatest 
criminal college in the world. If this 
was the pride of the city’s heart, one 
can imagine the moral squalor into 


which Paul was coming to spend two 
years and three months of successful 
ministry, to write two letters to the 
Corinthians during his sta> and to 
later send to these converts the let¬ 
ters to Ephesus and Collosse. 

THE PREPARATION. 

Our old friends, Aquila and Priscil¬ 
la, from Rome and from Corinth, had 
been busy in Ephesus during these 
summer months. He was originally 
from near the Black Sea and had gone 
to Rome possibly in quest of business. 
Hi wife bears an aristocratic name 
common enough among the patricians 
of the City of Seven Hills but un¬ 
known elsewhere, so that she probably 
fell in love with the Jewish aitizan 
and from henceforth shared his for¬ 
tune or lack of it. Love is the great 
leveler. Wherever they went they op¬ 
ened the door for Christians and had 
church “in their house” and some¬ 
where, perhaps in Ephesus, they “laid 
down their own necks’’ for Paul so 
that they kept their courage ami loy¬ 
alty under all circumstances. During 
the summer a distinguished visitor ap¬ 
peared in the synagogue. It was 
Apollos, a graduate of the Alexand¬ 
rian University, and a master of the 
old Hebrew Scriptures. He was a fol¬ 
lower of John who preached repent¬ 
ance and looked for the coming of 
the Christ. Yet the scholar was will¬ 
ing to be taught by the tent-maker 
and in that humble home he learned 
that the Christ he proclaimed as soon 
to come was the Jesus who was al¬ 
ready history. Accepting the fuller 
truth he fared forth upon a great ev¬ 
angelistic career, the earliest place of 
preaching being Corinth. There were 
other adherents of the Baptist in town 
who differed from Apollos in being 
“Disciples” who had left Jerusalem or 
Palestine before Pentecost and were 
unacquainted with the life of the 
Church born that day. It was a bit of 
backwater left by the flood—perfectly 
good water, hut not flowing with the 
stream. Paul at his coming turned 
them into the full current, greatly to 
their advantage. Such were some of 
the grey gleams of light that heralded 
the coming of Paul to the Ephesian 
field. 

THE IMPACT. 

Three months preaching in the syn¬ 
agogue proclaims either more open- 
minded members or the more careful 
presentation. Paul never gave up his 
hope of saving Israel, and at each new 
city turned to them with all the old 
eagerness in spite of the uniform 
mobbing which resulted. The trouble 
must be with his methods—they must 
believe the message if he could but 
get it though properly—so he per¬ 
sisted in thinking the best things of 
them in spite of failure. But he was 
turned out again and took to a public 
hall on part time with a doctor. The 
effect was far-reaching enough to 
touch the superstition of the people 
in amulets and charms. Did you ever 
carry a “lucky penny” or stick up a 
horseshoe? Go back nineteen centur¬ 
ies and judge the hold such things had 
if you would correctly measure the 
meaning of the pile of dream books, 
astrologies and kindred themes that 
blazed in the public square. Christi¬ 
anity has ever met superstition in 
open fight and has been found its mas¬ 
ter on many a field. Light will eon 
quer darkness and knowledge ignor¬ 
ance wherever they meet. 

THE REACTION. 

Paul’s exit was accompanied by the 
usual spectacular surroundings that 
had been exhibited in other cities. 
Reason must reckon with passion. 
Stage-drivers in America and chair- 
carriers in China attacked the early 
locomotives. Cotton gins were burn¬ 
ed by hand pickers, power looms by 


displaced workers. Every advance 
great as the benefit may ultimately be 
involves individual sacrifice. Christi¬ 
anity was far better for Ephesus than 
idolatry, yet a throng of m.tal work¬ 
ers were effected by its period of ad¬ 
justment and a riot was the result. I 
Bread and butter were at stake and 
they would dethrone the larger good 
for their own temporary interest. 
And they labeled it religions and stir¬ 
red the town with the slogan until it 
i was in a perfect frenzy of excitement 
j that had to he calmed by exhaustion 
and the appeal to police authority, 
j “Personal liberty”is being used among 
I us in the same fashion actuated 
among the promoters by the same 
short-sighted motive operative in De¬ 
metrius. Paul had to be restrained 
almost by force from going into the 
midst of the riotous assembly. Again 
as with Gallio, the strong arm of Ro¬ 
man law was lifted above the Chris¬ 
tian community and the rulers were 
such friends of the Apostle that they 
prohibited his appearance. Such was 
the impact Paul had made upon all 


i lasses in the great city, and having 
done so he was ready to depart upon 
further adventures for his King.

UNIONISM IN THE COURTS. 

A recent editorial appearing in the 
New York Sun said tins: “The action 
of the coal operators of Mingo and 
Pike counties in filing a petition with 
United States District Court of indi- 
ana to enjoin the United Mine Work¬ 
ers from attempting to unionize the 
labor of their mines, bids fair to be 
of momentous consequences. It is as¬ 
serted in the complaint that the union 
violates the Sherman anti-trust law 
and the Clayton anti-trust law', and is 
inconsistent with ‘sound public policy/ 
In other words it is a direct attack up¬ 
on the entire fabric of trade unionism 
in this country. If the complaint is 
upheld, not only would it place outside 
the law the United Mine Workers, but 
the other unions as well. 

“What action the court w’ill take on 
this complaint remains to be seen. 
There can be no doubt at all, however, 
concerning its position upon the oper¬ 
ators’ plea for protection against ‘the 
acts of insurrection, murder, violence, 
intimidation and threats,’ of which 
they accuse the miners’ union. In these 
matters the law' is clear, and the 
plaintiffs have only to prove that the 
United Mine Workers have actually 
been guilty of the charge. 

The recent troubles in West Vir¬ 
ginia have placed the union miners in 
an unfortunate light. However deeply 
the non-union w’orkers in the Mingo 
field may have resented the fact that 
other fields were working on full time 
while they themselves with their high- 
er wages were idle three days out of 
six, they had no right, legal or moral, 
to attempt to unionize the district by 
armed invasion. As they enjoy the 
protection of the law’, so should they 
have refrained from breaking the law. 

But whether the operators can show 
that the United Mine Workers w’ere 
responsible for these and other acts of 
lawlessness, the court must determine. 
An organization cannot alw'ays be held 
responsible for the acts of the individ¬ 
uals who compose it. But the very 
fact of bringing this noted disquiet in¬ 
to the courts in addition to its impor¬ 
tant bearing upon the legality of trade 
unionism, should clarify public opinion 
upon the rights of the matter.” 

It is a source of keenest satisfac¬ 
tion that we note the announcement 
of Hon. Oliver S. Metzerott, of Prince 
George’s county, as a candidate for 
the office of State ComptrQller on the 
Republican ticket.

expecting to graduate therefrom next 
| spring when he will in all probability 
return to Oakland and resume his pas- 
| torate. During the winter months Mr. 
Funk will preach in the local church 
tw’ice monthly, he having been called 
to the work»by the official body of the 
church. 

The repairing of all the roads un¬ 
der supervision and charge of the 
State Roads Commission leading into 
Oakland, has been completed and the 
men with their equipment of trucks, 
etc., have returnee! to the eastern sec¬ 
tion of the State. The main highway 
leading north from Oakland w’as the 
only one that received thorough work, 
the others being oiled only at the 
poits where repairs had been made. 
Although motorists complained of tire 
trouble due to the chipped stone used 
in the w’ork, better results have been 
noticed after the use of the steam rol¬ 
ler by the Commission. The Commis¬ 
sion has also been commended on its 
work of placing signs along the high¬ 
ways telling the distance between 
points and warning of dangerous 
curves of which there are hundreds. 

On last Friday morning about ten 
dYlock, one of the most violent wind 
and rain storms that has visited this 
section in a number of years, struck 
without warning and did considerable 
damage to shrubbery, trees, etc. With 
the large flag flying on the municipal 
flag pole, which was erected some 
four years ago, the staff snapped like 
a pipestem and fell to the ground. An 
awning in front of the Quality Shop 
on Second street was also carried off. 
Coming as it did at this particular 
hour the parade of the school children 
in connection with the county fair, had 
to be postponed until the afternoon of 
tha* day at which time the sky was 
clear and the sun rhining. The chil¬ 
dren looked exceptionally happy and 
presented a wonderful sight as thev 
marched through the streets. 


In Which One Car Was Completely 

Consumed by Fire Near Oakland 

Last Saturday about noon a headon 
collision between two cars on the Mt. 
Lake Park road just on the outskirts 
of Oakland took place and as a result 
one of the cars owned by a man named 
Hoover of Davis, West Va., was com¬ 
pletely consumed, and the other, a Ca¬ 
dillac roadster, driven by Dr. Widdo- 
son, of Mountain Lake Par'k. was but 
slightly damaged. The West Virginia 
car was ocupied by three men, two of 
whom were intoxicated. After the 
collision one of the men lighted a ci¬ 
gar and threw the partly burned 
match to the roadway. Instantly the 
gasoline and oil which had run out 
of the containers within the machine 
flared up and the car was consumed in 
a very few minutes. 

Spend 81,000,000 Each Sunday For 
Automohiling. 

One million dollars is spent in Mary¬ 
land for automobile pleasure riding 
every pleasant Sunday of the tourist 
season, according to an estimate bas¬ 
ed on data afforded by a census of 
traffic which the State Roads Commis¬ 
sion has recently made. It is esti¬ 
mated that 100,000 cars are in opera¬ 
tion every such Sunday. The average 
length of run is put at 50 miles; the 
average cost at twenty cents per 
mile makes the total of $1,000,000. 
The percentage of “foreign” cars is 
very large. 


Benjamin Huff. Aged 70 Years. Suc¬ 
cumbed to Injuries Last Thursday 

While hunting for sqirrels in the 
woods near Friendsville on last Thurs 
day morning, Benjamin Huff, aged 
seventy years, was killed almost in¬ 
stantly when his shotgun was acciden¬ 
tally discharged, the shot and powder 
blowing away the whole back part 
. of his head. 

• Mr. Huff, upon leaving the home at 
9 o’clock Thursday morning, told mem 
bers of his family that he intended 
going out into the woods and shoot a 
squirrel for Mrs. Huff, who has been 
an invalid for several years as the 
result of an affection of the lungs. A 
short time after he left the premises a 
shot was heard by the family, but no 
attention was paid to it, but when the 
aged man failed to return after an ab¬ 
sence extending over several hours, 
his son-in-law went out to look for 
him and found his inert body hang :g 
over a wire fence, with the dischart *d 
firearm lying on the ground nearby. 

It is believed by those who saw the 
position of the man before his body 
was removed from the fence that in 
attempting to scale it the trigger of 
his shotgun struck an obstacle, which 
caused it to be discharged and that 
his death resulted almost instantly. 

Following the finding of the re¬ 
mains, a coroner’s jury was summoned 
by Justice of the Peace Jasper Guard 
and after making a thorough investi¬ 
gation of the circumstances surround- 
I ing Mr. Huff's death the jury brought 
in a verdict of accidental death. 

Mr. Huff was highly esteemed by 
everyone residing in Friendsville and 
the community surrounding.

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NATIONAL ROAD TABLETS 

UNVEILED IN WEST VIRGINIA 


Siiti'cn Miles of Pike in that State 
Markers by the 1). A. R. 

The Wheeling Chapter of the Soei 
cty of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution recently unveiled tablets 
along the old National Hoad, the 
State having within its confines six- 
sixteen miles of this historic roadway. 
Mayor Thomas, of Wheeling, was 
present at the unveiling and also Mrs. 
Booth, of the Foit Henry Chapter, D. 
A. R. 

Mrs. John B. Garden, of Wheeling, 
with an efficient committee, had 
charge of arrangements. People 
along the National Road swung flags 
to the breeze in commemoration of 
the 116th anniversary of the day when 
Thomas Jefferson signed the bill cre¬ 
ating the commission to build the Na¬ 
tional artery from Washington to the 
Ohio River. , 

Daniel Steenrod, a wealthy and in¬ 
fluential Virginia land owners, super¬ 
intended the building of the road 
through Virginia (now West Virgin¬ 
ia) and for his efficiency was awarded 
a gold cup by Congress. 

The old mansion then occupied by 
Daniel Steenrod is located at Thomp¬ 
son station and is owned by Mr. Rud* 
ler. It is one of the landmarks of the 
Wheeling vicinity. . 

There is but sixteen miles of Na¬ 
tional Road in West Virginia and per ¬ 
haps the most interesting relic of the 
building of the road, besides the old 
taverns, is the monument erected to 
the memory of Henry Clay. Sea- 
bright’s “History of the Pike * says 
that tradition attributes to Henry 
Clay the conception of the National 
Road, but this has been disproven, 
and it is asserted that Mr. Gallitin 
was the very first man to suggest tbe 
plan of building the road. 

If Henry Clay was not the ordinal 
planner of this arterial highway, he 
was undoubtedly its abK-st and most 
conspicuous champion. 

Colonel Moses Shepherd built Fry’s 
bridge and the one over Wheeling 
creek, near Mrs. Gooding’s old tavern. 
The average cost of th** road was 
twelve thousand dollars a mile. 

The first tavern reached in Virgin¬ 
ia going west from West Alexander 
was a tavern that was opened as early 
-as 1836 by Abram Carr. That was 
less than a mile from the Pennsylva¬ 
nia State line. Two miles further, a 
large tavern on the north side of the 
road was kept by Mrs. Sarah Beck. 
This tavern was the station for the 
Stocktown line of coaches. 

While Abraham Lincoln was a mem¬ 
ber of the Illinois legislature he was a 
boarder at this tavern and lived there 
also after his marriage. His first 
child, Robert T. Lincoln, was horn in 
Mrs. Beck’s tavern. Mrs. Beck left 
that vicinity in 1847.. The next tav¬ 
ern on the western route from Penn¬ 
sylvania was kept by another widow, 
a Mrs. Rhodes, who later married 
Adam Beagle. The next tavern, not 
far from the one kept by Mrs. Rhodes 
was the one kept by John White, as 
early as 1830. 

One mile further west was a tavern 
kept by Isaac Jones in 1835 and prob¬ 
ably earlier. The next tavern is fa¬ 
miliar to all in Wheeling, as it is 
again a favorite inn for those who are 
traveling the Old Trails Road, though 
not in a six-horse coach of its early 
recollection. The tavern is the large 
stone tavern at Romey’s Point. This 
tavern was kept by Ninian Bell before 
18128. It was later the stopping place 
of the Simms line of stages and also 
of the Good Intent line.

Watson has had the judgeship bee for 
years and was an active candidate for 
the nomination for Chief Judge on the 
Republican ticket some years ago. 

Mr. Watson claims to have the Un¬ 
ited Mine Workers and other labor or¬ 
ganizations behind him and in his ap¬ 
peal to the Republican State Central 
Committee for support, when it de¬ 
cided fop Horace P. Whitworth, he 
cited his labor backing as an element 
of strength. 

Watson’s entry into the fight will 
complicate it somewhat. J. Philip 
Roman, former State's Attorney of 
Allegany county, has announced that 
he is also considering running as an 
independent candidate for judge.

ALLEGED INFRINGERS CAUGHT 

By Revenue Men At Various Places in 
Garrett County. 

Following a rade made at Avilton, 
this county, on last Friday night, when 
a farmer named Miler was placed un¬ 
der arrest for an alleged infringement 
1 of the Prohibition act, Internal Reve¬ 
nue Officers R. G. Davidson and R. D. 
Ford, of Baltimore, came to Oakland 
the same day and on Saturday night, 
armed with search warrants which 
had been issued at their instance and 
that of the State’s Attorney, Mr. W. 
R. OfTutt, the Government officials vis¬ 
ited three farms in the county with 
the net result of capturing several 
gallons of illicit moonshine, 45 gallons 
of mash and one still. 

The first farm visited was that of 
Jonas Harvey, located at Sand Flat, 
six miles north of Oakland, where the 
officers found two quarts of illicit 
whiskey and one and one-half pint 
bottles partly filled with the same. 

They next went to the farm of 
Bruce Browning, which is located near 
Harvey’s place, where, according to 
the returns made by the officials to the 
office of the Justice of the Peace who 
issued the search warrants, they un¬ 
covered 45 gallons of corn mash, 3 
gallons of illicit liquor and a still, all 
of which, with th< exception of the 
mash, was confiscated, and this lat¬ 
ter was destoyed. 

Going from the Browning farm the 
officers motored to the Stat * line on 
the National Pike, where at the home 
of John Holliday they captured four 
full quarts of illicit liquor and one 
quart bottle one-eighth full. 

All three men were ordered to ap¬ 
pear before United States Commis¬ 
sioner Anderson at Cumberland on 
Monday, which they <1 id. 

Their hearing upon the charges will 
be taken up before the Commissioner 
one day in the early part of next 
week, when, should the officer deem 
them guilty of violating the provis¬ 
ions of the law he will fix their bends.

TIANS AT CORINTH. 

I Cor. 10, 11; 13:1-13.

THE LETTER. 

Ephesus had problems enough of »ta 
own to keep Paul busy, but in addition 
to any particular place of living there 
came to him “the care of all the 
churches.” Galatia has pressed upon 
him at Antioch, Thesaloniea at Corinth 
While fighting with the beasts at 
Ephesus, Corinth was a uontiuou> 
cause of anxiety and the occasion of 
a lengthy correspondence and hasty 
visit (II Cor. 2:1; 13:1). The Corin¬ 
thians were converted Jews, Greeks, 
Romans, Asiatics, slaves and free¬ 
men, dregs of society and a little of 
its cream. Nowhere else could be 
found such a verigated muss—mess 
we would call it today—of humanity 
that carried over the scent of heath¬ 
enism into the Church of Christ. Small 
wonder that Paul was uncertain about 
the outcome of his work! Hearing 
of conditions, perhaps from Apollos, 
he wrote a letter (I Cor. 5:9) that has 
been lost. Visitors brought reports 
of continuous differences in the church 
so that there was a four-fold split 
over leaders. Apollos had caught the 
fancy of the Greek element probably, 
and they could see no way to praise 
except to discredit another, wrecking 
an old idol that the new might be set 
higher upon the debris. Some Juda- 
izer had made vitriolic attacks upon 
Paul and proclaimed Peter as the only 
true leader. Another group disdain¬ 
fully announced themselves as the 
only Christians in the crowd and a lit¬ 
tle company of Paul’s friends fought 
all the rest. It was a delightful situ¬ 
ation that must have brought jeers 
from the overwhelming heathen sur¬ 
rounding. A delegation reached Eph¬ 
esus with a reply to the lost letter 
containing a number of questions up¬ 
on which they desired the Apostle's 
judgment. Our First Corinthians is 
| the result. Chapter 5 seems to indi- 
J cate that it was near the Passover 
season which would be in the spring 
1 of 66. One of the questions to whose 
j answer he set himself was that of an- 
1 other line of cleavage in the member- 
• ship. A spiritual aristocracy was de- 
' veloping among them so that there 
i were grades or degrees of holiness 
i marked by the power of tongues, of 
, healing, of prophesy, of apostleship, 
and the energies were being directed 
toward the direction of certain “signs’’ 

I instead of toward the bringing in of 
the Kingdom. It was the personal end 
rather than the good of all that was 
the desire of each and the goal of their 
striving. “Tongues” and kindred 
phenomena have always been with¬ 
in reach for the church, but whatever 
scattered her energies or destroyed the 
body is not to be given first place in 
her life. It was to this tendency that 
Paul addressed the figure of the mem¬ 
bers united in one body and penned 


the wonderful chapter that is our les¬ 
son. 

! H E—ITS MOTIVE. 

What we do is never so vital as why 
we do it. The same action may be 
wrong or right, according to what is 
h. hind it. A man may don the uni¬ 
form in order to serve his country or 
to betray her, but the uniform is pre¬ 
cisely th‘* same. Paul is ur^ii g u ■< n 
those cleft Corinthians who are mak¬ 
ing certain manifestations the test of 
life the only sufficient motive for ev¬ 
ery act. Yet he uses himself as the 
person in peril and says “I”—what fine 
courtesy and sensitive spirit They 
had been seeking the gift of tongues, 
but if it were merely for itself it 
might be the tones of angels and yet 
be no better than clanging brass. Pro¬ 
phetic fire and the faith that would 
perform wonders; the possession of 
limitless power, indeed, that was held 
with no sense of obligation, left the 
character a mere cipher. Heroism 
that makes the surrender even of liftj 
for gandstand effects holds no profit 
for the person. The generosity of the 
heathen world based upon securing 
merit for one-s self, the immolation of 
the body upon a bed of spikes or the 
blinding of the eyes to win a name 
for sanctity is an every day sight in 
India, yet loses all efficacy because the 
motive is false. Only love is big 
enough to form a sufficient basis for 
a character like that of Christ. It is 
not the fact that He was crucified— 
there were thousands of Jews who 
bore the same pain—but that He did 
it because He loved that has made it 
the gloiy of the world. Never an ou 
ter form but the inner motive deter¬ 
mines value. Given love in the heart 
of a man or of a nation of men, and 
no person or world need fear any 
outer expression of the power possess¬ 
ed. Love can settle every difficulty 
that humanity is struggling under 
today. 

LIFE—ITS ATTITUDE 

Given the master motive in the 
heart, certain attitudes follow. It 
faces the roughness of the seamy side 
or life and yet handles the fabric ten¬ 
derly. It holds a clear perception of 
values, so that there is no boasting 
of vnnPity in the outlook. It is always 
courteous, unselfish, self-controlled 
and keeps no ledger accounts of 
slights. It brings no joy to know that 
another has done wrong, but only sor¬ 
row over his failure; in contrast there 
is gladness with every victory that 
truth wins another’s life. It covers 
the faults of others rather than gos¬ 
sips about them; is trustful rather 
than suspicious; faces the possibilities 
hopefully rather than despairingly, 
and holds on in the hour that everyone 
else is ready to give up the case in 
disgust. What a life is pictured in 
these sentences! And after all, the at¬ 
titude which we take toward others 
is the compelling thing in what we get 
from them. If it is that of goodwill 


there is the return in kindness; if it 
is contempt, then we may expect dis 
like; if suspicion is our sowing, we 
will reap distrust; if hate, then hate 
pit cd down, heaped up and running 
over will men measure into our bos- 1 
om, for with what measure we mete 
shall it be measured to us again. Ev¬ 
ery loaf cast upon the-waters of in-, 
ternational need will return to us in 
way- of peace, instead of in poten¬ 
cies of war. Love is the great guar¬ 
antee of local, national and world or¬ 
der instead of chaos, such as we have 
known in recent years. 

LIFE—ITS PERMANENCIES.' 

Life grasps at temporary things 
because they are the first seen. Paul, 
catalogues sonic of them that were 
highly esteemed among the Corinth- j 
ians and eagerly sought, as merely 
passing matters that would vanish in 
days to come. On the other hand, the 
motive of love that had become a 
fixed attitude of life, would persist 
forever. Life must grow and must do 
it in the midst of a changing world so j 


perfectly legitimate means of travel, 
but they are not very popular on state 
ro; dr. Bov. s and arrows are as dead¬ 
ly in skilled hands as in the days of 
uhiva! \, but no army uses them. All 
material thin i are doomed to pass 
and every i>. live dubs the previous 
condition as imperfect. But spirit 
abides. Love is mad'* in the hay- 
wagon and in ti c h !i- -e e l car in 
the smiic fashion; chivalry handles 
the bow or machine gun without dis¬ 
tinction.

TO CONVENE IN BALTIMORE

Maryland ( hallcngcs New York to Es¬ 
tablish Record of 2000 Dclcgatcn 

Baltimore City will welcome with 
open arms the delegate s who attend 
the convention of the Mar land Slate 
Sunday Sehoal Association in t tat city 
on November 8, 9 and 10. The various 
Sunday svhools throughout the State 
are hard at work in an e.’Fort to secure 
*2000 delegates. Maryland has chal¬ 
lenged New York, which expects 1300 
delegates to her State convention thi 
year at Jamestown. 

For seventy-nine years the Mary¬ 
land Sunlay School Association has 
been developing Sunday school meth¬ 
ods and exchanging ideas that aid i’i 
bringing additional members and in¬ 
creased efficiency into the Sunday 
school. Through district, county, city 
and State conventions, Sunday school 
work has been definitely organized, 
working througout the State along 
modern lines. 

The success of organized effort in

; organized between 1805 and 1900 by 
I the Maryland Sunday School Associa- 
I tion, a number equal to half of all 
Sunday schools in the State.

| delegates who attended, inspiration 
and vision that they carried with them 
throughout the year. The addresses 
' by the leading Sunday school workers 
| in the United States drove home to the 
delegates the importance of system- 
I atic work and what can he accom¬ 
plished by it. In the school of meth¬ 
ods, Sunday school teachers become 
familiar with the most effective meth¬ 
ods of solving their school problems. 
It is hoped that the efforts of last year 
will reward the Association officers 
j by stimulating the interest of those 
delegates who did attend sufficiently 
to insure the presence of 2000 dele¬ 
gates to the convention in Baltimore 
City. 

The Sunday School Association is 
the pioneer and parent of all co-opera¬ 
tive Protestant Christian work in the 
State. Its arms spread throughout 
Maryland and bring into the Sunday 
schools those who need Christian edu¬ 
cation. The convention lays the foun¬ 
dation upon which Sunday school 
workers may secure these increases.

Fire Prevention Rules. 

A few rules for preveting fires in 
homes or other buildings have been 
suggested to the public by the Boston 
Fire Department. 

Never put hot ashes in wooden bar¬ 
rels and never hang clothing over a 
stove or stove pipe. Children should 
not start or go near bonfires without 
the presence of a responsible grown - 
up and matches should be kept be¬ 
yond their reach. No one should enter 
a clothes closet with a lighted match, 
candle or lamp. The use of gasoline, 
naphtha or benzine in a room with an 
open flame—either gas light or stove 
—is taboo. 

All fire escapes and stairways 
should be kept free from obstruction. 
All conditions liable to cause fire 
should he reported to the nearest fire- 
station. Every member of the family 
should know the location of the near¬ 
est fire alarm box and how to use it, 
and be able to manipulate handy fire 
| extinguishers. 

The list is old and familiar. Yet 15, 
000 lives were lost through fire in the 
United States in 1920. If you know* 
the rules and practice them, then 
teach them to the rest of the family.

The funeral of the late James R. 
Combs, aged 6a, founder of the Pied¬ 
mont Independent, which he edited for 
a number of years, was held on Sun 
day afternoon from his home in Pied¬ 
mont. The Rev. Martin A. Ray, pas¬ 
tor of the Presbyterian church, offi¬ 
ciated at the services. Interment was 
made in Philos cemetery, Western* 
port Mr. Combs lost both legs and 
one arm and was frightfully burned in 
an accident on the Seventeen-Mile 
Grade of the Baltimore and Ohio rail¬ 
road more than twenty-eight years 
ago, when, as a fireman in the employ 
of th<» railroad ho and his engineer 
had stopped the locomotive at a point 
on the grade and both mt n went to 
the side of the roadbed for the pur¬ 
pose of gathering some wild flowers 
to take to their homes at Piedmont 
While thus eng age 1 they heard an¬ 
other engine descending the grade and 
both made a dash for their locomo 
tive. Just ns Mr. Combs was aboiP 
to mount th<‘ footboard of the en¬ 
gine the second locomotive crashed 
into the tender which threw him be¬ 
neath the wheels. Following his re¬ 
covery, despite his great physical han- 
d : cap, he established the Piedmont In¬ 
dependent, which he continued to pub- 
i h until a few years ago. He was a 
practical printer, having learned the 
trade in the office of his father a 4 
Rmnne. . West Ya., who was the edi- 
i *i an 1 publisher oi’ the Romney Re¬ 
view prior to the Civil War and 5m- 
m Giatoiy fall e.ving that period. By

KILLED MAN IN SELF DEFENSE 
WAS CORONER’S JURY’S VERDICT 

Karl Thompson Shot and Killed by 
Zachariah Moon Saturday. 

That Earl Thompson, of Vindex, this 
county, was shot and killed on Satur¬ 
day last by Zachariah Moon, also of 
Vindex, “in proper and necessary self 
defense and that said killing of Earl 
Thompson w*as justifiable,” was the 
verdict of a coroner’s jury at Vindex 
on Monday afternoon, following an 
inquiry conducted before a jury by 
State’s Attorney William R. Offutt, 
which had been summoned by Sheriff 
Roy O. Winters at the instance of the 
State and of acting coroner Edward I. 
West ,of Oakland. 

Thompson, whose antecedents are 
unknown, had been a resident of Vin¬ 
dex for about a year whefe he was 
employed about the mines of the coal 
company operating there until the 
workings closed down some months 
ago, went to the home of Mr. Moon 
Saturday afternoon wearing a mask 
made of a piece of cretonne, and at 
the point of a loaded shotgun which he 
had procured from Juniper Teats, an¬ 
other miner residing at Vindex, de¬ 
manded that Moon surrender to him a 
32-calibre revolver which belonged to 
his (Moon’s) son. Coupled with the 
demand for the firearm was the threat 
that if it were not handed over forth¬ 
with Thompson declared that he would 
blow Moon's heart out. A parley be¬ 
tween the two men, in the presence of 
Mrs. Moon and.a little child in the 
house, took place, but Thompson be¬ 
coming more insistent ami his threats 1 
of taking the life of Mr. Moon unless 
his demands were complied with be¬ 
coming more menacing, Mr. Moon ac- 
ceeded to his demands and with the 
shotgun still pointed at his breast in 
the hands of Thompson Mr. Moon 
backed from the room where the two 
had met and through a passageway to 
an adjoining building where the fam¬ 
ily maintained their sleeping quarters.

above the horizon. At an early hour 
that evening observers found fully 
two-thirds of the face of the moon 
darkened, but an hou: later it had 
passed entirely out of the shadow. Of 
unusual interest was the fact that 
the moon came up shortly after the 
setting of the sun, giving the spec¬ 
tators a practical demonstration of 
the cause of the phenomenon. The 
coming of this eclipse directly after 
the reported discovery of vegetation 
on the moon, has caused speculation 
as to the effect of the earth’s shadow 
on growing crops there. Presumably, 
the eclipse produces a cold wave which 
blights plant life if the changing col¬ 
ors observed by Professor W. II. Pick¬ 
ering in the moon craters do indicate 
plant life. The moon has fourteen 
days of sunshine, followed by four- 
teeen days of shadow or darkness. 
During the dafk period most of the 
surface is believed to reach the abso¬ 
lute limit of frigidity. According to 
the Pickering theory, two days and 
a half of sunshine on the cloudless and 
atmosphereless moon warms it suffi¬ 
ciently to start the vegetation, some 
of which reaches maturity in two 
days. On such vegetation the eclipse 
would come as a killing frost. How¬ 
ever, it is believed that two crops ma¬ 
ture in some parts on the moon in the 
fourteen days of sunshine.

These 
officers were met here by two of the 
Maryland State force. The presence 
of the men was remarked upon by 
some of the citizens in that with 
their automatics strapped to their 
waists it smacked somewhat of Ger¬ 
man militarism rather than of true 
American independence. The people 
as a rule, especially in this section of 
the county, do not need to have an 
armed force or even one man armed 
with an automatic in order to enforce 
the laws. 


PRIVATE LITTLE’S FUNERAL 
HELD YESTERDAY AFTERNOON 


And His Remains Were Buried With 
Full Military Honors in Oakland 

The funeral of Private John David 
Little, son of Mr. and Mrs. George 
Little, of Oakland, took place yester¬ 
day afternoon at 2:30 o’clock from St. 
Mark’s Lutheran church, of which he 
was a member from early childhood. 
The services at the church were con¬ 
ducted by his former pastor, the Rev. 
Edmund Manges, of York, Pa., who 
received him as a youth into the 
church, assisted by the Rev. Bernard 
Gibbs, pastor of St. Paul’s Methodist 
Episcopal church. 

The remains of Private Little ar¬ 
rived at Hoboken from overseas two 
weeks ago and came to Oakland on 
last Sunday morning. The casket was 
immediately taken to the home of 
his parents on Oak street and on 
yesterday afternoon with a military 
escort, composed of members of the 
local post American Legion and sev¬ 
eral from the Keyser Post, with the 
Oakland hand leading followed by 
more than a hundred members of the 
local lodge Knights of Pythias, the 
remains were taken to the church 
where impressive military services 
as well as the church service were 
conducted. In the funeral cortege 
tht*re was also a large number of au¬ 
tomobiles bearing the members of 
the family and a host of friends who 
had come to pay a tribute to one who 
had seen his duty and did it unfalter¬ 
ingly. 

Private Little enlisted at Cumber¬ 
land on May 28th, 1917, and was 
sent from that point to Columbus, 
Ohio, where he was assigned to the 

Ref meat. United States Bn* 
gineers, Company C. From Columbus 
with his company he was sent to 
Washington. I>. C., where he remained 
until December 2nd, 1917, when he 
sailed with his regiment for France. 
His death occurred a* the result of 
an attack of pneumonia on October 
2nd, 1918, at Evacuation Hospital 27. 
Soulle, France. His body was interred 
in the Mont Foucon cemetery where it 
rested until disinterred for shipment 
to the States. Private Little was 
born March 1. 1895, and was age ! 
a little over twenty-three years and 
six months. Being the only son of 
his parents his death was an awful 
blow to them as well as to th»* other 
members of the immediate family, for 
all who knew “Johnny” Little 
lovitd and respected him fur his man¬ 
liness.

The posthumous Victory Medal 
which was awarded Private Little bv 
the War Department shows that he 
wa sengaged in six major actions 
while in France, these being the 
Somme, defensive; Champagne-Marnc, 
Aisne-Marne, St. Mihiel, Meuse Ar- 
gonne and Defensive Sector. 

Following the services at the church 
the remains were taken to the cem- 
tery in Oakland where interment was 
made, the Knights of Pythias conduct¬ 
ing the service, after which a volley 
was fired over the grave, taps were 
sounded and the service concluded.

REPORT PLACES BLAME FOR AC¬ 
CIDENTS ON RECKLESS DRIVERS 

Studv of Maryland Crashes Reveals 

Responsibility for Auto Disaster**. 

A three-months* study of motor ac¬ 
cidents on Maryland roads has brot 
to light the interesting disclosure that 
a vast majority of the disasters that 
overtake motorists are brought upon j 
themselves In their own recklessness, 
and that JO per ce nt uf F'cm are du 
to speeding, says a writer i;. the Sep¬ 
tember issue of Public Roads, publish¬ 
ed by the Bureau of Public Roads, 
United States Department of Agricu!- > 
ture. 

“One of the inte e-ting develop¬ 
ments of the investigation," th * jour¬ 
nal goes on to say, “is that the largest 
number of accidents have occurred at 
places that have alwa>s been consid- 
| c red safe, while th * sec tions which 
have been commonly regarded as ex¬ 
tremely dangerous* are proving to be 
relatively free from accidents.’* 

Where the State Highway crosses 
the Blue Ridge mountains,in the west¬ 
ern part of the State, and grades are 
steep and curves sharp, there were 
eight accidents during three months. 
On the National Pike, between Bal¬ 
timore and Frederick, where there 
are 48 miles of the straightest roads 
in the state, the record for the same 
time showed 1G accidents, three of 
which were fatal. 

“And yet," sa>s the publication, 
“few stretches of highway in the 
whole road system are so free of 
any features which might be consid¬ 
ered dangerous." 

On the Baltimore-Washington road, 
with all apparent danger spots re¬ 
moved. the record shows that during 
the same period there was one acci¬ 
dent for every four miles of road. 

“There seems to be only one answt r 
to account for these hitherto unsus¬ 
pected conditions," the article says. 
The answer is: 

“Even the less careful motorists 
drive cautiously in the presence of 
recognized dangers, sueh as steep 
grade s, sharp curves, grade crossings, 
etc., while the absence of such danger¬ 
ous features gives the driver a sense 
of security which prompts him to take 
a chance and yield to the well-nigh 
universal passion for speed.** 

Few accidents wrt’e due, it was 
found, to the condition of the roads 
themselves; and most of these were 
due to slippery surfaces caused by 
rains.

•HICK" CONSTABLES IN CO I V- 
TRY ARK NOW “SUCKERS" 


Motor Clubs in Middle W est Rise In 
Protest at Arrests 

The village constable is no longer 
an unsophisticated old codger with 
chin whiskers, stooped shoulders, na-- 
al voice and shining star. 

He’s a slicker, by gum! 

A “shakedown expert,** Chicago mo¬ 
tto* club investigators call him. He’s 
much younger than he used to bj, is 
faster on the get-away and burns up 
the rural roads on a motorcycle. 

Charlts M. Haves, president of the 
Chicago Motor Club, which has begun 
an investigation of the country police¬ 
men. says that from coast to coast 
motorists out for a quiet spin are 
“shaken down" for technical violations 
of the law, and for no violations at 
all, the amount of the “shake down" 
depending upon the make uf the ear. 

Evidence against a flock of village 
policemen and justices will be pre¬ 
sented to the grand juries next week, 
it was said. 

The automobile clubs of Detroit, 
Cincinnati and other cities have also 
been investigating the alleged extor¬ 
tion system of the guardians of rural 
j roads. 

“It’s a great graft," said Manuel 
Sultan, a deputy sheriff, who is in 
charge of the Chicago Motor club’s in¬ 
vestigation. “The way they are mak¬ 
ing arrests and levying fines is really 
nothing but robbery with a gun. 

“They pick you up for anything at 
all. They depend on terrifying their 
victims. If a man looks wise ami 
talks back they let him go. 

“I was arrested for going fourteen 
miles an hour. The constable offered 
to settle for $10. I out-slicked him 
by giving him a marked $10 bill and 
then arresting him." 

The rural speed cops show great 
familiarity with the prices of automo¬ 
biles. Their schedules, it is said, are 
based on automobiles makes. A flivver 
driver can get off for almost nothing, 
but the owner of a handsome touring 
car must pay at least $25. If the dri¬ 
ver is accompanied by a pretty girl, 
who might not he his wife, there is no 
limit. Jewelry is sometimes accepted 
in lieu of cash. 

“It’s an abominable burlesque of the 
law*," said President Hayes. ’‘Irre¬ 
sponsible men are employed on a com¬ 
mission basis by villages and are sent 
i out on the highways, armed with re¬ 
volvers, not for the purpose of en¬ 
forcing the law, but to mulct motor¬ 
ists, either for their own benefit or for 
the benefit of the ‘justice* who is their 
boss, or for the benefit of the village 
1 which employs them. 

‘‘This must he stopped. Motorists 
must not he regarded as legitimate 
prey for grafting country constables."

Thought Ho Arranged Noose Before 

He Tied His Hands and Dropped 

Frank A. Durst, aged twenty-six 
years, cashier of the First National 
Bank at Grantsville, and a World War 
veteran, was found hanging in a sta¬ 
ble in the rear of his residence in 
Grantsville on Monday afternoon a 
few minutes after the noon hour. 

Mr. Durst was about his duties in 
the bank on Monday until ten o’clock 
in the morning when he stated to a 
fellow-employee that he intended go¬ 
ing to his home for a package he had 
left there, and departed. Nothing was 
thought of his absence, however, until 
at noon Mrs. Durst telephoned the 
bank making inquiry concerning the 
whereabouts of Mr. Durst, stating 
that he had not come home for the 
noonday meal. This fact recalled to 
the mind of the other employee of the 
bank that M»\ Durst had acted rather 
queerly during the morning, although 
it did not so impress him at the time. 
He visited the basement of the hank 
several times during the morning, ev¬ 
idently looking for something that had 
been mislaid, but said nothing about 
| it. Upon the receipt of Mrs. DurstY 
I telephone message to the bank a 
searching party was formed and the 
I premises about the Durst h^me were 
gone over thoroughly until the stable 
was reached when Mrs. Durst, going 
up a ladder-way leading to the loft 
discovered her husband’s lifeless body 
hanging from a rafter with his hand* 
tied firmly behind him. While there 
is no element of mystery surrounding 
the cause of his death, the belief is 
that he first arranged the noose and 
( then firmly secured his hands and let 
himself drop. He had been dead sev- 
I cral hours, according to Dr. Dorsey 
and Dr. Bowen, of Grantsville, who 
were summoned upon the discovery 
| of his body. 

Prior to the World War, Mr. Durst 
was employed by the bank. He en¬ 
listed and was sent to France where 
he served with one of the American 

unit> ami was gassed in an action 

— 


against the enemy. Upon being dis¬ 
charged from the army he again en¬ 
tered the employ of the bank and was 
promoted to the cashiership upon the 
resignation of the former cashier, 
which was of recent date. 

Mr. Durst was held in high es¬ 
teem by the officials of the bank which 
he served and also by the general pub¬ 
lic* in and about Grantsville, where he 
was a general favorite among every 
class. 

During his youth he attended sev¬ 
eral sessions of summer normal in 
Oakland, later going to Franklin and 
Marshall College at Lancaster, Pa. He 
was a member of the Woodmen of the 
World and other organizations. 

Mr. Durst was the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. William Durst, who reside on the 
Qld Custer farm which adjoins the 
farm of Mr. Ralph near Grantg- 

ville. Besides his wife and his par¬ 
ents, Mr. Durst is survived by two 
brothers, Cloyd and Lee Durst, and by 
two sisters, Misses Sydney and Maude 
Durst. The funeral of the deceased 
will he held from his honu* in Grants¬ 
ville this afternoon with interment in 
the Grantsville cemetery.

“The $750,000 needed lor the ele¬ 
mentary schools of Maryland should 
be provided by the State rather than 
the local units. In view of the school 
taxes levied in the poorest counties, 
there is a serious question whether 
they should be required to further in¬ 
crease their local appropriations for 
schools at this time. The state has 
not met the counties half way in the 
✓ last decade in providing for the in¬ 
creased cost of maintaining the public 
schools. It is coming to be a gen¬ 
erally accepted principle that States 
should furnish half of the total sum 
required for current school expenses. 
During the present year the State ap¬ 
propriation is approximately 25 per 
cent of the total amount required in 
the State for current expenses. This 
principle of equal participation by 
the State and counties for current ex¬ 
penses was recognized by the last ses¬ 
sion of the General Assembly when 
the State school fund was raided suf¬ 
ficiently to pay one-half of the in¬ 
crease on teachers salaries allowed at 
that time.’’ 4

All Veterans Who Have Cluims Should 
See Officials. 

The clean-up squad of the United 
Stats Veterans* Bureau is coming to 
Garrett county true to its name to 
‘clean-up* the cases of all the dis¬ 
abled veterans of the late war and 
their dependents. Too much credit 
cannot be given Col. Forbes, Director 
of the Bureau, in sending out these 
squads to the several sections of the 
country. The Colonel, being an ex- 
service man himself, knows the needs 
and wants of his disabled comrades, 
and when he assumed the duties of 
the director he was wide awake to the 
criticisms of endless delays and red 
tape. He made up his mind that as 
far as humanely possible these would 
be things of the past and that the dis 
abled veterans and their dependents 
should have awarded them their full 
rights and benefits provided by the 
several Acts of Congress pertaining 
to the veterans of the late war. Col. 
Forbes immediately started the 
wheels in motion to accomplish these 
purposes. He called in conference 
the national heads of the American 
Legion and the American Red Cross 
and secured the hearty co-operation of 
these two great organizations, not 
only through the central bodies, but 
through the local bodies in every sec¬ 
tion of the Union. The result of this 
conference was the sending of Clean¬ 
up Squads to every state to unearth, 
investigate and put in proper shape 
for speedy and final settlement the 
claims of every disabled veteran who 
had not as yet filed claim for compen¬ 
sation, who might be entitled to voca¬ 
tional training or who possibly may 
need medical or hospital treatment; to 
bring into activity claims that were 
lying dormant for the want of proper 
evidence, claims that possibly had 
been neglected or improperly handled, 
to straighten out the troubles of vet¬ 
erans who had become discouraged, 
disgruntled or dissatisfied; to advise 
dependents of their rights and to get 
the same in proper shape; to explain ( 
to the disabled men and women, who, | 
through neglect, misapprehension or 
wrongful advice, had allowed their j 
war risk insurance to lapse or be can- j 
celled, the easy and simple manner by , 
which it might be restored and brot I 
back to life under the liberal provis- j 
ions of the Sweet bill; to make it ex¬ 
ceedingly plain to these disabled vet- , 
erans the duty they owe themselves 
and their dear ones in keeping this in- ' 
surance in force. This insurance be- ! 
longs to them. It is a contract with 
the government and is irrevokable by 
the regular payments of premiums. 

It is extremely doubtful whether 
a person, suffering from a war disa¬ 
bility, can secure insurance from a 
regular insurance company,an 1 there- 
fore, veterans, unless jou hold on to 
your government insurance you will 
be out of luck should you ever become 
totally disabled and at your death you 
will leave your family and dependents 
entirely unprotected. Ask the expert 
on insurance with the squad to ex¬ 
plain this very vital matter to you. 

Mr. Louis M. Kines, publicity mana¬ 
ger of the Maryland squad, is more 
than enthusiastic over the wonderful 
results already obtained in this State 
and on Saturday, while in Oakland 
doing publicity work preliminary to* 
the coming of the squad to Oakland 
on Monday of next week, said that he 
felt sure that the squads in the other 
states of the Union were doing equal¬ 
ly as good work in behalf of the vet¬ 
erans. 

The Maryland squad started itswork 
in Baltimore City the latter part of 
August last and there handled over 
fifteen hundred cases and brought to 
light over one hundred and fifty 
claims for which the first papers had 
never been filed. It left Baltimore on 
September 10 and made Crisfield the 
first stop. Coming up the Eastern 
Shore, it swung around into Southern 
Maryland as far as Leonardstown and 
then started its tour through Western 
Maryland, touching Westminster, 
Frederick, Hagerstown and Cumber- 
I land, in the last mentioned city it is 
now operating. Oakland is the last 
place to he visited on its present itin¬ 
erary. The squad will arrive late on 
Sunday afternoon, October 30th*. 

On the same evening there will be a 
! public meeting at the Knights of Co¬ 
lumbus Hall, Oakland, at 7 o’clock and 
every one is cordially and specially 
asked to he present. On Monday, the 
[31st inst., headquarters will be opened 
at the Court House, Oakland, from 9 
o’clock in the morning and on the 
same hour Tuesday, November 1 st. 

Let no one who should see the 
squad neglect this opportunity. While 
| it is not the last call for supper, it 
j is the time and place to see men, ex¬ 
perts in the several branches of Vet¬ 
erans* work, and have them to ad- 
I vise you on your particular case and 
have properly prepared whatever 
I papers are needed and wanted by the 
1 Bureau.

OPPORTUNTIES FOR TEACHERS 

Will Be Extended By The State De¬ 
partment of Education. 

Extension courses are being offer¬ 
ed by the State Department of Educa¬ 
tion to the teachers of elementary 
schools of Garrett county during the 
school year of 1921-1922 at the follow¬ 
ing places: Friendsville, Grantsville, 
Accident, Kitzmiller and Oakland. 
These courses are both professional 
and academic. The professional 
course, because of the small number 
of teachers who enroled elsewhere, 
will be given at Oakland only. Aca¬ 
demic courses, however, will be given 
at the high school buildings at Grants¬ 
ville, Friendsville, Accident, Kitzmil¬ 
ler and Oakland. 

Only persons who hold second grade 
certificates or who are high school 
graduates, may enroll for the profes¬ 
sional course. The course which will 
he given is “Principles of Teaching.’* 
An academic course may be taken by 
any person interested in teaching.Cer- 
tainly, no teacher in Garrett county, 
holding a regular or provisional third 
grade certificate who is within a reas¬ 
onable distance from the centers 
where such courses will be given, 
should fail to avail himself or herself 
of this opportunity. Even though you 
may not have enrolled for the w’ork up 
to the present, the opportunity to do 
so is still offered. Go to the place m*xt 
Saturday that suits you best if you 
now desire to take up the work out¬ 
lined. At Friendsville, the course 
which will be given is mathematics; 
at all other centers, English will be 
given. Schedule for the fiist meet¬ 
ings is as follows: Professional course 
—Oakland, Garrett County High 
School Building, Saturday, October 
29th, 10:15 A. M.; instructor, Miss 
Harshley, of Frostburg State Normal 
School. Academic Courses—Friends¬ 
ville High School Building, Saturday, 
October 29th, 1:30 I*. M.; instructor, 
Mr. Owen Friend; Grantsville High 
School Building, Saturday, October 
29th, 1:30 P. M.; instructor, Mr. F. L. 
Osborne; Accident High School Build¬ 
ing, Saturday, October 29th, 1:30 P. 
M.; instructor, Miss Lillian V. Cutter; 
Kitzmiller High School Building, Sat¬ 
urday, October 29th, 1:30 P. M.; in¬ 
structor, Mr. J. Milton Ross ng; Gar¬ 
rett County High School Building, 
Oakland, Saturday, October 29th, at 
10:15 A. M.; instructor, Mr. H. G. 
Landry. 

At the first meeting, teachers and 
instructors are to arrange the time 
for other meetings. The tuition fee 1 
to be paid by those taking academic 
courses will he decided upon, also. It 
is exceedingly important that all who 
expect to do this work should start 
immediately. Thirty weeks, two hours 
a week, are required for the course. 
In case of some very severe storms, 
some arrangements may be made 
later for doing the work. 

Some of the values of these courses 
are: ( 1 ) An Extension Course suc¬ 
cessfully completed may be used to¬ 
wards extending one’s certificate; ( 2 ) 
An Extension Course successfully 
completed receives the same credit as 
a summer school attendance for rais¬ 
ing the grade of a certificate; (3) An 
Extension Course helps one to pre¬ 
pare for Uniform Teachers* Exami¬ 
nations for raising the grade of one’s 
certificate; (4) An Extension Course 
will help each teacher to become a 
better teacher, the school taught to 
become a better school, and Garrett 
county’s educational index number to 
be raised, which index number we 
shall explain in full later. 

Give this work your earnest consid¬ 
eration. Attend the first meeting on 
next Saturday, October 29th, and join 
one of the classes. At that first meet¬ 
ing, regulations about the work will 
be discussed and additional informa¬ 
tion given. None of these courses is 
planned for teachers now holding first 
grade certificates.

LUMBERING IN THE NORTHWEST 


Former Garrett Countian Writes of 
the Northwest Woods 
To the Editor of The Republican. 

As I promised some of my friends in 
Garrett county to write a short letter 
to The Republican telling them of this 
big western coutry, I shall try and 
make my word good. 

First, I want to tell you about the 
wonderful climate. We have not lost 
a day since March on account of bad 
weather. We have nice, bright sun¬ 
shiny days and cool nights; just right 
to do a good, big day’s work, but I 
sure miss the brawny, sturdy, willing 
Garrett county woodsmen. Men are 
very plentiful—I mean human brings 
in men’s apparel and stature, hut men 
unwilling to earn their bread by the 
sweat of the brow. Ninety per cent 
of the labor is foreign. I have to ed¬ 
ucate them to work and in some in¬ 
stances drive them. Altogether I 
have a pretty fair crew of men now. 

The Panhandle Lumber Company, 
for whom I work, now own 145,000 
acres of virgin timber; about 50 per 
cent of which is white pine, ^lore 
than half of it w ill average 50,000 feet 
per acre. It is a common thing to get 
a pine tree with twelve 16-foot logs, 
scaling 7,000 feet to the tree. We roll 
the logs into a big trough, called a 
flume, with about three feet of run¬ 
ning water in it which carries the logs 
four miles in thirty minutes into a 
lake four miles long and 1*6 miles 
wide, where the logs are caught into 
booms and towed four miles down the 
lake to the big band mill by a steam¬ 
boat where the logs are cut into lum¬ 
ber and stacked. The Panhandle Com¬ 
pany now’ has seventy million feet 
of lumber cut and stacked in the 
yards and there are more than 25,- 
000,000 feet of logs in the lake ready 
to he cut into lumber, so you see that 
is approximately one hundred million 
feet of forest products of this one 
coneern. 

The Panhandle Lumber Company 
has tw’o large double hand mills, the 
one being all electric with two sides 
of double cut saw’s, that is teeth on 
eaeh side of the saw, that the saw 
cuts a board from the logs as they 
come back to the starting point. The 
saws cut half a million feet of lumber 
each day. Just now’, on account of 
market conditions, both mills are idle. 

Now for a fish and game story. 
Rev. O. A. Bremer, my son Carl and 
myself just arrived in Spokane last 
evening from a hunting trip. We had 
one nice deer vvhieh the reverend shot 
on Tuesday morning just at daybreak 
from his bed on the mountain side 
where he had slept all night in wait 
for the deer. We also had seven birds 
and about thirty nice trout, measur¬ 
ing from fifteen inches down to six 
inches. 

Deer are very plentiful; also trout 
and birds. We see a black bear or 
tw’o about every week and mountain 
lions are quite numerous. This was 
Mr. Bremer’s first deer and to feel 
better than he did in bagging it a 
man would have to be a much larger 
creature than he. 

We all like the northw’est, but yet 
we all long for our real friends and 
loved ones in the east.

THE CLEAR VISIONED PROPHET 

Assyria and Egypt were rivals for 
the rule of the world. And the history 
of recent events is a striking comment 
upon the methods they pursued, for 
each was bidding for the support of 
the little neutrals that might hr.ng a 
hit of advantage to one or the other. 
There was a war of ideas such as we 
have known in *• Democracy aga'n-t 
Autocracy,’’ for they were merely a 
pair of robbers quarreling over the 
loot that might belong to the strong¬ 
er. In such a company there was 
small chance for any small power to 
escape destruction and \n ith the secret 
diplomacy whose perilous possibilities 
were so well disclosed during the 
World War there was the greatest 
need of holding to a steady course of 
neutrality. The little buffer states, 
among which were Israel and Judea, 
vrere being continually courted and 
urged to break with one or the other 
of the contending powers in those days 
when Assyria threatened to sweep the 
map clean of all rivals. Isaiah con¬ 
tinuously urged the Hebrew people to 
keep clear of any break, but they were 
constantly being embroiled in the 
troublous affairs that ultimately over¬ 
threw them both. The experience of 
Holland and Denmark during the war 
is a vivid comment upon the situation 
and the difficulties that they encoun¬ 
tered. And it was in the midst of such 
times that the rulers of Samaria and 
the leaders both of men and women 
were giving themselves to self-indul¬ 
gence and muddling of brains with 
drink so that there was small hope of 
:sanc thinking and acting. It was this 
that brought out the bitter condemna¬ 
tion of the Prophet wh > saw clearly 
the suicidal policy they were pursuing. 
TVic picture that he draws is that of 
the wondrous beauty of the capital 
smitten by the biting wind, cut by 
hail, drenched by storm, until its glory 
was trodden in the mire and only its 
memory lived. Yet in that day there 
was the contrast of the few standing 
undismayed in the overthrow because 
their lives as well as their lips kept 
covenant with Jehovah and they would 
throne justice instead of sottishness 
«nd would turn back the battle at the 
gate. He would woo those deluded 
leaders from their cups by the pic¬ 
tured contrast from the folly of meet¬ 
ing the times in anything but the pos¬ 
session of all their faculti 1 s. Jack- 
son. Lee and Grant kept their brains 
clear and won their victories by theii 
sober judgment where some others 
lost through mixing drinks with their 
orders. Fields littered withbottlesfrom 
French cellars may help to explain 
the Marne where Germany missed 
winning the war. Koch and Haig and 
Pershing needed no stimulants to 
carry them to victory. “Drunken lead¬ 
ership portends the worst disaster.” 
was Lsaiah’s message. 

THE SHORT-VISION ED POLITI¬ 
CIANS. 

But the politicians of Samaria were 
po farther sighted than those of to¬ 
day. They were warned but refused 
to accept the word and turned back to 
their debauchery. What had been 
would continue and their safety could 
be secured at any time by a call upon 
Egypt for relief. There was no such 
thing as a new day. There is the same 
attitude in the country now over the 
keeping of the ground gained at so 
much cost of time and tears. There is 
po longer room for argument over the 
hurtful effects of the* use of the bottle. 
Bus mess, war, science, medicine, art 
are a group of prophets that declare 
against it. Yet in the face of all evi¬ 
dence there is a personal liberty red 
herring that is dragged across the 
trail of the Eighteenth Amendment to 
befool the nation into following an¬ 
other course. And to perpetuate the 
lawless gain of gold, short-sighted 
folk raise an outrageous clamor 
against the deprivation of the privi¬ 
lege of getting drunk and maiming 
aome one through reckless driving, 
killing someone through released pas¬ 
sion,blackening the reputation through 
an Arbuckle debauch or destroying the 
joy of a home. And there are still 
politicians who will cater to such a 
crowd and expect to carry a State or 
ration into the following of such a 
course that will bring nothing but dis¬ 
aster. In these days of unemployment 
•nd of a starving world it is criminal 
indeed to turn to drugged minds as a 
remedy for conditions which all hope 
may never recur. And it is one of 
the helpful things under such circum¬ 
stances that there is so much of pro¬ 
hibition as does exist, else it would be 
a day as despairing as that which Isa¬ 
iah saw. 

THE LOW-VISION ED CHURCH 

The church turned upon the Prophet 
in that old day and far off time.Their 
tables might be fouled by their indul¬ 
gence but they were not children to he 
children by him. He might bebble and 
yrt it would have no effect upon men 
«tf their standing. God would care for 
Jerusalem no matter what they did, so 
they could laugh at both him and As¬ 


syria. There was no leadership .for 
the crisis. Some years since when the 
licensing bill was in the House of 
Commons and the labor leaders were 
fighting for its passage, it was the 
church that protested and prevented 
the virtual abolition of the saloon. In 
the midst of the war when the King 
tabooed liquor and urged Great Brit¬ 
ain to sacrifice its appetite for the 
country’s sake, the church sold its 
leadership for the sake of a bit of 
wine. And it was a great compliment 
to the church of America when a man 
said, “I shall fight the church as long 
as I live; it has taken away my drink.’* 
And it is clean-handedly and clear¬ 


headedly following the Prophet in 
seeking to put into the life what has 
already been put into the law. 

THE STR A N G EMS AG El) TEACH El 
“God rules matter by force, animals 
by fear and men by love. Man may 
take Him at any level he may choose.” 
Isaiah held something of the same 
idea. God’s government would be car¬ 
ried out and if .man would not control 
himself in response to love, then he 
i must be ruled by force or fear. It is 
never a question of control, but of the 
manner of it, for God's world will 
reach God’s goal. I may march in will¬ 
ing loyalty to him or be dragged be¬ 
hind His columns. Shailer Matthews

PpAN TO SELL ELEC TKK PLANT 

Matter Will Ik* Discussed at Meeting 
of Citizens This Evening. 

Recently representatives of a syn¬ 
dicate under the corporate name of the 
West Virginia 'and Maryland Power 
Company, with headquarters located 
in New York, came to Oakland and 
met with the Mayor and Council, mak¬ 
ing the body a proposal to buy the 
municipal electric plant at a fair fig¬ 
ure—approximately $45,000. The town 
officials were so favorably impressed 
with the proposition as made by the 
New Yorkers that an option was given 
them for a period of twenty days, sub¬ 
ject to the ratification of the people at 
a public meeting to be held at the 
Council Chamber this evening at 7:30 
o’clock, the meeting for such purpose 
having been called by the Mayor upon 
order of the council. 

The proposition of the syndicate is 
to take over the plant and operate it 
day and night, the rate for service be¬ 
ing less than thirty per cent of what 
is being now charged. 

The notice for the meeting which 
was issued in hand bill form says, 
among other things that the meeting 
to be held tonight is for the purpose 
of taking “an expression of the citi¬ 
zens and taxpayers as to the proprie¬ 
ty of selling the electric light plant 
on the very favorable terms that are 
now offered by responsible parties 
who desire to purchase the same, and 
by that means relieving the taxpayers 
of the town from the burden of pay¬ 
ing th. banded debt incurred in build¬ 
ing said plant. We want every one to 
express themselves as to how they 
feel about making this sale, as we be¬ 
lieve it is for the best interest of the 
taxpayers and the town to sell out the 
plant to the proposed purchasers, who 
have agreed to furnish electricity both 
day and night if they can purchase it 
on their terms.” 

The plan to s 11 the plant has be n 
discussed pretty generally by many of 
the* citizens and property owners of 
Oakland and the meeting to be held 
this evening promises to be largely at¬ 
tended. 


SECOND ATTEMPT TO RAID 

STORE AT WILTON FAILS 


Three Autos Took Part in Robbery, 
Moving $700 Worth of Goods 

Following the theft from the store 
of Joshua Turner at Avilton of $700 
worth of merchandise on Monday 
night of last week, a second attempt 
was made to enter the store on Wed¬ 
nesday night, but the thieves were 
frightened away by the approach of 
Constable Orville Stark. 

It is thought that the theft was per¬ 
petrated by a band of eight men, rid¬ 
ing in three automobiles, seen in that 
vicinity Monday afternoon.

Both my friends and I realize the great Republican ma¬ 
jority to overcome in Garrett county, and we do not expect 
to win without effort and merit, and should I be defeated I 
will not feel badly, but will always have the highest honor 
and esteem for my friends, as I know they feel there should 
be a change in the political government of our county, and 
for this reason they are confident of success.

1 do not need to deny 
this assertion to the people who have worked for me. There are 
hundreds of men today in Garrett county who have worked for me 
and I will leave it to them to say whether I paid them just wage*; 

—as much as the business in which I was engaged would afford, or if 
I mistreated them in any way. Anyone who wants to investigate this 
question, I am satisfied can find out to a certainty without expense 
and with but little effort on their part from the people who have 
worked for me, as there are plenty of then; in the county. 

It has been reported that I am against labor organizations. I want 
to say to the organized laborers of this county that I will heartily 
favor any labor organization that will bring the laborer and the 
employer in a closer and more agreeable understanding, which I feel 
should be done. I feel that the laboring people should be educated 
to a fuller understanding of what a product is worth that they man¬ 
ufacture.

When we are able to bring these conditions about our country 
will prosper and when our country prospers you and I will prosper and 
all classes will be satisfied. 

Personally I have been a laborer myself and know’ what it means 
to do a hard day's work and the effort and courage it takes back of it 
to do a hard day's work cheerfully, and I am satisfied there is not an 
employer of labor in the county that has more respect or will give 
more consideration to this class of men than I will. 

I trust the people of Garrett county will investigate me personally 
between now and November 8th, so that they may cast their ballots 
intelligently, and if you feel I am fitted for the office I will gladly 
serve you, and if you find upon investigation I am not the man to 
serve you in this high capacity, I will cheerfully take my defeat and 
will be one of you and remain in private life.

PAUL'S EXPERIENCES AT JEHU- 
SAUDI.—Acta St:lt*»D4. 
SUNDAY, NOVEMBER 6. 

God is our refuge and strength, a very 

present help in trouble, therefore 

w ill we not fear.—Psalm 46:1, 2. 
WITHIN AN ACE. 

In spite of every warning and pro¬ 
le >t of friends Paul marched on stead¬ 
ily toward .Jerusalem. As steadfastly 
as had Jesus, he set his face thither¬ 
ward. Like hi$ Lord he carried that 
city in his heart and all the holy mem¬ 
ories tugged at its strings too strong 
ly to be resisted. Rightly or wrongly 
he was there. Significantly enough 
there is never an expressed regret 
over the visit and if it had been 
wrongly taken he was never convinced 
of the fact. But the Jerusalem that 
had crucified Jesus, beheaded James, 
imprisoned Peter and crowned hate 
as the ruling passion of the faith, was 
not likely to welcome a great lover. 
And the Christian body in the city 
was a sharer of much of this feeling 
and its members still clung to the 
reverence for all the Temple stood 
for in the life of the Hebrew. As 
consistently as they held to being the 
real members of the original church 
they held to the forms hallowed by 
the years and believed that holy 
memories were more sacred than pres¬ 
ent-day life. Paul faced the most 
bigoted city in the world in which 
Turkish soldiers have been forced to 
keep the peace among Christian pil¬ 
grims until England has inherited the 
job. He stood in the presence of the 
Christian authorities with his hands 
laden with gifts and his mouth filled 
with the entrancing story of the con¬ 
quests of their Lord in human lives 
samples of which accompanied the 
message. To see these world men 
from all quarters of the East united 
by a passion for Jesus that opened 
hearts and purses for all the world’s 
needy stirred the conservatives into 
sudden praise. But they passed to 
ceremonialism immediately and urged 
observance of a form in deference to 
the prejudices of the city. Paul was 
there not to coerce but to woo and 
he immediately consented. He had 
shaved his head before and brought 
the hair to he burned upon the great 
Altar—why should he hesitate now? 
It was not a repudiation of Christ, 
hut an acknowledgment of the pro¬ 
prieties of place and he adopted it 
and walked among the silent but sus¬ 
picious crowds as comrade to every 
seeker of the holy fire. And “almost” 
he succeeded. He was within an ace 
of success even in the face of the 
tremendous odds against his venture. 
But there came the slip and hate lit 
the fatal fire that burned the Temple 
to the ground. 

JUSTICE NEVER AS BLIND 
AS HATE. 

No mob ever yet held the scales of 
Justice level. Prejudice and hate 
leave the possessor ns blind as an 
eyeless fish. The cryer-out who 
balked Paul’s plan “supposed” some¬ 
thing that never happened and of 
which the Apostle was incapable. 
There was no evidence nor the search¬ 
ing for it. A New York hotel clerk 
was assailed by a gu^st with a de¬ 
mand for a change of room. She had 
been visiting the city to hear the 
great Patti sing and had been annoyed 
by a “squealing amateur” in the next 
room. “I am very sorry,” said the 
suave clerk, “that you have been an¬ 
noyed by Madame Patti, who has that 
room.” Justice w*as never as deaf as 
that! A Baltimore teacher refused to 
hear Booker Washington because be 
was “black”—was the color in the 
mind or in the argument? And the 
crowd accepted it. That was the trag¬ 
edy of Jerusalem, but it has been re¬ 
peated a thousand times since, and 
Christian America has sometimes 
been the location. They shut the 
Temple doors lest pollution enter and 
thes blood-lust be balked by Altar- 
asylum, but they shut out Paul’s Lord 
ami the building could not survive the 
shock. Nor will any human institu¬ 
tion. To be too good for any human 
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being’s use of any race rejects the I 
Christ of the world and it would have ! 
been the joy of the Gentiles to save 
that magnificent pile upon Mount Mo¬ 
riah if they had been welcomed to its 
fellowship with their risen Lord.Blind 
hate could see soldiers and this is the 
only vision that is effective. They 
left off beating Paul to save their own 
skins. Then upon the stair with torn 
garments, bloody brow and shackled 
hands their victim insisted upon their 
right intentions and their fine pur¬ 
poses. Love is never blind, but vis¬ 
ions virtue where others see a blight. 
Paul always thought the best of folks 
and so do Christians. But while they 
listened to the tongue the idea was 
still an alien and even the thought of 
a Gentile could not be permitted in the 
holy place where murder lately walk¬ 
ed. It was God’s last eall to the Jew 
and it was refused. 

FACING LEGAL WRONG. 

Paul carried the destinies of democ¬ 
racy in his baggage. He had the right 
to walk in Jerusalem and he refused 
to be shut out by lawlessness. He 
was hustled into a guard-room of the 
garrison and stripped for the scourge. 
The right of every humble Roman 
rested with him that day. Could the 
law be overridden by its executors? 
Lawlessness in ermine is no better 
tharf in rages and it is the Christion’s 
! duty to fight it in whatever garb it 
appears. So the scourge failed to 
fall and order in all the Empire re¬ 
ceived a new sanction. The next 
day came another test. It was a 
perfectly proper phrase that Paul used 
in the high court of the Jew and it 
was spoken by a fellow-member of 
that body that now had him for trial. 
Yet the judge commanded him to be 
smitten on the mouth. “You whited 
wall!” flashed back from the sturdy 
Apostle. And in response to the hor¬ 
rified exclamation that it was the 
High Priest he turned to biting sar¬ 
casm that he respected the office but 
never dreamed that such a prejudiced 
lawbreaker could be the chief judge 
of such a court.

He had no invitation to stay with his 
sister in Jerusalem, and her boy was 
as bitter against Uncle Paul she 
or he would not have been in such 
close contact with the inner circle of 
the Jewish rulers. But he watched the 
scenes with boyish interest and an 
open mind. He heard the speech upon 
the stair. He witnessed the mob. He 
caught the spirit of the biggest man in 
the world and was thrilled by it.When 
murder was in the air the boy balked 
and he flung his prejudice to the four 
winds that he might keep his sense of 
fair-play intact. What a joy it must 
have been to Paul to see the boy! 
What a pity we have no later chapter 
in that youth's life! But it was a boy’s 
hand that saved Paul to the world and 
wrote those wonderful letters. The 
world is in debt to that boy and must 
pay it to all other boys by linking 
them with Paul s Christ.

ROADS COMMISSION FLANS 

TO COMBAT SNOW DRIFTS 


Flows Sent to Western Maryland Sec¬ 
tions to Keep Highways 
Clear of Drifts. 

The State Roads Commission al¬ 
ready is preparing for a hard winter. 
It has increased its snow-fighting 
equipment 50 per cent and has dis¬ 
tributed it in advantageous points 
throughout the state. 

Harry D. Willard, assistant chief 
engineer of the State Roads Commis¬ 
sion, completed plans Thursday for a 
defense against snow blockades by 
distributing the newly-painted plows 
over the state, particularly in Western 
Maryland, where snow-flurries have 
already been reported in the moun¬ 
tains. 

Mr. Willard is planning to operate 
the snow-fighting force along the 
manner inaugurated last year. This 
system will be much like a fire depart¬ 
ment’s plan, with each district engin- 
• eer as a district “snow-fighting chief.*’ 

Weather bulletins predicting snow¬ 
fall will be dispatched quickly to the 
; engineers in the locality in which the 
prediction is made, Quirk action al- 
! ways will be taken in the mountain¬ 
ous sections where the passes choke 
up easily. 

The Commission also will have 50 
trucks and plows to clean off the 
roads. They will be well distribut¬ 
ed, principally in accordance with the 
general weather conditions of the lo¬ 
calities. In addition to this equip¬ 
ment, the commission has a number of 
road machines which may be drawn 
by horses.

The Judgeship 

Albert A. Doub, the Republican candidate for Associate Judge, 
was born on April 1, 1865, at Beaver Creek, Washington county, 
Maryland, and is the youngest son of the late Philip R. Doub, who was 
one of the most prominent and enterprising business men of Wash¬ 
ington county. , 

After attending the public schools of his native county, he studied 
for a year at Kentuckey University, Lexington, Ky., and for three

He has been city attorney for both Frostburg and Cumberland,

“Thi<* decision means more to coal men, miners, merchants, 
laborers and business men of Allegany County than any de¬ 
cision that has been granted by the courts in the last half 
century.” 

Mr. Doub has had a large and varied practice in all the courts o£ 
Western Maryland and the Court of Appeals of his native state, as 
well as in the Circuit Court of Appeals of the Fourth Judicial Circyit, 
and in the Supreme Court of the United States. • 

Mr. Doub is married, and has six children, and is a member of the 
vestryman of Emmanuel Episcopal Church. 

His long experience of twenty-seven years at the bar has given 
him pre-eminent qualifications for the position of Associate Judge, 
and his career, his character, integrity and industry give to the public 
an absolute guarantee that he will faithfully discharge the duties of 
this office and see that the laws are enforced without fear, favor or 
partiality.

A STATEMENT ANl) AN AFFIDAVIT BY MR. J. W. KIMMELL, 
LATE TREASURER OF GARRETT (OUNTY 


Oakland, Maryland, November 1, 1921. 
To the Citizens and Taxpayers of Garrett County:— 

My attention has been called to an article which appeared in last 
week’s issue of The Mountain Democrat over the signature of John 
Shartzer in which he threatens to briijg suit against me for having 
made the statement, as he alleges, that his taxes were returned in¬ 
solvent. 

The tax records of Garrett county show the following with reference 
to the taxes of John Shartzer in recent years and while 1 was County 
Treasurer: 

In 1916 John Shartzer was* assessed in the amount of $1800.00, and 
these taxes, with interest thereon, were paid on May 11, 1918. 

In 1917 John Shartzer was assessed in the amount of $1800.00, and 
taxes were levied upon this assessment as follows: State tax, $6.56; 
county tax, $23.04; total, $29.60. 

John Shartzer did not pay these taxes, but the same, with $2.78 in¬ 
terest added, were paid by Mr. Gilmor S. Hamill after the property 
assessed in the name of John Shartzer had been sold b# Stuart F. 
Hamill, Trustee, in a case standing as No. 2164 Equity in the Circuit 
Court for Garrett county. 

In 1918, John Shartzer was assessed in the amount of $100.00, and 
the taxes levied upon said assessment were not paid, although Shartzer 
repeatedly promised to pay the same, the taxes on said assessment 
being as follows: State tax, 37 cents; county tax, $1.25; total tax, 
3 L 62 . 

After failing to collect these taxes, on the 2nd day of August, 1920, 

1 returned the same insolvent to the County Commissioners and was 
allowed the same as an insolvency, and the records in the County Com¬ 
missioners Office show the allowance of said insolvency. This assess¬ 
ment was upon personal property. 

In 1919, the last year of my incumbency of office, the name of John 
Shartzer did not appear on the assessment books of Garrett county. 

In 1918 taxes were assessed against Marion C. Hoye upon a valua¬ 
tion of $4002.00. The taxes for the year 1918 were paid March 28, 
1921, and the taxes levied against Marion C. Hoye for the year 1919, 
were paid February 15th, 1921. 

Mr. E. R Jones gave me his personal check in payment of Marion 
C. Hoye’s taxes for the year 1919, and requested that I mark the tax 
receipt paid by John Shartzer, which was accordingly done.

Federal Aid Bill Makes $213,543 For 
The State Available At Once. 

Adoption by the House of Represen¬ 
tatives on Tuesday last of the confer¬ 
ence report on the Federal Aid Roads 
bill means that the sum of $640,629 
from the Federal Treasury soon well 
be available for continuing the con¬ 
struction of roads in Maryland. 

The Senate is expected promptly to 
ratify the conference report and bring 
to an end the interruption in road 
'building that came some months ago 
when appropriations for the fiscal 
year expired. 

As agreed upon in conference and 
approved without a record vote in 
the House, the Roads Bill appropriates 
$75,000,000 from the Treasury to be 
matched by a like sum from the sev¬ 
eral States. Of this amount $25,000,- 
000 is to be available immediately and 
the remaining $50,000,000 will become 
available January 1 next. 

Of the amount allocated to Mary¬ 
land under the bill $213,543 may he 
utilized at once and the balance of the 
total fund, which the Secretary of the 
Agriculture will set aside for this 
State, will be ready at the beginning 
of the year. qg 

The original hill proposed in the 
Senate was unsatisfactory to most of 
the States because it proposed to cre¬ 
ate a Federal highway commission to 
supplant the Department of Agricul¬ 
ture in the administration of road 
funds. 

Various State highway departments 
and roads associations attacked the 
proposal to create a Federal board and 
contended that it meant more central¬ 
ization of power in Washington and 
the diminution of the rights of the 
States in selecting highways for im¬ 
provement. They insisted upon the 
retention of the present road plan 
and, as agreed upon the bill, leaves 
the Department of Agriculture, thru 
its Bureau of Public Roads, to ad¬ 
minister the Federal appropriations 
for highway construction. 

That the final passage of the Roads 
Mil will aid the unemployment situa¬ 
tion throughout the country was the 
belief expressed by the Senate and 
House conferees in the report taken 
up in the lower chamber Tuesday. 

Referring to the appropriation of 
$75,000,000, the conferees said that: 

“As many months have elapsed 
•ince the passage of the hill in the 
Senate, it was deemed advisable by 
the conferees and so agreed that $25,- 
000,000 shall he immediately available 
and the other $50,000,000 shall be 
available January 1, 1922.

For Silent Prayer Friday 


Whereas, the Congress of the United States, by a concurrent resolu¬ 
tion adopted on the fourth day of March last .authorized the Secretary 
of War to cause to he brought to the United States the body of an 
American, who was a member of the American Expeditionary Force* 
in Europe, who lost his life during the World War and whose identity 
has not been established, for burial in the Memorial Amphitheatre of 
the National Cemetery at Arlington, Virginia. 

And, whereas, the remains of this unknown American to be brought 
to the United States in pursuance of the said concurrent resolution will 
be buried in the said Memorial Amphitheatre at Arlington on the 
eleventh day of November; 

And, whereas, these remains will be representative of all unidenti¬ 
fied American dead who in the World War gave their lives to their 
country’s cause; 

And, whereas, it is desired that grateful recognition of their loyal 
devotion to country and of their sacrifice should be appropriately 
shown with due solemnity by their God-fearing and patriotic fellow- 
countrymen: 

Now, therefore, I, Warren G. Harding, President of the Unite! 
States of America, do hereby call upon all devout and patriotic cit¬ 
izens of the United States to pause from their accustomed occupations 
and labors on Friday, the eleventh day of November, from 12 o’clock 
noon to two minutes past that hour for a period of silent prayer of 
thanks to the Giver of all good for these valuable and valorous lives 
and of supplication for His Divine mercy and for His blessing uj on 
our beloved country. 

Furthermore, I hereby direct that the National Flag be displayed at 
half mast upon all the public buildings of the United States and all 
stations of the army, navy and Marine Corps throughout the world, 
as well as upon all American embassies, legations and consulates, from 
sunrise until sunset on November 11, 1921. 

In witness whereof, 1 have hereunto set my hand and caused the 
seal of the United States to be affixed. 

Done in the District of Columbia this 30th day of September in the 
year of our Lord one thousand nine hundred and twenty-one and of the 
independence of the United States of America the one hundred and 
forty-sixth. WARREN G. HARDING.

Fire Protection, Issues Warning 

This week sees the opening of the 
hunting season and from all reports, 
game abounds all through the fore t. d 
sections of the State. The past sum¬ 
mer seems to h:i\e been especially 
favorable for the developer ment of 
broods of young qua 1. Good spoit i* 
promised for all devotees of the gun. 
To the true sportsman, however, there 
are certain obligations t^at go with 
the sport. Of these obligations, the 
ehiefest one is being careful with fire 
in the woods. A little camp fire left 
unextinguished, a carekss match or 
cigarette butt thrown among dry 
leaves may start a forest fire that will 
sweep over vast areas and besides 
doing great damage to the grown tim¬ 
ber, will kill the very game that the 
forest shelters. 

There are three lookout towers, six 
patrolmen and thirty-eight forest war¬ 
dens in Garrett county, all working to 
protect the forests from fire. 

Let every hunter, as he takes out h‘s 
license, solemnly pledge himself to 
help make Garrett county's forests 
safe from fire.

FORESTER 4ND ROADS OOlMttU 

SIGNER AT ODDS OVER TREES 

Governor Ritchie Will Confer With 
Resley and Mnckall on Points 

The differences which have arisen 
between State Forester F. W. Bes- 
ley and John N. Mackall, chairman of 
the State Roads Commission, over the 
planting of trees along the State 
highways, are only one phase of the 
general question of authority over the 
rights of w ? ay of the public high¬ 
ways, according to Mr. Mackall. 

Mr. Besley is preparing to ask the 
Legislature to authorize the general 
planting of trees on the State roads 
under the supervision of the Board of 
Forestry, and while Mr. Mackall is 
also an advocate of roadside tree 
planting he feels that certain mis¬ 
takes have been made in the past and 
that the Roads Commission should 
he given control over all questions 
involving the State highways. 

Some time ago Mr. Besley objected 
to danger signal signs w’hich the 
Road Commission w*as preparing to 
place along the roads and carried his 
point on the ground that the advertis¬ 
ing w’hich they were to carry was for¬ 
bidden along the State rights of u’ay. 
Later on the State Forester sent out 
a “clean-up squad” to remove all 
commercial signs on the roads, as he 
was empowered to do by the Legisla¬ 
ture. 

Mr. Mackall believes that all such 
matters lie more properly within the 
province of the Roads Commission. 
The advice of the State Forester 
would, of course, be sought on tech¬ 
nical questions involved in tree plant¬ 
ing, but the controlling authority 
should be the Roads Commission.

I PAUL BEFORE THE ROMAN GOV¬ 
ERNOR. Acts 23:25-24:27. 

| Herein 1 also exercise myself to have 

a conscience void of offense toward 
God and man always.—Acts 24:16. 
SETTING THE STAGE 

Hasty orders rang through the An¬ 
tonian castle, soldiers hurried here 
and there in the shifting lights, con¬ 
fused noises came from the stables 
and presently through the dark streets 
moved a mass of legionaries with a 
mule in the midst upon which Paul 
swayed sleepily hut contentedly. For 
danger was held away by that armed 
guard and no Judge Lynch could 
break the cordon. Many a man since 
in our own land where mob rule flour¬ 
ishes has known the same feeling 
when some Governor or Sheriff ha- 
been determined as Lysias. Through 
the night they sped swiftly and when 
dawn came 42 miles from peril four- 
hundred men turned back while a 
small body of cavalry hurried across 
the remaining miles. Into Caesarea 
they rode and entered the palace 
gates for the delivery of their charge. 
Felix was Governor. He scanned the 
hasty lines of Lysias and dismissing 
the guard and making a brief inquiry 
of the prisoner he sat down to wait 
the outcome. For he knew very well 
the temper of Jerusalem and there 
were determined actors in this won 
derfu! drama at work in the Capital. 
They would not be balked this time 
any more than in that earlier assault 
upon Paul’s Lord. So high priest and 
others sworn to justice and to merci¬ 
ful judgment came petulantly to the 
presence of the hated Roman ruler 
with the plans all laid for the ending 
of the life of the Apostle. So ther/ 
was the setting of the stage scenery 
for one of the wonderful pictures of 
the Book and the great hall of the 
palace with its tapestries and the 
costly marbles opened its doors for 
the throng. Felix was upon the dias 
in the robes of the court; costly gar¬ 
ments from Jerusalem graced the

group of prosecutors, from among 
whom stepped the hired lawyer and 
the first scene was given to the world. 
THE DEFERRED DECISION. 

Tertullus, a Roman, pleading the 
case of the blood-hungry Jews against 
a fellow-Roman, is a typical shyster 
and a disgrace to the profession that 
has so many times graced the ermine. 
There were the same three charges 
that had convicted Ji sus in the court 
of Pilate. Hate learns few new 
things, hut is always building with old 
lumber. The world has made its prog¬ 
ress under love’s tutelage which is 
always constructive, while no brains 
are required for destroying. Any fool 
can smash the finest creation of gen¬ 
ius. A pestilent fellow—a perverter 
of the nation; a mover of insurrec¬ 
tion—a forbidder of paying tribute; a 
ringleader of the Nazarines—Christ, 
a King, are the striking parallels. So 
closely had Paul followed his Lord 
that there were the same charges laid 
against both, though it was uncon¬ 
sciously done, for it was the success¬ 
ful precedent that was being follow¬ 
ed to the hoped-for same conclusion 
in the present case. But it is suffi¬ 
cient that the “Disciple be as his 
Lord,” and should be the consequent 
of every dedication of life. It closed 
| with the compliment to the prisoner 
of admitting that they expected him 
to tell the truth, for they had no wit¬ 
nesses other than himself. Paul met 
the charges with clear common-sense. 
He had been only five days in Jeru¬ 
salem and had not used a soap box 
anywhere. He was a follower of th»* 
“Way” and he rejoiced to bear testi¬ 
mony to the fact, but that was not a 
crime, as Gallio had decided, and 
others had followed the same course. 
But it was his right to interpret the 
meaning of the term and he took the 
same ground that the Revolutionists 
di<l when they claimed to be the re¬ 
ally loyal Englishmen who were true 
to the principles of English liberty 
and whose guaranteed rights the fol¬ 
lowers of King George were over rid¬ 
ing. Paul was the real follower of the 
! prophets and it was the policy of the 
Jewish leaders that was a ‘schism*’ 
from Moses* teachings. And Felix 
admitted it all in the deferring of the 
decision that was the politicians* 
trick. 

THE DAY OF JUDGMENT. 

Paul got into the headlines and be¬ 
came the fad in Caesarea until even 
the Governor’s wife wanted an inter¬ 
view. She was a Jewess, beautiful as 
a picture in her eighteen years of sen¬ 
suous living, and had permitted her¬ 
self to be wooed in the house of her 
husband by Felix to whose palace she 
had come in the company of her new 
lover. In her regal robes she sat 
with Felix in the great hall and waited 
for the coming of the man who had 
stirred all the world, turning it up¬ 
side down. Paul seems not to have 
been moved by her beauty nor aware 
of the compliment that she should 
give a bit of her time to him. He 
paid her absolutely no attention, but 
gave Felix the thrill of a lifetime. 
The judge had the most uncomfortable 
hour of his life, for he began to real¬ 
ize that he and all that he represented 
were on trial instead of this little 
scarred Jew about whose life w r as 
wrapped the destinies of the Empire. 
He had expected philosophy’ and was 
curiously interested in the story of 
the resurrection, ns thousands have 
been in the “Story of Raymond,** 
whom Sir Oliver Lodge believes to be 
alive ami sending messages to him. 
Royalty was expecting to while away 
an hour of the court tedium with a 
bit of spiritualism that would make 
interesting gossip. But Paul drove 
straight at the man with his talk of 
righteousness, for he had hired assas¬ 
sins to do his w ill in Judea. Paul per¬ 
haps did not mention it, but Felix 
knew that he knew’. And in the pres¬ 
ence of the proof of his passion there 
was the demand for self-control. Did 
Paul intimate by even a flicker of an 
eyelid that the relation was w’rong? 
There w’as no need, Felix knew’. And 
there would come another court scene 
where Felix would not sit upon the 
bench and wear the ermine, and Fe¬ 
lix’s face blanched and he shook with 
sudden fear. If Paul were right, as 
his conscience declared, then Felix 
knew there was need for trembling. 
And it was then that he dismissed the 
prisoner and closed his own case w’hile 
he and Drusilla walked out together 
and Felix had lost the chance to make 
himself immortal. 

IN THE DRESSING ROOM. 

When the tinsel and paint are off 
drab reality appears. Paul is the only 
member of the cast that bulks larger 
in the dressing room than on the 
stage. There was not an hour through 
all the two years of his imprisonment 
that he could not have walked out a 
free man if he had been content to 
buy his way to liberty. He chose to 
keep his fetters rather than do the 
dirty thing or have any friend engi¬ 
neer the matter in quasi-quiet so that 
he might shun responsibility. Chaf¬ 
ing like a caged bird he yet refused 
a key of gold instead of one of law. 
Drusilla. unblushing, unashamed, con¬ 
fident in her Jewish forms, was pre¬ 
paring for her awful end in Pompeian 
ash. Felix was n sordid bargainer 
for gain who would pervert righteous¬ 
ness for a coin and sell his soul for 


silver. Others did it, why should not 
he? And he played a petty political 
trick upon the prisoner in trying to 
placate the Jews and prevent their 
complaints reaching Rome by put¬ 
ting him again in bonds. Refusing 
Cod’s chance he leaves a sorry figure 
in the absence of his office that he has 
laid aside. He struts unknowing that 
it is his victim who places him on his¬ 
tory’s page.

Telephone improvements for Oak¬ 
land, Mountain Lake Park and Deer 
Park and nearby sections have be*n 
authorized by the executive commit- 
t e of the Chesapeake and Potomac 
Telephone Company, and are bein.r 
; tart d immediately in order to pro¬ 
vide individual service to all who de¬ 
sire it. The work will cost $11,500. 

The task involves the construction 
of a new cable line from Oakland to 
Mountain Lake Park, replacing a 
pole line containing sixty wires. When 
the work is compl ted, instead of the 
immense, top-heavy line of poles con¬ 
taining many cross-arms an! wires, 
there will be a single cable, which 
looks like a piece of lead pipe, an inch 
or so thick. However, the cable will 
contain as many wires as were strung 
out on the cross-arms, and enough ad¬ 
ditional wires to take care of all the 
demands for telephones that are pre¬ 
sented in the neighborhood of Oak¬ 
land for many years t» come. Esti- ! 
meats already made by th' engineers 1 
and commercial nn n of the telephone 
company indicate that b 'tween 1922 ! 
and 1926 there will be forty-two ap¬ 
plicants for service. The improve¬ 
ments are intended to provide for 
these and also for any other instal¬ 
lations of telephone equipment that 
are requested. 

To make the improvements it will 
be necessary to place 67 poles and to 
run 12,640 feet of cable. The cable 
will replace practically 500,000 feet of 
open wire which now serves the sec¬ 
tion. 

At present every telephone circuit 
in the neighborhood of Oakland, Mt. 
Lake Park and Loch Lynn lle ghts is 
in service ,and the conditions are such 
that it is impossible to erect any ad¬ 
ditional wires on the poles. For this 
reason many residents of the sections 
who wanted individual lines have been 
forced to accept party line service. 

After the completion of the cable 
line, the congestion will be relieved 
to the extent that any party linesub- 
scriber may have individual service 
if he desires it, and in the future it 
will not be necessary for the tele¬ 
phone company to ask its prospe. t ve 
subscribers to take party line ser¬ 
vice. The work will be started about 
the fifteenth of this month and will be 
completed before the end of the year. 


Thousands Aided by Instruction 
in Care of the Sick, Food Se¬ 
lection and First Aid. 

IIow the American Red Cross guides 
thousands of persons to health Is 
shown in a summary «*f the society’s 
activities In the health field based 
upon the annual report for iho Iasi fis¬ 
cal year. Through Its Nursing Service, 
Its Home Hygiene ami Cure of the 
Sick courses, nutrition classes, FI rat 
Air classes, Life-Saving classes, and 
Health Centers and In numerous other 
ways designed to acquaint masses of 
citizens with proper methods of living, 
the Red Cross carried Its message of 
health Into all parts of the country. 

The work of the Red Cross during 
the war In Its traditional field# of nurs¬ 
ing, furnishing the military and naval 
establishments of the nation with 19,- 
K77 nurses, is well known. And there 
are today 37.7S7 nurses registered with 
the American Red Cross uml subject 
to call In emergency. During the fis¬ 
cal year, 1,551 Red Cross nurses were 
accepted for assignment to Govern¬ 
ment service, 888 by the Army and 
Navy and 1,103 by the United States 
Public Health Service. 

In addition to the nurses enrolled 
by the Red Cross for Government serv¬ 
ice, the Red Cross itself'employed a 
total of 1,348 public health nurses In 
the United States and Europe. By far 
the greatest number was employed In 
i he United States, 1,257, while SI were 
In foreign service. 

Home Hygiene and Care of the Sick 
classes, giving thorough instruction in 
flu* proper care of the sick In instances 
where the illness is not so serious ns to 
require professional nursing can*, dur¬ 
ing the fiscal year numbered 5,179. A 
statistical picture of the Red Cross 
operations in this field follows:

UH5 health lec¬ 
tures were given and 7S0 health ex¬ 
hibits held. 

In the United States last year. 75.- 
132 persons were killed and 3.500.000 
injured in industrial accidents. To 
prevent this normous waste the Red 
Cross held 5,100 first aid ( lasses with 
a total of loi.ooo students enrolled.

FIVE HURT AS BLANK FALLS 


One of the Injured Being Miss Ve¬ 
ronica Rasche of Oakland. 

At Omaha, Nebraska, on the 7th 
instant, five persons, including four 
members of the Fontenelle Hotel Or¬ 
chestra of Omaha, were injured, two 
seriously, when the “Bluebird”, a 
five-passenger airplane owned by the 
Mrs. A. W. Ashmussen Company, 
an Omaha concern, crashed and was 
demolished at thj* Air Congress field. 

The injured incdutled Miss Lucy 
Atkinson, Detroit, crushed knee; 
Miss Margaret Haggerty, Cleveland, 
dislocated left hip and body burrs; 
Miss Thelma Fisher, Ft. Wayne, Ind., 
head and body bruises; Miss Veron¬ 
ica Rasche, Oakland, body bruises, 
and Pilot L. L. Bowen, Omaha, badly 
bruises. 

The injured were taken to a hos-. 
pital in Omaha immediately follow¬ 
ing the occurrence where all are re¬ 
covering. Sevreal thousand specta¬ 
tors were watching the plaYies carry¬ 
ing passengers. The “Bluebird” had 
just taken off and was about fifty 
feet in the air when the motor went 
dead.

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SEEKRELEASEOFBANK BANDIT 


Petition For Parole of Luther Frye 
Is Being Circulated Here. 

Application to the State Board of 
Parole for release from the Maryland 
Penitentiary of Luther Frye, con¬ 
victed last December in the Circuit 
Court for Garrett county of partici¬ 
pating in the hold-up and robbery of 
the First National Bank at Kitzmil- 
ler on May 4. 1917, and sentenced to 
three years, was made on Tuesday 
in a petition signed by residents of 
the county, which included every 
member of the local bar, business 
men of the town and many others. 

Frye was taken in Virginia, his 
home State, last August and con¬ 
fessed his part in the robbery, at the 
same time naming Paul and Dave 
Neff, who were then serving terms 
in the Virginia Penitentiary for 
other offenses, as accomplices. 

Paul Neff subsequently escaped 
from the Virginia prison, and Dave 
Neff, upon the expiration of his 
term in the Virginia institution, w-as 
brought to Oakland by Sheriff Win¬ 
ters and has since been confined in 
the Oakland Jail awaiting trial at 
the December Term of th«* Garrett 
County Circuit Court. 

While in jail here Frye made a 
model prisoner and was sothoroughly 
trusted by the Sheriff and jail atten¬ 
dants that when he was called for by 
the Court to receive sentence he was 
out in a field unattended doing some 
farm work. Upon being summoned 
to the court room he came in alone.

He might have come from any one 
of millions of American homes.

WHEN THE ADMINISTRATION 
CHANGES. 

A new world does not come in with 
the new officers. Pre-election prom¬ 
ises may be very rosy, but when one 
takes them in hand the thorns are felt. 
The millemium is not made over night 
or started with an inauguration. Old 
problems are as persistent as hysteria 
patients at a free clinic. Out Felix, in 
Festus, with Paul still a disturber of 
the political peace. The outgoers usu¬ 
ally leave some gift like that for the 
special plasure for the incomers for 
fear they will not otherwise fully ap¬ 
preciate the privilege of office. Now 
Festus was by far the better man of 
the two and an entirely different type.

‘Tomorrow,* saith he, ‘thou shalt hear 
him!* ” Here speaks the prompt, effi¬ 
cient man of today who does things 
first and explains afterward. It was 
entirely characteristic that the hold¬ 
over problem should he promptly met. 
But it was farced on him at Jerusa¬ 
lem, whose smouldering hate had lost 
none of its heat against the Apostle, 
and took this opportunity to make 
first request which it would be politic 
to grant in an attempt to secure the 
favour of his new wards who had 
ousted his predecessor. Believing 
they would play the game fairly he 
was the more willing to carry out 
their wish, but he was a Roman with 
reverence for the law which he would 
not over-ride even to secure their good 
| will. Immediately after their coining 
to Caesarea he brought out the pris- 
v oner and listened to their heated 

^ charges which left him in the* great- 

est perplexity, for he was not familiar 
with Jewish ideas. 11is simplicity 
played into their hands, for it seemed 
to him the most natural thing in the 
world for such questions to be settled 
by those who understood them. It was 
politic also to treat the Jewish court 
with respect and it seemed an easy 
way out of his inheritance to carry 
the case to Jerusalem, reserving the 
Roman jurisdiction over the sentence. 
But Paul knew the temper and the 
treachery of the Sanhedrin too well to 
venture. Agabus and the other Chris¬ 
tians who had opposed his earlier go¬ 
ing would have been perfectly sure 
that it was the Spirit speaking to him 
now when he sturdily refused to allow 
himself even to be taken there under 
cover of Roman spears. Here was a 
hard blow for Festus. With every in¬ 
tention of doing the right thing, his 
very first judicial decision was ques¬ 
tioned and taken out of his hands by 
an appeal to the Emperor who had 
sent him there to keep things from be¬ 
ing referred to him. He was seemingly 
failing both with his subjects and with 
his home office. But he hesitated only 
long enough to learn the facts and 
made his decision instantly: “To Cae¬ 
sar thou shalt go!” 

WHEN THE BELT BREAKS 

King Agrippa was the pageant ap¬ 
peal to Jewish prejudice, for he was 
but a phantom king. However, he 
made a good appearance and helped a 
hit in a difficult situation. His visit 
of welcome to the new Governor brot 
him to the palace at a time w’hen Fes¬ 
tus was especially glad to see him, for 
he w’as sitting up nights thinking how 
* he could send Paul to Rome without a 
charge that would justify such a trip. 
For the whole matter should have 
been laughed out of court long before. 
The king brought his sister, the beau¬ 
tiful widow Bernice, about whose 
name gossip had talked in scarlet, 
who carried the dignity of a queen 
into the court of the provincial capi¬ 
tal. It brought the elite of the fash¬ 
ionable folk for the gay hours and 
Paul graced one holiday, for Festus 
made even pleasure serve the duties 
£ his office. And the little, stooped, 

^ ^dim-eyed scholarly prisoner was brot 
with the sound of a chain into the 
presence of the throng that was to 
later find a Samson shake the court 
in which they sat. Festus pronounced 
him innocent, hut his appeal carried 
him to Rome so that the Governor no 
longer had the power to carry into 
effect his belief about the case. Then 
he began his address of explanation of 
his life to the king. The hasty sketch 
omits much, hut pictures the loya! 
Pharisee transformed into a Christian 
and a world-man. The very heart of 
it is in the statement, “I was not dis¬ 
obedient unto tbe heavenly vision.”

and carries a cross for its redemp¬ 
tion. “You’re a fool,” is the comment j 
upon the brilliant youth who offers to 
go to Africa or China, but the web of 
world-brotherhood woven by all such 
is the hope of the world rather than 
the dubious and devious ways of dip¬ 
lomats who made the World War. 
Paul would win a convert for his 
Christ. If that were done it mattered 
not at all what happened to himself. | 
Agrippa laughed the case out of the 
court and hid his heart in a jest. “At ; 
this rate it won’t be long before you : 
believe you have made a Christian of 
me.” “Long or short, I would to God 
that not only you but all who hear 
me today, could be what I am—bar¬ 
ring these chains.” So Moffatt gives 
the wording.

PROHIBITION. 

A report on prohibition in the 
United States, made recently to the 
British House of Commons by two of 
its members who have been studying 
the situation in this country, contains 
these conclusions: 

“The suppression of the saloon is 
an achievement for which the Amer¬ 
ican people cannot be too thankful. 
Prohibition, however, as we in this 
country had been b*d to believe pre¬ 
vailed in the United States, doe? not 
exist.” 

If the public knew what localities 
were visited by the British investi¬ 
gators, they would be in better posi¬ 
tion to form an opinion as to the ac¬ 
curacy of their report. All of us 
know that prohibition is much more 
rigidly enforced in some sections of 
this country than in other sections. 

While claiming that absolute pro¬ 
hibition dots not exist, the Britishers 
say the suppression of the saloon is 
a great benefit. 

Closing the saloons meant a reduc¬ 
tion of liquor sales throughout the 
country of at least 75 per cent. This 
means that prohibition has been at 
least three-quarters vindicated. 

The prohibition laws will be better 
enforced as time goes on. The vol¬ 
ume of liquor sales is steadily grow¬ 
ing less. Boys growing into man¬ 
hood these days are not f ruling the 
liquor habit a f >rmerly. The situa¬ 
tion is getting better right along. 

And we must not lose s ght of the 
fact that prohibition can be made air¬ 
tight in any community within a 
week’s time whenever the people of 
that community wants it made so.

THE PROCLAMATION OF PEACE 

(Baltimore News, Nov. 15.) 

At the nviment when the Cor.fet- 
ence on the Limitation of Arma¬ 
ments is getting finally under way 
President Harding is ues the long- 
expected proclamation of peace with 
Germany. The coincident e. if it is 
altogether a coincidence, s fortu¬ 
nate; it serves to throw into sharp 
relief the policy which is now ani¬ 
mating the Government, and which 
replaces the fantastics and the im¬ 
practicabilities of the pO't-war pe¬ 
riod. As we conclude our great na¬ 
tional effort by a peace which guar¬ 
antees to us the rights and safe¬ 
guards the interests arising from 
the war, we are at the same time 
discharging our duty toward the 
peace of the future. As we call a con¬ 
ference in which we recognize our re¬ 
sponsibility as a world power and 
our interest in international law and 
order, we are also formally announc¬ 
ing a settlement which recognizes 
our responsibility to ourselves and to 
our own nationalism. 

The peace with Germany, as has 
been pointed out, secures to us every¬ 
thing which we would have asked 
from Germany had our diplomacy 
gone to Versailles in the first in¬ 
stance informed by nothing more 
than a practical desire to end the 
war and to establish our rights as 
belligerents. That is all that we 
should have wished or expected to 
do in a peace conference. It is a 
measure of the uncertainty and con¬ 
fusion of the times that we endeav¬ 
ored to transform a conference which 
should have been kept* rigidly to its 
purpose liquidating the war into 
a conference which attempted to set¬ 
tle not only the past but all the fu¬ 
ture. Even supposing that the lAtter 
were a possible attempt, the last 
place in the world in which It should 
have been undertaken was the Ver¬ 
sailles Conference. It is a uniform 
and a very ancient experience which 
might have told us that an effort to 
do two things at once always ends in 
the failure to do either. Versailles 
neither liquidated the war nor ar¬ 
ranged anything but more discord 
for the future. After a long and 
painstaking series of negotiations, 
the Administration has at last ap¬ 
proached within measurable distance 
of doing the first. We have secured 
our rights as far as Germany is con¬ 
cerned; it only remains now for us 
to come to an amicable understand¬ 
ing with our Allies and associates. 


During the course of those nego¬ 
tiations it has been easy Ao raise the 
cry that the United States, because 
it was insisting upon its own rights, 
was abandoning Europe and the rest 
of the world; that it was retiring 
into a barren nationalism, and that 
it was forgetting its responsibilities 
in the false security of a splendid 
isolation which would be neither 
splendid nor effectively isolated. The 
gathering of the nations in Washing¬ 
ton is an efleetual refutation of those 
criticisms. We have not forgotten 
that we are a world power, and that 
we shall have to live in the world 
as one. We are not retiring into a 
fictitious isolation. We have merely 
been seperating the one thing from 
the other. We have set aside the 
question arising from the war, which 
is past, and attacked them indepen¬ 
dently. We have also set aside the 
questions which will arise from the 
peace, which is in the future, and are 
proposing to do oar full part in solv¬ 
ing them in their proper place, on 
the basis of an enlight nod national¬ 
ism, which is the only basis as yet 
possible in this world.

THE DEM) SOLDIER 
It is easy to visualiz the x* no in 
the white amphitheatre of Arlington. 
A great and solemn gathering, lisen- 
ing to the quiet voice which conveys 
across the silence the reverence, the 
gratitude and the strong hopes of an 
entire nation. It is impossible n *t to 
call in mind that other group which 
listened, on a July day fifty-seven 
years ago, to a similar message de¬ 
livered in another and greater voice, 
hut no more or no less informed by the 
spirit which is the spirit of the Repub¬ 
lic of the United States. Underlying 
the words of President Harding there 
is the same sense of the magnitude of 
the sacrifice which has been made, 
the same belief in the worthiness of 
the cause, and the same passionate 
conviction which led Lincoln to utter 
the high resolve “that these dead 
shall not have died in vain." 

In all our attitude toward the war 
these are the two things which count: 
the realization of the enormity and no¬ 
bility of its horror, and the responsi¬ 
bility which rests upon us to see that 
our own actions now shall not render 
it meaningless. When Lincoln'spoke 
the conflict was not at an end, and the 
duty of his hearers was plain before 
them. We are now called upon to 
make good in a different and an in¬ 
finitely harder way the sacrifices of 
the unknown soldier and of those 
other spent lives which his body sym¬ 
bolizes. In the chans of the peace, we 
must make valid the patriotism of 
the war, and uphold the conception of 
a courageous and unequivocal na¬ 
tionalism which they gave themselves 
to maintain. We must do our best 
to assure rightness and justice, for 
our own country as well as toward our 
neighbors. We must honestly en¬ 
deavor to find some better way of do¬ 
ing so than by war, if there is such a 
way. And we must be willing to re¬ 
peat the sacrifice of war, if that is 
the only way.—Baltimore News.

MINE INSPECTION B1 OV- 
ERNOR RITCHIE POSTPONED 

Until After Report of State Commis¬

The inspection trip of the mining 
operations in Garrett and Allegany 
counties, scheduled for Novi mber 15 
by Goveror Albert C. Ritchie, with 
the State Mining Commission, has 
been postponed until a latir date. 

The State Mining Commissi.m.com- 
posed of G. Marshall Gillette, of 
Frostburg, representing the mine 
operators; William Miles Maloy, of 
Baltimore .represent ng the pubile and 
the consumers, and William J. 
Trickett, of Cumberland, represent¬ 
ing the miners, has completed its re¬ 
port but it has not been printed. A 
meeting will be called this week in 
Baltimore, possibly Friday, to pre¬ 
sent the printed report and recom¬ 
mendations of the Commission to the 
Governor. 

It is thought the inspection trip of 
the^ Governor will he made later in 
the month, after he has had time to 
study the*contents of the icport. 

The inspection trip is for the pur¬ 
pose of making a survey of problems 
faced by both operators and mine 
workers. 


Flatways School. 

On Saturday, November 12th, an 
entertainment was given at the Flat- 
woods school building. The enter¬ 
tainment was very enjoyable, the 
pupils and patrons of the school who 
took part doing their best to please. 
One of the purposes of the entertain¬ 
ment was to put before the people 
the idea of standardization. Miss 
Edna Marshall, Grade Supervisor, 
talked on this subject. At the pres¬ 
ent time there are twelve standard 
schools in Maryland, Garrett county 
having one of the twelve. That 
school is Hutton. By June, 1922, the 
building at Flatwoods, with the help 
of the patrons and friends, will be 
standardized, it is hoped.

Which Some Proposed School 
Legislation Was Outlined 

The meeting of the Patrons’ Club 
of the Oakland Grammar and Garrett 
County high school was held last 
Tuesday night according to schedule 
in the beautiful assembly hall of the 
high school building. The meeting 
was attended by an unusually large 
number of inti rested citizens. A 
short program was given by the

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Red Cross Gives 
$310,000 to Aid 
‘Clean-Up’ Drive 

An appropriation of $310,000 f«»r 
Bed Cross work in connection with the 
“cleun-up” campaign instituted by the 
Government to bring the claims of u11 
disabled service men who are entitled 
to Federal aid before the proper gov¬ 
ernment bureau for action, lias been 
made by the American Ked Cross. 
Tbe Executive Committee of the 
American Ked Cross in making the 
appropriation authorized the appropri¬ 
ation of $33,000 of this sum to the 
American Legion to defray the ex¬ 
pense of the Legion representatives 
assigned to the various districts of 
the Veterans Bureau. 

The remainder of the appropriation 
was authorized for apportionment 
among the several Divisions of the 
Bed Cross for carrying on that part 
of the “clean-up’’ work that falls di¬ 
rectly upon the Ked Cross organization. 

Young America 
Sends Vast Relief 
To Needy Abroad 

Various relief projects of the Junior 
American Ked Cmaa In European 
countries resulted In helping 237,two 
destitute children during the lust fis¬ 
cal year, according to the unnuitl re¬ 
port of the American Ked Cross for 
that period. The growth of the activi¬ 
ties of the Juniors abroad Is mani¬ 
fested by • comparison which shows 
this ftgure It 200,000 larger than that 
of the previous fiscal year. 

The National Children’s Fund rained 
by school children, members of the 
Junior American Ked Cross, was 
drawn upon for $420,567 for these pro.1- 
eds.

Training designed to fit them for the 
battle of life was taken by 147 blind¬ 
ed ex-service men at the Ked Cross In- • 
stitute for the Blind, near Baltimore, t 
Md., during the fiscal year 1020-1021. j 
according to the report of the Insti¬ 
tute for that period. 

Of this number, 19 have gone on to \ 
other institutions, in almost every i 
case to Institutions where those hav¬ 
ing sight are receiving advanced edu¬ 
cation. The blind ex-service men who 
1 have entered such institutions 6r»* pro¬ 
vided with sfHK'Inl text-hooks In 
Braille, rending which they were 
taught at the Ked Cross Institute. 

Twelve men have passed from the ; 
Institute to successfully carry on some 1 
occupation or business for which they j 
were titted by special training. A few I 
have withdrawn from the Institute he- j 
cause of poor physical condition, 14 are 
receiving further “training on the 
Job’’ and *7 are still in training. 

Red Cross Plans 
$6,000,000 Effort 
To Save Children 

Medical care and clothing for thou¬ 
sands of children In Central and East¬ 
ern Europe are outlined as the activ¬ 
ities of the American Red Cross In 
Europe for the current year, says a 
statement on the eve of the Annual 
Koll Call of the organization. These 
activities, supplemental to the feeding 
operations of the 'European Relief 
Council of which Herbert IIiHJver Is 
chalrtnun, are "designed to provide the 
most udequate and balanced relief 
within the resources of private phi¬ 
lanthropy. 

Through the establishment of child 
welfare atatiotifc in the renter* of pop¬ 
ulation of those countries where ade¬ 
quate medical care Is not now obtain¬ 
able. tbe American Red Cross plans 
to provide the medical assistant** need¬ 
ed to restore these children to a nor¬ 
mally healthy life. The sum of $*),- 
fl00,fmu has been inude uwdlubla for 
this work. 


Of tbe total sum 
spent for veterans’ relief last year, 
National Headquarters expended a t«*- 
tal of more than $2,600,000, while the 
remaining disbursement of approxi¬ 
mately $7,000,000 represents the con¬ 
tribution of Chapters in this country¬ 
wide effort to assist the Government 
in providing the si id sorely needed by 
these men and their families. 

An Ever Expanding Problem 

That the problem of the disabled 
service man is ever-expanding and 
probably will not reach the peak be¬ 
fore 1926, Is the assertion of well-in¬ 
formed Government officials and that 
2.397 Ked Cross Chapters regard it 
ns their most important work is evi¬ 
dence that the expansion is in nowise 
confined to a purticulai section hut is. 
on the contrary, nation-wide. At the 
end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1921, 
there were 2G,3oo disabled service men 
f vi the 1,092 United States Public 
Ileaiih Service, Contract and Govern¬ 
ment Hospitals and Soldiers Homes, 
find that number i< increasing at a 
rate of 1,000 a month. 

Thousands of these men receiving 
medical treatment, compensation and 
vocational training from the Govern¬ 
ment today, started their efforts to 
obtain them through the Red Cross 
Chapter. The Chapter, acting as the 
disabled man’s agent in claims against 
the Government, informs the man as to 
the procedure necessary to gain for 
him that which is provided him by 
Federal statute. His applications for 
compensation, medical treatment and 
traiidng an* properly tiled with the aid 
of the Ked Cross Chapter. 

' Many Forms of Assistance 

If there is delay before the man’s 
claim Is acted upon, the Ked (Toss 
Chapter lends the man money to meet 
the imperative needs of himself and 
his dependents. 

Mont vital to the man’s gaining full 
benefit from the Government’s care Is 
keeping his mind free from worry about 
his home. Keeping the veteran’s fam¬ 
ily from hardship of every kind and 
informing him of Its welfare is un 
other province of the Chapter. Free 
from fear on this score, the man's re¬ 
covery and advancement usually Is 
rapid. 

Every month during the last year, 
the American Ked Cross has given 
service of one kind or another to an 
average of 129,216 former service men 
and their families. An Indication of 
the extent of the faith reposed in the 
Red (’ross Chapter is to be found In 
the fact that there were 356,644 re¬ 
quests for friendly aid In the solution 
jt personal problems. 

44$ Workers in Hospitals 

While the man prior to entering 
Government care deals largely with the 
Chapter, afterward he comes into con¬ 
tact with the service provided by Na¬ 
tional Headquarters. There are 44S 
Red Cross workers in the United 
States Public Health Service and con¬ 
tract hospitals and other Institutions 
in which these men are being cared 
for, whose duty is to provide for his 
recreation, help 1dm with his comften- 
sation claims, keep him In touch with 
his family: In short, meeting his every 
need outside of tlmt provided hv the 
Government. While these are a few 
of the responsibilities of the National 
Organization, they are by no means 
all. Among other Ked Cross accom¬ 
plishments for the year are: 

It handled 70,732 allotment and al¬ 
lowance claims 

It delivered through Its Chapter or¬ 
ganization 63.065 allotment ch<*gk< to 
veterans who had moved from the ad¬ 
dresses furnished to the Bureau of 
War Ri*k Insurance. 

It provided a special fund of $10,000 
for medical assistance to men under 
Vocational traiidng. 

It made 32,495 loans totaling $45(1,(KK) 
to men taking vocational training, of 
which 86 per cent has been repaid.

A Writer of Recognized Authority 
on National Government's 
Business Methods. 


How Uncle Sa 


No Washington correspondent Is bet¬ 
ter Unown or more highly esteemed 
than Kriwurri G. Lowry. That In it¬ 
self means that he has broad and deep 
knowledge of national and world af¬ 
fairs; that he is skillful in getting the 
news and tactful in writing it, and 
that h»* has the confidence of the pub¬ 
lic men with whom he comes in con¬ 
tact. But Mr. Lowry lias more than 
that. He has the really patriotic feei¬ 
ng that the intimate knowledge of the 
nation’s affairs, which he acquires 
through his work in Washington, 
should be imparted to the people of 
rbe country who have not his privileges, 
n such a way that they will be led to 
take flint personal interest in the doings 
%jf the government, which alone will 
result in good government. He wants 
the people to realize that it is their 
government, answerable to them only, 
und that they only are responsible 
for its good qualities and Its had qual¬ 
ities.

Born in Atlanta in 1370, Mr. Lowry 
was educated in private schools, the 
Georgia Military institute and by priv¬ 
ate tutors, and began bis Journalistic 
♦■wreer at the age of twenty-four. In 
1904 he was sent to Washington and 
1ms been there almost continuously 
ever since. He has been the political 
correspondent of Harper’s Weekly, lias 
many articles fnr the period!- 
al press and since 191.‘i has been the 
Warrington correspondent of tin* New 
York Evening Post, and for a consid¬ 
erable time the managing editor of 
-hal paper. When Germany started 
'he World war the government natur¬ 
ally found important work for Mr. 
Lowry. For two years he was nt- 
tached to the American embassy in 
London, and then he returned to be- 
oome a captain in the aviation section 
of the signal Then he was as-

distant military attache at London and 
«m the British front in Flanders, and 
was with the American Army of Oc¬ 
cupation in Germany. For liis valu¬ 
able work he was awarded the Brit¬ 
ish Military Cross. Itocently lie wrote 
•‘Washington Close-l T ps,” a series of 
character sketches of eminent figures 
rn i he national capital, which the 
country is rending with vast enjoyment. 

For two years Mr. Lowry lias been 
making a close study of the business 
of fl»e government. He is given credit 
congress for Ids aid in passing the 
budget bill and in bringing about the 
naming of the Joint committee of the 
bouse and senate to investigate and 
rejxirt upon the administration and or¬ 
ganization of tin* government executive 
*tepartnients. He now wants the p<*«»- 
pb* of the United States to know the 
details of the United States govern- 
\ ir>cnt, which is th»*!r business. II** be¬ 
lieves the knowledge of these details 
will make of them better Americans 
.and give them a better government. 

No man not imbued with Mr. Low¬ 
ry’s high ideal could liave carried out 
fhis study of the government business 
f=o exhaustively and painstakingly as 
has he. Probably he now knows more 
about It than any other man in the 
world. With extraordinary persever¬ 
ance and dogged persistence he went 
after hidden facts and multifarious do- 
falls—and got them. Nothing was too 
big for his comprehension or too small 
for his attention. At one time he went 
tn a member of the cabinet with the 
statement that the government had on 
Its payrolls, exclusive of the officers 
And men of the army and navy, one 
employee for each 69 people of the 
United States ten years of age and 
over engaged in gainful occupations. 
It took that cabinet officer, with the 
assistants he had at ids command, a 
rvmslderable time, and considerable ef¬ 
fort to verify Mr. Lowry’s statement, 
but be found It to be true 

As the result of his careful studies 
Mr. Lowry lias written a series of ar¬ 
ticles on the business of government 
income and expense; where the money 
comes from, and how and for what it 
m spent; whether the organisation of 
?he business side of government Is effi¬ 
cient or inefficient; whether the gov¬ 
ernment wastes the money we give It. 
The series is not in any sense politi¬ 
cal. It is not an attack, not a muck¬ 
raking expedition. It recites facts, 
conceded, acknowledged facts. These 
facts come from the men In the gov¬

WHY YOU’RE INTERESTED 

I wish you would take what is 
written here as a personal report ad¬ 
dressed directly to you from me about 
your business. Don’t think of it or 
rend it ns an article about “politics,” 
or remote public affairs at Washing¬ 
ton. It is not that ut all. It is what 
I ask you to think it, a personal 
business report to you relating to your 
Individual concerns, your pocketbouk 
and your welfare. I have no other 
Interest than to tell you the exact 
truth. 

Assume that you have sent me to 
Washington to find out for you what 
your agents are doing, how they are 
managing your affairs and spending 
your money. I call them your agents 
for that is all they are—the President, 
the members of the cabinet, the 
senators and ail the members of the 
bouse of representatives. You hire 
them, you pay them, and you can fire 
them. 

You may think of them in deference 
and awe as a group of eminent states¬ 
men, or you may call them in flippancy 
and too hasty contempt “a lot of 
politicians.” But whatever you call 
them, they are your hired men. They 
attend to your collective business, 
which is called the public business. 

Query: Are they doing it efficiently 
and with a '-Ingle-minded devotion to 
your Interests? 

Perhaps tin* largest Item In the high 
cost of living Is the high cost of 
government. And far and away the 
largest item In the high n <t of govern¬ 
ment Is the ft lull cost of armament? 
preparation for wi r. About 90 per 
cent of all government revenues, and 
that means tin* money taken from you 
as taxes, goes to pay for wars, past, 
present and future. 

Before I have concluded this series 
of art teles I expect to show you con- 
clusively that tin* impelling motive 
that Induced President Harding to call 
the present conference in Washington 
to consider limitation of armaments 
was financial. The pressing need of 
considering a proposal f«»r a reduc¬ 
tion or limitation by agreement of war 
expenditure was not made entirely on 
the ground of morality or righteous¬ 
ness, but ns n plan f«»r cutting down 
the operating expenses of the govern¬ 
ment. 

If the United States* government 
were an Individual we would say that 
it was broke, for Its expenses exceed 
its Income. 

Your Interest is simply this: that 
whatever decision Is made you will 
have to pay the bill. If today we 
didn’t have these army and navy ex* 
pensos you would have to pay in taxes 
less than $1 <mnhmh*,ooo n year instead 
of $f»,000.000,000. That means we 
would have about $4.<*M),nn0.0o0 more 
a year to spend on our private needs 
and pleasures. I frankly confess that 
I would enjoy having four-fifths of my 
taxes knocked off. Wouldn’t you? 

Secretary Weeks of the War de¬ 
partment gave public warning a little 
while ago that the government would 
require of us about »517,OOO.OnO In 
the next thirty months to meet cur¬ 
rent expenses and other obligations. 
Persons who have given close study to 
that possibility say that the need will 
he nearer $20,01K>,000, than ?17.000.- 
Onn. The groat hulk of that Is for 
pa«t ami prospective war expenditures. 

For this, you and congress and the 
Executive departments at Washington 
nre responsible. You more than any¬ 
body else, for It Is your money that Is 
being spent and you cun stop it. In its 
simplest terms the procedure Is this: 
You earn the money, congress takes it 
away from you In the form of taxes, 
and then congress and the Executive 
departments spend It. 

A great part of It is wasted. This Is 
established, conceded, confessed, and 
acknowledged by congress, which 
authorizes the expenditures, and by 
the executive ofli< ers of the govern¬ 
ment. who do the actual spending. It 
Is your money that you have earned 
In your business, on your farm, or by 
the labor of your hands, that is being 
expended nnd wasted at Washington. 

Every cent that Is extravagantly or 
needlessly expended by the govern¬ 
ment you could have In your ixwket to 
meet the Increased eost of food, lodg¬ 
ing and clothing, doctors’ bills and 
amusements, or to put away and save 
against a rainy day. If you only de¬ 
manded determinedly nnd unitedly 
that governmental extravnganee should 
cense. 

I can tell you some of the conditions 
of governmental spending nnd- how 
your money is chucked about, and I 
can tell you how you can stop It. The 
power Is yours, nnd until you exer¬ 
cise !♦ waste and extravagance will 
not stop.

$10,000,000 AID 
FOR VETERANS 

Red Cross Provides Friendly 
Service of Many Kinds to 
Army of Disabled. 

BULK OF WORK BY CHAPTERS 

2,397 of These Are Helping Ex- 
Service Men Obtain Bene¬ 
fits U. S. Provides. 


One field of Red Cross service alone, 
that of assisting disabled veterans of 
the World War, entails expenditures 
$*,000,000 greater than the aggregate 
receipts of the Annual Roll fall of 
1920, the American Red Cross an 
nounces In a statement urging a wide¬ 
spread increase In membership at tin* 
Annual Roll Call, November 11 to 24. 
At the present time National Head¬ 
quarters and the nation-wide chain of 
Chapters of the Red Cross is spend¬ 
ing approximately $10,000,000 annual¬ 
ly for the relief of disabled ex-service 
men and their families, while the ag¬ 
gregate receipts from last year’s Roll 
Call were approximately $6,OtX),n00. 

It Is In the 2,289 of the 8,6<M> Red 
Cross Chapters which still are helping 
solve the veteran’s problem of adjust¬ 
ing himself to m normal civilian status 
that the greater part of tlie cost of this 
service is borne. Of the total sum 
spent for veterans’ relief last year, 
National Headquarters expended a to¬ 
tal of more than $2,800,000. while the 
remaining disbursement of approxi¬ 
mately $7,000,000 represents the con¬ 
tribution of Chapters In this country¬ 
wide effort to assist the Government 
in providing the aid sorely needed by 
these men an*] their families. 

An Ever Expanding Problem 

That the problem of the disabled 
service man is ever-expanding and 
probably will not reach the peak be¬ 
fore 192ft, Is the assertion of well in¬ 
formed Government officials and that 
2,397 Red Cross Chapters regard It 
as their most important work is evi¬ 
dence that the expansion is In nowise 
confined to u particular section but Is, 
on the contrary, nation-wide. At the 
end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1921, 
there were 20,300 disabled service men 
In the 1,092 United States Public 
Health Sendee, Contract and Govern 
ment Hospitals nnd Soldiers Homes, 
find that number is increasing at a 
rate of 1,000 a month. 

Thou so rids of these men receiving 
medical treatment, compensation and 
vocational training from the Govern¬ 
ment today, started their efforts to 
obtain them through the Red Cross 
Chapter. The Chapter, a«3ing as the 
disabled man's agent in claims against 
the Government, informs the man as to 
the procedure necessary to gain for 
him that which is provided him by 
Federal statute. His applications for 
compensation, medical treatment and 
training are properly filed with the aid 
•f the Red Cross Chapter. 

Many Form* of Assistance 

If there is delay before the man’s 
claim Is acted upon, the Red Cross 
Chapter lend* the man money to meet 
the imperative needs of himself and 
his dependents. 

Most vital to the man's gaining full 
benefit from the Government's cure is 
keeping his mind free from worry about 
his home. Keeping the veteran’s fuin- 
IIy from hardship of every kind and 
Informing him of its welfare Is an 
other province of the Chapter. Free 
from fear on this score, the man’s re¬ 
covery and advancement usually Is 
rapid. 

Every month during the lost year, 
the American Red Croaa has given 
■ervlce of one kind or another to tin 
average of 129,21ft former service men 
and their families. An Indication of 
the extent of the faith reposed In the 
Rod Cross Chapter is to be found In 
the fact that there were 3ft6,ft44 rs 
quests for friendly aid In the solution 
of persons 1 problems. 

448 Workers in Hospitals 

While the man prior to entering 
Government cure denis largely with the 
Chapter, afterward he comes into con¬ 
tact with the service provided by Na¬ 
tional Headquarters. There are 44S 
Red Cr*>ss workers in the United 
States Public Health Service and con¬ 
tract hospitals and other Institutions 
In which these men ure being cared 
for. whose duty Is to provide for his 
recreation, help him with his compen¬ 
sation claims, keep him In touch with 
his family: in short, meeting his every 
need outside of that provide*! hy the 
Government. While these are a few 
Of the responsibilities of the National 
Organization, they are by no means 
all. Among other Red Ooss accom¬ 
plishments for the year ure: 

It handled 70,732 allotment and al 
low a nee claims. 

It delivered through Its Chapter or 
ganizatlon 63,flftft allotment cheeks to 
veterans who had moved from the ad¬ 
dresses fund shed to the Bureau of 
War Risk Insurance. 

It provided :i special fund of $10,0**9 
for medical assistance to men under 
vocational training 

It land** 32,49ft loans totaling $4ftU,000 
to men taking vocational training, of 
Which 8ft per cent bus been repaid.

THE SUBMARINE 
(Baltimore News.) 

The history of modern warfare has 
been a history of moral retrogres¬ 
sion. Its inevitable effect is not 
progress toward higher levels, but a 1 
reversion to lower ones. A main cause 
of our entry into the war with Ger¬ 
many was our indignation over the 
violation of all rules of humanity 
and of all the hardly established 
code of international law wh.ch re¬ 
sulted from the unrestricted subma¬ 
rine campaign. We recognized that 
a submarine could not observe the or¬ 
dinary rules of search. We knew that 
it was foolish, if submarines were 
used at all, to expect them to risk 
their own almost certain destruction 
by any tender regard for crews or 
passengers of the ships they attacked. 
But we felt that the fact of their use 
was a crime; and that if a weapon 
could not be used without murder, it 
should not be used at all. We went 
to war partly to vindicate that be¬ 
lief. 

We won the war. We have not 
yet vindicated that belief. Subma¬ 
rines remain in all the navies of the 
world and, more than that, they are 
being calculated upon to carry out 
precisely the sort of blockade which 
Germany attempted, in cas * the nec¬ 
essity should arise. The submarine 
blockade, with its inevitable disre¬ 
gard of human rights, has not van¬ 
ished from the world, but has become 
a recognized method of warfare. Un¬ 
less there is a clear declaration on 
this point now, we may fully expect 
that in the next war merchant ships 
will be sunk without warning. 

The New York Herald has been 
actively urging that the attempt be 
made now, at the moment when there 
is possibility of success, to banish the 
submarine and poison gas from mod¬ 
ern warfare. The difficulties are 
manifest, but acquiescence in the un¬ 
restricted use of submarines means 
acquiescence in methods of making 
war, which once stirred our deepest 
indignation, which were largely re¬ 
sponsible for our entry into the Eu¬ 
ropean conflict. To fail now to do our 
utmost to put an end to them would 
be gross neglect of an imperative 
duty.

DIRARM AMENT. 

Ninety-three cents out of every 
dollar you paid this year as Federal 
taxes was used in paying for past 
and future wars. This means that 
the average family of five must pay 
$ 20.00 each month for the privilege 
of being killed, starved or thrown 
more heavily into debt. We went into 
the great war not for territorial gain 
but to prevent future wars; thous¬ 
ands of our young men were killed 
and 25 billions of dollars were wast¬ 
ed, for now we are frantically arm¬ 
ing ourselves for a future war. We 
are building 09 warships displacing 
734,928 tons while Japan is building 
85 warships displacing 805,188 tons. 
A modern warship costs more to 
build and operate than Yale Univer¬ 
sity, and if we would quit building 
warships and would build 09 univer¬ 
sities, think of the effect each year 
of having 100,000 more boys and girls 
•tart their business career with uni¬ 
versity training and no debt instead 
of with a big debt and no training. 
Every reader of this paper is a mem¬ 
ber of a business or social organi¬ 
zation and you should insist upon 
that organization writing our Pres- 
dent as well as to foreign delegations 
asking for a reduction of armament 
and the lessening of taxes.

At the office of the Clerk of the 
Circuit Court in Oakland, the infor¬ 
mation was given on Tuesday that 
up to that time more than fourteen 
hundred hunting licenses—to be ex¬ 
act, fourteen hundred and eleven— 
had been issued from that office this 
season. 

Three classes of licenses are issued, 
as follows: To residents; State-wide 
and to non-resident hunters. 

Of the first named class above 1364 
licenses were issued; while but six 
State-wide papers were taken out, 
and to non-residents forty-one licenses 
were granted. 

The revenue derived from this 
source is $1.00 for each license taken 
out by those residing in the county; ; 
$5.00 for each Staje-wide license and 
$10 for each non-resident license,* 
making the revenue approximately 
$1800.

Paul had two companions, Luke 
and Aristarchus. Now a prisoner 
could take no companion, not even 
his wife, hut he could carry slaves 
to attend his personal wants. These 
two comrades shipped as slaves.love’s 
bondmen who were willing to barter 
liberty for the sake of service. Such 
was the hold of this prisoner upon 
the hearts of men. Creeping along 
the coast they touched at Sidon, 
where Paul was granted a parole, 
and then they kept close to shore 
until they found a possibility for go¬ 
ing by sea to Rome, since their old 
vessel would have carried them to¬ 
ward the Black Sea. With 276 on 
hoard (vs. 37) the size may be in¬ 
ferred when one remembers that Co¬ 
lumbus crossed the Atlantic in 1492 
with hut 120 men in his three ves¬ 
sels. It was not a mere cockle-shell 
that breasted the waves and crept 
under the lee of Crete and tarried at 
Fair Havens. It was too late in the 
season to attempt the journey, but 
they were anxious to have a comfor¬ 
table place to spend the winter. The 
harbor was none the best and the 
town was "slow.” There was much 
insistence that they try to reach 
Phoenix, on the same coast, with its 
"liver” town to visit on shore leave. 
Paul protested. He was an experi¬ 
enced traveler and his opinion was 
worth hearing, so he was taken into 
counsel. But the captain-owner was 
ready to take a chance. There was 
possible profit and he would risk the 
attempt for gain. Paul was certain 
that God meant him to reach Rome, 
but he was not throwing his brains 
overboard because of it.

And he certain¬ 
ly prayed for the men who had im- ; 
perilled his whole project and his life i 
when the answer came it was the! 
granting of "all them that sail with I 
thee.” His passionate entreaty had j 
been for others rather than for him¬ 
self, and in this the disciple was as 
his Lord. But he was wonderfully 
human. It was a real he-man who 
spoke the word of cheer prefaced by 
"Sirs, ye should have hearkened unto 
me and not have set sail from 
Crete.” How we do like to be found 
a true prophet even if it is of trou¬ 
ble! But it had been the security of 
the cause and the saving of the rest I 
that were embraced in the answer of | 
conviction that followed his pray- J 
ing. Utterly unselfish he put others 
first in the deepest moments which 
are revealed here by the pen of his 
beloved physician, Luke. 

PATH AND FEAR. 

Dark days and darker nights pas¬ 
sed and left the crew and the com¬ 
pany apathetic almost through the 
strain of long fear.

They could not have survived the j 
breakers in the darkness and the sol¬ 
diers would have made sorry work j 
with the ship. Faith took command 
in the hour of fear and panic and 
worked with Gid b>' every means that 
a shrewd mind could suggest. The 
crowd might pray, hut Paul hail done 
his earlier, so had all his wits for the 
emergency. 

FAITH AND GOOD CHEER. 

"There are folks that are smart, 
and folks that are entertaining, and 
folks that are just as pretty to look 
at as a picture,’* said an old country 
woman, "but give me every time the 
kind that heartens you up.” These 
drenched and weakened storm-vic- 
tims would have endorsed the word. 
In the gray dawn with the spray 
heating in his face, Paul was pass¬ 
ing cheerily from man to man insist¬ 
ing that they would reach the shore.

850 DISASTER DEATH 
TOLL FOR ONE YEAR 


Red Cross Gives $1,371,000 Re¬ 
lief When 65,000 Families 
Are Made Homeless. 


Forty-three disasters, resulting la 
the death in the United States of 850 
persons and tin* injury <»f 2,500 called 
for emergency relief measures and 
tin* expenditure of $1,871,000 by the 
American Red Gross during the fiscal 
year ending June .*10, 1921, says an 
announcement based upon tlie forth¬ 
coming annual report of the Red (’rose. 
These disasters caused property dam¬ 
age estimated ut $30,000,000, affected 
sixty-seven communities and rendered 
05,(Mm families homeless. 

The year’s disasters were of vary¬ 
ing types, Including several which pre¬ 
viously had never been thought of 
as falling within that classifica¬ 
tion. The Red Gross furnished 
relief In seventeen fires of magnitude, 
five floods, seven tornadoes or cy¬ 
clones, one devastating storm, three 
explosions, including the one in Wall 
street ; one building accident, twy 
typhoid epidemics, the most serious be¬ 
ing that at Salem, Ohio, which af¬ 
fected 9 per cent of the population; 
one smallpox epidemic, In the republic 
of Haiti; one train wreck, the race riot 
at Tulsa, Okla.; the famine In China, 
emergency relief in famine among the 
Indians of Alaska, the grasshopper 
plague in North Dakota and an earth¬ 
quake in Italy. 

Pueblo Most Serious 

By far the most severe of the dis¬ 
asters in the Unit States during the 
period covered h\ the Red Gross re- 
port was the Pueblo flood early In 
June, 1921. The rehabilitation prob¬ 
lem confronting the Red Cross in

In resp t e to appeals from Presi¬ 
dent Harding. Governor Shoup and 
other governors of western states and 
through local chapters of the Red 
Gross and other eommunity organiza¬ 
tions puhlic-spiriied citizens brought 
the total contribute ! for Pueblo’s re- 
habilita ion to more than $325,000. 

Tlie terrible havoc wrought by the 
flood waters is a matter of record. 
More than 2.5HO h t.ies were affected 
and 7,351 persons wen* left homeless. 
Estimates of 85no,fino as an absolute 
minimum for rehabilitation were made 
by Red Gross officials in charge of th» 
relief work. 

Fast Work in Wall Street 

ftg nota¬ 
ble in that relief workers of the Red 
Cross were on the scene twenty min¬ 
utes after the disaster occurred. The 
race riot at Tulsa also was unique !n 
disaster ’elief annals in that outside 
of a small emergency relief fund con- 
trlbu ed by the Hi d «'r tbs only 
relief measures outside the city con¬ 
sisted of the service of social work¬ 
ers. nurses and a trained executive 
whose object was to assist local forces 
in directing their own efforts. 

In decided contrast with the pre¬ 
vious year, only one tornado assumed 
the proportions of a major disaster. 
This occurred on April 15, in the bor¬ 
der sections of Texas and Arkansas 
with the city of Texarkana as the 
center. The significant feature of thla 
disaster relief work was the fact that 
, it covered so much rural territory a* 
to make necessary r large number of 
relief workers. 

The famine In Ghina, necessitating 
relief expenditures totalling more than 
$1,000,000 by the American Red Growl 
was by far the most serious of the 
foreign disasters in which the Red 
Gross gave aid. 

Builds Up Its Machinery 

In connection with the administra¬ 
tion of disaster relief measures, an in¬ 
creasing effectiveness on the part of 
the Red Gross to deal with emergen- 
1 ries was manifested during the past 
year. In 328 Ghapters of the Ameri¬ 
can Red Gross there have been formed 
special committees to survey the re¬ 
sources of their refspective communi¬ 
ties and to he prepared In case of 
disaster. In others of the 3,402 active 
Ghapters, a network of communication 
has been formed through which instan¬ 
taneous relief may be dispatched to 
any part of the United States. 

That Its work In this field may be 
continued with ever greater effective¬ 
ness, tlie American Red Gross Is ap¬ 
pealing for widespread renewal of 
membership during its Annual Roll 
Gall, to ho conducted this year from 
November 11 to 24.

SMALLEST RAILROAD IN FIGHT REAR RAIDS RIO REN AND 

WITH WESTERN MARYLAND ES< APES WITH LARGE HOG 


Chaffee Company Seeks Recognition 
Eroni Interstate Com mission 

The smallest railroad in the State, 
the Chaffee, is preparing to fight the 
Western Maryland Railway Company 
for national recognition from the In¬ 
terstate Commerce Commission. 

The Chaffee Railroad Company 
operates in Garrett county and West 
Virginia. It boasts of three and one- 
half miles of trackage; a small num¬ 
ber of freight cars, a locomotive and 
a passenger coach which is a combi¬ 
nation of a locomotive and coach. 

It has a complete schedule and has 
serious intentions of carrying pass¬ 
engers and freight, and, furthermore 
of complying with the Public Service 
Commission regulations. There is 
one other thing it is doing. It has 
started an apparently winning fight 
for recognition against the Western 
Maryland Company's millions, and 
with the order just issued by the 
Maryland Public Service Commission, 
which gh;c. it the .status of a rail¬ 
road company, it is preparing to fight 
for its life before the Interstate Com¬ 
merce Commission. 

I The Chaffee line is probably the 
shortest interstate railroad in the 
United States, creeps over just 
far enough into Chaffee, West Va., 
to get into interstate controversies. 

The Western Maryland Company’s 
position in the hearing which was 
he ld recently, was that the company 
was not a regular common carrier; 
was not needed in the particular lo¬ 
cality it invaded-a rich mining 
community—and that it had not the 
equipment to comply with the re¬ 
quirements of a common carrier. 

The officials of the company, how¬ 
ever, pointed proudly to the little 
passenger coach, which, incidentally, 
is something like a niotorbus on a 
, track and propelled by gasoline; to 
i its freight ears, to the s attered in¬ 
habitants of the town of Chaffee 
j anil the community surrounding it 
who are accommodated by the little 
‘"gasoline Pullman.”

Where Your

How Uncle Sam Spends 
Your Money in Conduct¬

UNCLE SAM AS EMPLOYER 

The United States government is the 
largest single employer of men and 
women in this country. At the present 
time in the executive civil sendee of 
the Federal government, and exclusive 
of the army and navy, there are em¬ 
ployed approximately 650,000 workers, 
or one in 73 of all residents on Ameri¬ 
can soli, ten years of age or over, en¬ 
gaged in gainful occupations. A little 
while ago, when the number of federal 
employees was even larger than it Is 
now, one person out of every 08 In the 
United States who had any sort of a 
jot) at all was working f*»r the govern¬ 
ment. These calculations are based 
on recent estimates of the bureau of 
the census In anticipation of the re¬ 
sults of the fourteenth general census. 

Prior to the outbreak of the war, 
in 11)14, tlie number of men and women 
in civil positions In the executive 
service was approximately 385,630. In 
1916 it had grown to MS,832. In 1917, 
after our entry into tin* war, it was 
450,798. On June 30, 1919, the number 
was 707,448. The number on July 31, 
1920, was 091,110. 

These figures are confessedly ap¬ 
proximations. Since the signing of the 
armistice the number of federal em¬ 
ployes has been decreasing. Un¬ 
doubtedly the decrease in force will 
continue to he made for months to 
come, but the growth of the govern¬ 
ment business in the pnst few years 
has l>een such as to make it a larger 
employer in the post-war period than 
it had ever been In the pre-war period. 

These thousands of men and women 
working for the government comprise 
every type of ability and intelligence. 
Their duties rover a range of activities 
tint far exceeds that exorcised for 
other public or private employers: for. 
besides its task of lawmaking and law 
enforcing, of national defense* and 
national finance, the government Is 
♦ barged with promoting tla* health and 
welfare of Its people, of promoting 
the'r home Interest ;, t!i«*lr agricultural, 
mining, manufacturing, shipping, fish¬ 
ing nnd transportation Interests. 

To do this it must Investigate, con¬ 
trol nnd emdicjffe diseases that attack 
persons, plants and animals. It must 
Inspect livestock, food* nnd drugs. If 
must study conditions and progress In 
education, labor and commerce. It 
must prevent Individual men *>r groups 
of men from using unfair business 
methods, whether in banking, trans¬ 
portation. trade or manufacture. 

The government must ndministei 
public lands and the affairs of the 
Indians, and educate children in 
Alaska. It grants patents of Inven¬ 
tion, it sets the clocks of the country, 
forecasts the weather, and makes 
observations of the stars and heavenly 
bodies. It constructs buildings, docks, 
roads, bridges, irrigation works, builds 
canals and aeroplanes, makes 
ordnance and ammunition, clothing 
and other supplies for its soldiers and 
sailors. It makes all Its own money 
and does nil its own printing. It dis¬ 
tributes all mail and many packages. 

The government does everything 
that any employer in the United States 
d*w*s, in addition to a great many 
Ihings that no other employer does. 
How does It treat its people? Is It 
a good employer or a bad employer? 
Arc its employees contented? These 
arc questions that I should advise the 
railroad men, the miners and otlier 
workers who seek nationalization of 
Industry, to look into before they com¬ 
mit themselves. • 

Lot them find out for themselves 
what government ownership would 
moan to them. 

The first thing they will discover, as 
I discovered when I began the present 
inquiry, Is that nobody knows, and 
nobody in the government service is 
rnarged with knowing, the exact 
number of employees In the service 
ftom tiny to day. Even more astound¬ 
ing, nobody knows, or Is charged with 
knowing, even approximately, the sum 
of tho payroll of the United States. 

It Is not possible to find out within 
hundreds of thousands of dollars how 
much the United States pays yearly 
or monthly In salaries and wages. I 
wont to the Treasury department, to 
the appropriations committee of con¬ 
gress, and elsewhere where I thought 
the Information might lie lodged, but 
nobody knew. I was told vaguely that 
•he government was not run on an 
•sxot and liability basis, and therefore 
It was not necessary to know the exact 
number of employees on the payroll. 

If the average compensation Is $1,- 
100. the federal civil service payroll 
now amounts to more thnn seven 
hundred million dollars annually. The 
largest single branch is the Post Office 
de|*nrtrr»ont, with nearly 800,000 em¬ 
ployees. The War department has 
more than 125,000 civilian employees, 
•he Navy department about 90,000, and 
the Treasury department about 00.000. 
No other branch has as many as 25,000 
employees. Any Institution that em¬ 
ploys one In seventy-three of all this 
country’s workers and calls for the 
expenditure of such a large part of 
our annual revenues Is entitled to 
your serious consideration. Tim and 
yoa alone put up the money.

Washington. — The United States 
government is about to set on foot a 
movement to bring out of the arma¬ 
ment conference a system of similar 
but broader annual conferences to deal 
with tlie troubles of the world. 

President llarding intends not only 
to make the present meeting the oc¬ 
casion for an effort to continue such 
gatherings but he also has in mind 
the calling of other nations to the 
present conference near its close nnd 
Inviting them to approve what has 
been done.

Washington.—Tax receipts of the 
Government during tho fiscal year 
1921 decreased nearly a billion dollars 
as compared with the previous year, 
and the cost of collection Increased 32 
cents for each $1U0, says the annual 
report of the Bureau of Internal Rev¬ 
enue made public by Commissioner 
Blair.

“Practically all of the 600,000 tax¬ 
payers,” he sold, “dealt with collec¬ 
tors of internal revenue but once each 
year, while under present laws tho 
monthly returns required of sales tax 
payers, together with the quarterly 
payment feature provided for income 
taxpayers, necessitate 15,000,000 sep¬ 
arate transactions annually.” 

Mr. Blair also called attention to the 
danger of loss by fire of several hun¬ 
dred thousand income tax returns and 
other irreplaceable papers represent¬ 
ing hundreds of millions of dollars iu 
increased assessments.

of $500,000,000 as Congress pared 
that much from the estimate.

But we sway be pardoned for hum¬ 
bly suggesting that the en 1 desired 
cannot be attained by a partial or 
even complete disarmament of the 
nations. Reformation of nun or na¬ 
tions will not result from the destruc¬ 
tion of arms, but genuine reformation 
of men will lea l automatically to the 
complete destruction of all instru¬ 
ments of war and all forms of vio¬ 
lence. While war is terrible beyond 
description of human phrase, yet 
it is not the worst thing to be feared. 

Bolshevism, as a great menacing 
monster, is nocking at the door of ev¬ 
ery* nation, and the destruction of all 
law and order is threatened. To pre¬ 
vent such terrible disaster and to 
save the people from indescribable 
suffering is the tremendous problem, 
which, we submit, requires more than 
human wisdom. We therefore sug¬ 
gest that the heeding of Divine wis¬ 
dom and the adoption of the Divine 
remedy as prescribed by God’s holy 
Word is vitally essential at this time. 

The Kingdom of Christ, the Mes¬ 
siah, for which he taught his disci¬ 
ples to pray, is at hand. Th ; s is ev¬ 
idenced by the World War, Lunin**, 
pestilence, social upheaval, distress 
of nations with perplexity, etc., all 
of which constitute the fulfillment of 
prophecies made hy Jesus himself as 
relating to the present time. With¬ 
in a short time his kingdom will be 
fully and completely established and 
the old order of things completely 
gone.

(2- Let the Statesmen or Politi¬ 
cians cease to act as instruments of 
selfish pow’ers and selfish interests 
and henceforth honestly and impar¬ 
tially represent and safeguard the 
interests and general welfare of all 
the people. 

(3) Let the Clergy and other Re¬ 
ligious Teachers, who claim to be 
ministers of God’s Word and there¬ 
fore the nobles among the people, 
divorce themselves completely from 
commercial and political affiliations, 
return to their first love, recognize 


God’s Word as truth, honestly and 
faithfully teach the people the prin¬ 
ciples taught by Jesus and the Apos¬ 
tles, and thereby prepare the people 
to receive the kingdom of Christ, the 
Messiah, who alone can and will es¬ 
tablish peace on earth and good will 
tow*ard men. 

Let the Ruling Factors hy exam¬ 
ple as well as by word thus lead the 
people in the right way and prove 
that they are the real friends of the 
people; and let all the people heed 
the words of God, refrain from vio¬ 
lence of every kind or form, seek 
meekness and righteousness, and the 
occasion for armament and war will 
sease. These things done, the king¬ 
dom of Christ ,the Messiah, will be 
established on earth without suffer¬ 
ing. 

We .d.Ml be pardoned for saying 
that the prophecies clearly indicate 
that if the divinely prescribed remedy 
be ignored, this being the day of 
God’s vengeance, as declared by his 
prophets of old, his w*rath will be 
visited upon every government and 
system of Christendom; and both Je¬ 
sus and the prophets declare that 
such shall be “a time of trouble such 
as the world has never known”, at 
which time shall “Michael [the Mes¬ 
siah] stand up, the great prince that 
standeth for the children of thy peo¬ 
ple”. This standing up of Michael 
will effect the deliverance of man¬ 
kind from all forms of oppression 
and will mark the beginning of right¬ 
eousness on earth. The result will be 
God’s will done on earth as it is done 
in heaven, for which Jesus taught 
Christians to pray. 

Great responsibility rests upon the 
Ruling Factors of the nations Y>f 
earth now in the hour of dire dis¬ 
tress and perplexity; and we shall be 
pardoned for requesting such to give 
earnest consideration to the Word 
of God* having in mind that “bless¬ 
ed is that nation whose God is Jeho¬ 
vah.” 

Resolved, That a copy of this me¬ 
morial he delivered to the Honorable 
Charles Evans Hughes, Chairman of 
the International Arms Congress 
now in session at Washington, D. C.;

Writes a l-etter of Cheer From the 
Valley of the Ohio. 

Now that Thanksgiving is gone 
apace and the Christmas holidays 
are rapidly approaching, I thought 
it no more than fair that I should 
keep in touch with my beloved church 
people in the mountains. 

Although we and my people are 
living in a valley which is a veritable 
beehive of industry—a valley pul¬ 
sating with the hum of machinery 
and business, we miss our friends of 
the mountains of Garrett county and 
Corinth. It would not be possible, 
after so many years of pleasant com¬ 
panionships and associations to for¬ 
get. However, we are still among 
the West Virginia hills where people 
have the same warm hearts and the 
same loving reverence for the church 
and the word of God. 

Our work here is the same as in 
the mountains; it is the same every¬ 
where —that of uplifting mankind 
and endeavoring to instill more re¬ 
ligion into the community; more ser¬ 
vice for Jcmus Christ who was giren 
to us at Christmas time that He 
might afterwards be sacrificed in or¬ 
der that we should be saved from 
our sins. 

We live here on the National Pike 
at Fulton, a busy little town just 
back of Wheeling. The Pike is a 
crowded thoroughfare and one may 
count hundreds of machines whipping 
by in an hour, each machine telling 
its tale of pleasure, business or wor¬ 
ship. Fine homes surround us as well 
as the modest homes of the masses, 
^_whiyh, after all, are the which 

really manifest the proper spirit to¬ 
ward God and fellowman. 

I preached this morning at Gregg- 
ville to the Jr. O. U. A. M. organi¬ 
zation, and had an excellent turnout 
although the watrr came down, so to 
speak, in torrents. 

My work consists, among other 
things, of preaching at three church 
services on Sunday; in the morning 
at Greggville; afternoon at Mount 
du Chantel and in the evening at 
Fulton. 

Here, as in the mountains, the 
people have their everyday cares and 
business worries, but still find time 
to worship the wonderful Savior. The 
proper spirit is manifested in our 
worship here, evidenced by the ex¬ 
cellent attendance at the Thanksgiv¬ 
ing and today's services—days on 
which, apparently, the very heavens 
were opened and the rain poured out 
in plenty.

SERBIAN CHILDREN AT SCHOOL i 


Devastation and Confusion That Fol¬ 
lowed the War Are Being Over- 
come by Brave People. 

At the present time the situation in 
regard to education in Serbia is a very 
serious one Ik?< ause of tin* devastation 
and confusion which followed the war. 

It is by no means a hopeless situation, 
however, because of the indomitable 
spirit and unquenchable enthusiasm of 
the Serbian people, observes Southern 
Workman. At the end of the war there 
was scarcely a school building left tit 
for use. Many had been utterly de¬ 
stroyed and those that were left were 
mere shells, with no books, school 
furnishings or equipment of any kind. 
Most of the men teachers had been 
killed in the war and many women 
teachers had died or were seriously 
incapacitated from the effects of three 
years of hardship and starvation. Ttie | 
whole school system had to be rebuilt. ! 
In less than two years the Serbians ! 
accomplished this task. It is by no ' 
means completely finished. In many 
cases the children are crowded into \ 
one room, with inadequate seating ea i 
paclty. Sometimes one teacher has . 
charge of a school of a hundred pupils, I 
hut the important facts are that the i 
children are having some kind of 
schooling again after three years of | 
neglect when the Austrians were in 
occupation; that even with a scarcity ' 
of teachers the high standard of the 
teaching profession Is being maintained 
and that the standard of education 
has not been lowered, hut on the con¬ 
trary Is being constantly raised.

(’hief among the sub-divisions of 
the appropriation for work with vet¬ 
erans is that which concerns it!ell 
with assistance i<• disabled men and 
women in government hospitals. Thi* 
item of $ 1 , 790 , 000 . au increase of mor* 
than $300,000 over the appropriation 
for the same work in last year’s bud¬ 
get, will provide those personal serr- 
b-es for the disabled and their families 
w’hieh are indispensable to supplement 
those provided by the government. 
The director of the Veterans’ Burea* 
has recently expressed his desire that 
the Red Dross should continue and 
extend these “humanizing servic**/* 
other items of the appropriation for 
veterans’ relief arc* proportionately in¬ 
creased. An additional appropriation 
of $409,000 has been made for Red 
Cross work in connection with regu¬ 
lar Army and Navy hospital* and 
with the regular Army and Navy. 

For disaster relief, the Red Cro** 
has set aside* for the current twelr* 
months an appropriation of $543,976^ 
virtually doubling the appropriation 
for the same purpose for the fiscal 
y eat 1920-1021. 

More than $2,000,000 is provided tor 
service Htid assistance to the 
Red Cross chapters by the national 
organization.

Other items of the domestic b udgot 
include $498,540 for miscellaneous ms 
fixities, including contribution!

Many Reasons Why the Red Men Are 
Taking to the Footgear of 
the White Race. 

Bt'cause of a scarcity of proper 
teailu*r from which to manufacture 
footwear, ami tla* availuliilty of stole 
shoes, Indian moccasin making will 
«oon bo a lost art. 

Throughout the Northwest the 
fringe-bordered and beud-bedeeked In¬ 
dian moccasin is rapidly being substi¬ 
tuted by the white man's shoe. The 
high-laced shoe Is a favorite with both 
asexes. For hunting and lishiug the 
1921 “warrior" prefers a hobnailed 
knee-high logger's boot. 

The aboriginal moccasin fabric 
'ma mouse hide for cold weather in 
the Northwest; buffalo hide with tlie 
hair on for winter on the plains; buck¬ 
skin for all general purposes, and 
later on beef hide in place of the 
-disappearing skins. 

VJ*i one fabric of the other were 
distinct tribal models with historical 
events drawn in head work. The 
Crow, Sioux and Blackfoot Indian 
shoes possessed a hard rawhide sole 
to ward off stubby grass and pebbles. 

In the snowy regions of the north¬ 
west the moccasin had soft soles that 
~<Yould admit of the use of the snow- 
shoe. 

Tourists who have been searching 
for various makes of moccasins de- 
':iares some of the Northwest tribes 
tt sve entirely eliminated moccasins. 
That the historic shot* of the Amer¬ 
ican native may not become extinct, 
:he University of Washington will at¬ 
tempt to collect specimens of moc- 
rasins as made by every aboriginal 
tribe on tlie North American conti¬ 
nent. An expedition has left t«> be¬ 
gin the collecting of the footwear. 


SEEK TREASURE LONG BURIED 


Search Being Made in Italy for 

Wealth Concealed Since Centuries 
Before Birth of Christ. 

Robert Louis Stevenson or Alexan¬ 
dre Dumas could Jiardly have pr«e 
duced a more romantic story than 
that whU # !i conics ft m Illsceglie. in 
the province of Bari, writes a Uome 
correspondent. 

A week or two ago an Italian widow 
returned from Jerusalem declaring 
that she was in possession of an old 
parchment written In Italian, and giv¬ 
en to her father by a monk of Ilia* 
eeglie, which contulna indications of 
the whereabouts of an enormous hid¬ 
den treasure. • 

Until recently the widow has uot 
hud enough money to carry out the 
excavation for the treasure, which is 
said to consist of 150 silver vases and 
*JU other vases full of gold coins, 31 
of silver, five of uuiique works of art. i 
30 boxes of Jewels, and a large earth¬ 
enware vessel full of pearls. Now 
the excavation has begun. 

According to telegrams from Bis- 
cegile the first indication mentioned 
In the parchment—namely, a large 
stone with a seriKMit engraved upon 
it—lias already been discovered two 
public spirited of the village’s resi¬ 
miles from the town. 

The treasure is supposed to have 
belonged to a Homan mutron who hur¬ 
led it at the approach of Hannibal's 
troops In 210 B. C., hut there is noth¬ 
ing to explain why so many centuries 
were allowed to elapse between the 
concealment of the treasure and the 
preparation of the parchment.

LINK TO PREHISTORIC TIMES 

Discovery Made in South America 
Strengthens Theory Long Held Con¬ 
cerning Ancient Land Bridge. 

A report has been published by the 
Field Museum of Natural History, at 
Chicago, describing an animal discov¬ 
ered In South America, which is a 
survivor of a prehistoric period. This 
animal known as Cenolestes, is small 
and looks like a slmrp-nosed rat. but 
is different fn.m any other living ani¬ 
mal. Its bones and teeth are essen¬ 
tially the same as those of a group of 
animals now extinct and known only 
through fossils hundred* of thousands 
of years old. It has a pouch like the 
kangaroo, and Its existence may indi¬ 
cate some truth in the theory that 
South America and Australia were 
connected by land in prehistoric times, 
since pouched animals exist in both 
places. The original stock may have 
spread from South America to Aus¬ 
tralia, or vice versa, or it may have 
originated In a 1. ng-vunlshed conti¬ 
nent, the so-called Antarctica, and 
spread north to both continents, over 
a land bridge, which is supposed to 
have linked the three.

FIRST HEAVY SNOW OF THE 
SEASON BEGAN SUNDAY A. M. 



Depth of Fight Inches From Six Un¬ 
til Evening Accumulated. 

Snow, which began falling along 
about six o’clock on Sunday m )rning, 
was general in all sections of Mary¬ 
land and the States bordering on the 
west and north. It was exceptionally 
deep at .points along the Western 
Maryland Railroad in the Potomac 
valley, the storm having its origin 
in the east. 

From the hour the snow started to 
fall until six o’clock Sunday evening 
it had attained a depth of eight or 
nine inches in all parts of Garrett 
county. From Cumberland east the 
depth was about six inches with a 
high wind as an accompaniment. 

Garrett county was not free of the 
wind. At points along the State road 
between Oakland and Keyser’s Ridge 
it became drifted to the depth of sev¬ 
eral feet, closing the roads complete¬ 
ly on Monday, although it had been 
kept open on Sunday, but a second 
storm Monday afternoon wrought 
the havoc after the State snow plow 
had made its way over the road as 
far as Accident, but upon it" return 
the fall had become so gr at and the 
drifts in the cuts along the road so 
deep that at a point three miles north 
of town the plow became hopelessly 
imbedded in the drift and was aban¬ 
doned for the night by the driver and 
the men accompanying him. Behind 
the plow there were a half dozen or 
more automobiles which had flosely 
followed it for several miles, but 
when the State machine failed the 
automobiles could not get through 
and they also were abandoned, the 
occupants spending the night at var¬ 
ious farmhouses along the roadway. 

Yesterday morning a large force 
of men with shovels were put to work 
opening the road, which was accom¬ 
plished about dark and the stalled 
cars back of it were enabled to push 
through to town.

THE SCHOOLS OF GARRETT 

County Superintendent Rathbun Fur¬ 
nishes Valuable Data Concerning 
Their Operation and Finances 

At the recent meeting of the Pat¬ 
rons* Club of the Oakland Grammar 
and the Garrett County High schools 
which was held in the High School 
building and largely attended by the 
citizens generally of Oakland and the 
community immediately surrounding 
the town, a report w’as made by Mr. 
F. E. Rathbun, County Superintend¬ 
ent in which it was set out in mimeo¬ 
graph form and given to each person 
present, the amount of money each 
of the fourteen districts of the coun¬ 
ty is providing through county tax¬ 
ation towards the financial support 
in paying the salaries of the teachers 
in each of the same fourteen dis¬ 
tricts. 

Based upon the amount of taxes 
each district is paying through the 
county levy as made in April, 1921, 
as well as including the same amount 
yet to be raised in April, 1922, thru 
county taxation for the financial sup¬ 
port of the teachers for the current 
school year, the report set out the 
following revenue as coming from 
the election districts under the six¬ 
ty-two cent tax rate for teachers* 
salaries, 31 cents of which has been 
levied and is being collected, the re¬ 
maining 31 cents to be levied and col¬ 
lected through the next county levy 
to be made by the County Commis¬ 
sioners in April, 1922.

In comparing the two tables given 
above, it was pointed out that two 
election districts, No. 14, West Oak¬ 
land, and No. 4, Bloomington, are 
providing under a 64-cent county tax 
more than enough funds to pay the 
salaries of the teachers of these two 
districts, No. 14, West Oakland, pro¬ 
viding an excess of $119.94, and No. 
4, Bloomington, $3fi4.0fi, which two 
amounts when added to the state’s 
disrtribution for teachers’ salaries of 
$43,084.fi4, makes a grand total of 
$43 ,5fi8.64 that is being distributed 
in the twelve remaining districts for 
teachers* salaries, w’hich districts do 
not provide sufficient funds through 
county taxation for the payment of 
the salaries of the teachers in those 
twelve districts. 

The amount that each election dis¬ 
trict receives of the state fund se¬ 
cured from the state tax for schools 
of approximately 14 cents for teach 
era* salaries and that comes from the 
excess in Districts No. 14 and No. 4 
are given in the last table hereof. 

The percentage, moreover, existing 
between amount raised from county 
taxation and the amount now’ being 
paid to the teachers in each of the 
fourteen election districts, as set 
out above in detail, is as follows:

ONE HUNDRED AND SEVENTY-SEVEN TEACHERS UNANIMOUSLY 
ENDORSE BOND BILL WITHOUT REFERENDUM 

As is set out in the resolutions given below, one hundred and seventy- 
seven teachers in the public schools of Garrett County, Md., by rising vote, 
unanimously endorsed and recommended the passage of a bond bill, with¬ 
out referendum, for school buildings, repairs, equipment, etc., by the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of 1922, all of which appear| in the resolutions printed below. 

The teachers in conference at Accident endorsed the resolution in the 
same form as was endorsed in all the other five conferences with the excep¬ 
tion that the teachers at Accident named the sum of $300,000 as the amount 
that the bond bill should provide. 

The resolutions referred to are as follows: 

Oakland Conference, November 21, 1921. 

With an attendance of fi9 teachers, a motion for the adoption of the res¬ 
olution was made by Mrs. Cora M. Lohr, principal of the Swanton school, 
and was seconded by Miss Mary O’Donnell, principal of the Loch Lynn 
Heights school, and was carried unanimously by the 69 teachers present by 
a rising vote. The resolution adopted at Oakland reads as follows: 

RESOLVED, That the public school teachers of Garrett C. unty 
in conference assembled at Oakland, Md., on November 21, 1921, 
endorse and recommend the passage of a bond bill, without refer¬ 
endum, for school buildings, repairs, equipment, etc., by the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly of Maryland of 1922, and that individual members 
of both branches of the Legislature be notified in writing of this 
endorsement and that members of the General Assembly from Gar¬ 
rett county be strongly urged to see that the above bond bill is duly 
incorporated into law for the purpose hereinbefore mentioned.

The County Superintendent pointed 
out that in election district 4 No. 7, 
East Oakland, the Garrett County 
High School is located, and the sal¬ 
aries of the teachers in that high 
school, totalizing $10,250, are includ¬ 
ed in the annual salaries for District 
No. 7, East Oakland. Students from 
eight different districts attend the 
Garrett County High Schaal at Oak¬ 
land and considered in any w*ay, 
the salaries of the teachers in the 
high school may be charged to these 
eight districts to be apportioned as 
follows: 

No. 14, West Oakland .60 

No. 8, Ryan’s Glade . 15 

No. 7, East Oakland . 68

Any one who may desire from the 
above information can carry these 
calculations to the several districts. 
In the above report the total of teach¬ 
ers* salaries in the Garrett County 
High School is charged in all to Dis¬ 
trict No. 7, East Oakland. Omitting 
the high school salaries, District No. 

7 has a percentage of 165.6 instead of 
63.9 as given in the above report. 

The report was highly appreciated 
by those present at the meeting, giv¬ 
ing, as it did, an entirely new light 
on the ratio existing between tax 
revenues raised in the fourteen dis¬ 
tricts and expenditures therein for 
teachers’ salaries in those same four¬ 
teen districts. The County Superin¬ 
tendent w’as asked to make similar 
additional reports upon the county 
school system at the next meeting of 
the Patrons’ Club of the fw’o Oakland 
schools to he held during the pres¬ 
ent month of December. 

Approximately two-thirds of the 
amount of money necessary for teach¬ 
ers* salaries comes from county tax¬ 
ation and one-third thereof from the 
State funds. Accordingly, those dis¬ 
tricts that are providing more than 
69.1 per cent through county taxa¬ 
tion for teachers* salaries are provid¬ 
ing more than the county as a whole 
is providing for teachers’ salaries 
while those districts that are provid¬ 
ing less than 69.1 per cent are pro¬ 
viding less for teachers* salaries than 
the county average. 

In consequence of the exposition of 1 
the financial status of the various dis¬ 
tricts wdth respect to the amount of 
money collected for schools and the 
amount expended in the several dis¬ 
tricts for this purpose, the above ta¬ 
bles show exactly what districts pro¬ 
vide sufficient funds for the operation 
of her schools and those districts that 
do not. 


Kitzmiller Conference, November 22, 1921. 

With an attendance of twenty-four teachers, a motion for the adoption ot 
the resolution was made by Mr. C. J. Hanft, principal of the Gorman school, 
anil was seconded by Miss Caroline Walker, assistant teacher in the Kitz¬ 
miller Grammar School and was carried unanimously by the 24 teachers 
present by a rising vote. The resolution adopted at Kitzmiller reads as fol¬ 
lows : 

RESOLVED, That the public school teachers of Garrett County 
in conference assembled at Kitzmiller, Md., on November 22, 1921, 
endorse and recommend the passage of a bond bill without refer¬ 
endum for school buildings, repairs, equipment, etc., by the Gen¬

My dear Governor:— 

At the time of discussion of the 
school budget in your office last Wed¬ 
nesday’, you stated that the money 
raised by direct taxation is by law 
dedicated first ,to the bonded debt 
requirements of the State, and sec¬ 
ondly, to the schools. The conversa¬ 
tion then developed the fact that 
public education is the only State ac¬ 
tivity that is supported principally* out 
of the directly levied tax, and that 
the institutions caring for the sick, 
the indigent, the criminal, the insane, 
agriculture, higher education, etc., are 
supported by* funds raised by indi¬ 
rect taxation. Later you asked me if 
I thought that the public would stand 
for a ten-cent raise in the tax rate in 
order to carry out the proposed pro¬ 
gram of the State Board of Educa¬ 
tion. The implication carried by this 
question w*as, I take it, that the de¬ 
mands of other State managed social 
activities would so reduce the gen¬ 
eral fund that the schools would be 
obliged to go directly to the people 
for additional money.

to protest against the method by 
which the schools are financed be¬ 
cause it seems to be poor State policy 
to permit so fundamental an obliga¬ 
tion as the education of children to 
remain in a less secure position as 
regards its revenue than are such 
other activities as the care of the 
sick, indigent, the criminal, the in¬ 
sane, agriculture, higher education, 
etc. The present method in effect dis¬ 
criminates against the schools in fa¬ 
vor of all other social activities that 
are assumed by the State and finan¬ 
ced by the public purse. 

I protest then: 

First, That it seems to be poor 
State policy to so arrange for financ¬ 
ing of one fundamental activity, i. e., 
the school system, so as to make it 
appear to the tax-payers that its ne¬ 
cessities are the principal cause of 
increased direct State taxation. 

Second, That it seems to be poor 
State policy to so arrange for the 
financing of an institution whose work 
is vitally fundamental, that is in di¬ 
rect contact with th emajority of the 
people, that employs seven thous¬ 
and professionally trained people of 
high grade, that is operated for the 
sole purpose of promoting the social 
efficiency of our people, that is now 
responsible for the instruction of a 
quarter of a million.children, that is 
under the direct scrutiny of practi¬ 
cally our whole population, and, that 
provides a service the acceptance of 
which is compelled by law, as to re¬ 
quire it to be the only contender for 
money raised by unpopular and gen 
erally opposed direct taxation, and 
the last to benefit by money raised 
by generally invisible, unfelt and 
popular indirect taxation. 

Third, That it seems to be poor 
State policy to so arrange for the 
financing of the State e locational 
system as to Have it depend on two 
variable sources of income, the one 
diminishing in direct proportion as 
the demands of other activities in 
crease; and the other depending di¬ 
rectly on the experience, inclination 
and sense of expediency of those who 
have the power to decide what the 
direct tax rate is to be at any partic 
ular time. 

Fourth, That it seems to be poor 
State policy to so arrange for the 
financing of one fundamental State 
aided social activity, i. e., the State 
educational, system, as to cause it f o 
constantly irritate the sore and sen¬ 
sitive pocket nerves of the tax-pay¬ 
ers, while all the other State aided 
social activities subsist on proceeds 
derived from the tax-payers who are 
obtunded by the anesthesia of uuli 
rect taxation. 

And I suggest— 

That it might be better State pol¬ 
icy to so arrange for the financing 
of the several social activities that 
each one, in the exact proportion that 
it shares in the total State income, 
be ratably represented in the direct 
tax levy. 

That it might be better State pol¬ 
icy to have the average tax-payer 
realize wha tproportion of the State 
income supports each State activity. 
(The average tax payer has hut little 
thought and knowledge of the fact 
that two-thirds of the State reve¬ 
nue is derived from indirect taxation, 
and is of the opinion that public op¬ 
erations are generally supported by 
the direct tax that he pays each year. 
This impression, while untrue, is the 
impression of the majority of our 
people, and it follows that the aver¬ 
age tax-payers who now believe that 
the State income is synonomous with 
the proceeds of the direct levy, fecks 
that the schools are absorbing over 
40 per cent of the State revenue, 
when, in reality, they absorb less 
than 20 per cent of it. Therefore, 
the average uninformed voter feels 
that public education is an unduly 
expensive institution and until this 
misapprehension can be corrected, he 
will be unwilling to give the support 
that the schools require). 

The above is submitted with a full 
realization that this is one of your 
busy times, but I think you will, per¬ 
haps, agree that the importance of 
the matter of the relative costs and 
responsibilities of the State aided 
social activities from the direct tax 
point of view, and the equitable and 
ratable distribution of the general 
fund, justifies our intrusion.

THE TEST OF LIFE. 

The figures step out of the picture 
and are seen to live. And each life 
must be tested in God’s fires before 
it can be classed as Christian. To 
Paul the Roman there had in some 
fashion come the slave fugitive. Now 
Paul never attacked the institution 
of slavery which was part of the Em¬ 
pire’s life, but he saw not a piece of 
property hut a man for whom Christ 
had died and he preached Jesus unto 
him until he became God’s freedman. 
Do we as cheerily face the negro, the 
Jew. the alien with the Gospel that 
Paul lived and Christ died to bring? 
Paul stood his test. But there was 
another. He was in prison, aged, 
weak, needing many things person¬ 
ally that his chain refused his get¬ 
ting, and here was a slave escaped 
from a friend hundreds of miles 
away who would gladly have served 
Paul himself—why not keep him and 
send a note telling Philemon what 
had happened ? Because the great 
Christian was both honest and high- 
spirited. He would not use what was 
another’s unless that other said the 
word. Well done, Paul! 

Onesimus had a severer test. He 
had robbed his master to get funds 
to escape even though he had worked 
for it and had not n ceived it. He 
was free. Because he was a Christian 
should he go back and submit to die, 
perhaps under torture, in order that 
he might wipe his record clean? The 
slave law was hopelessly bad, but

—PHILEMON. 

Whosoever would be first among you 
shall be your servant.— Matt. 20:27 
IN THE GREAT GALLERY. 

There is no more attractive picture 
in ail the Scripture gallery than is 
contained in the lesson story. The 
background is dense darkness. Sla¬ 
very was the very life of Rome. As 
man progressed he first ate those he 
conquered. Later he tortured them 
and beyond that time victory meant 
massacre. But Rome enslaved her 
overthrown enemies and with her 
farflung conquests half her people 
had been taken upon battlefields and 
sold upon the block. Naturally with 
such a supply of many slaves were 
better types than their masters. Dr. 
Luke was in all probability a freed 
slave. But fear gripped the heart 
of the Empire lest there be insurrec¬ 
tion and the iron hand was ever in 
evidence. A slave was a thing, not a 
person. Epictetus as a child was tor¬ 
tured and his leg was broken for the 
pleasure of his owner. They were fed 
to the fishes, they were killed at will, 
and they were crucified for the most 
trivial thing with no voice lifted in 
protest. Such was the background 
against which all the New Testament 
was written and experienced. At the 
side is a Cross from which a shaft of 
light falls aersos the blackness and 
illumines a group in the foreground. 
One is a gray, stooped, manacled 
man linked to a soldier. He is writ¬ 
ing a letter. Beside him is another 
figure, strong, erect, with a face u.i- 
on which is written high resolve and 
a love unutterable for Paul, the aged 
penman. Far off in the corner il¬ 
lumined by the same light one can 
make out other figures. They are 
Philemon with a stern hut kindly 
face; Apphia, his wife, is beside him 
and also the sturdy son, Archippus, 
who has given nimsclf to Christly 
service in Collosse and has earned 
the right to the title the Apostle 
gives him of “Fellow Soldier.” Paul’s 
face looks toward them with a wist¬ 
ful light ami Onesimus gazes also in 
the same direction with no trace of 
fear upon his countenance. It is in 
that hired house in Rome where Paul 
waits upon the hatred of the Jew 
to delay to the fullest extent the 
coming o fhis case to Caesar’s court 
confident as they were that it would 


mitted to every 
That he might be a worthy follower 
of his Lord he again put himself into 
bondage as a thing merely that he 
might rise into the glorious manhood 
of a clean Christian. He stood his 
test. Al honor to the lowly great 
man. 

Philemon was not to escape. He 
had been wronged and robbed and 
perhaps some cherished plans had 
been miscarried because of the action 
of his slave. Should he overlook it 
all and give him such a place as he ; 
had never held in the household in j 
all the earlier days? Would it be j 
fair to the others? Ought a patrician 
to do any such thing? Paul assumes 
that he will greet him as a brother 
beloved and treat him accordingly and 
we can allow Paul’s judgment to as- |

THE ROUTING OF WRONG 

Slavery is no longer a question, 
but Christ nor Paul condemned it, 
abominable as was its practice before 
their very faces. They both support¬ 
ed the state that sanctioned it and 
based so much of its life upon it. 
Neither of them were revolutionaries 
in the sense in which we use the 
term. Paul may have accepted the 
institution as part of the times, for 
it was universal, but it is true that 
reverence for law and order was part 
of th ctcaching of the early church. 
But at th esamc time they were in¬ 
jecting principles that inevitably 
xvould bring the overthrow of the 
existing order, yet it was never by 
force, but by the inworking of a new 
spirit into its life. Here was a slave 
who was recognized as a man instead 
of a piece of property and if he were 
to be treated as a man then certainly 
the institution that made him a thing 
was doomed. Brotherhood cannot 
abide such distinctions, for my broth¬ 
er has the same right that is my own. 
It was that sense of man’s real 
worth as seen in the self-giving of 1 
the Son of Man that is the very heart 
of all progress that has found voice 
in the world today. Class brother¬ 
hood can never be Christian, no mat¬ 
ter what class it is. God is the Father 
of all men and any brotherhood that 
does not build down to that founda¬ 
tion cannot stand in the light of 
God’s face. And the principle that 
Paul injected into this bit of personal 
writing that the old abolitionists de¬ 
clared should never have been put 
in the Bible, is the final word for all i 
the ills of this old world because it | 
goes to the foundation of a democ- I 
racy that rules by love and good-will. 
It puts the spirit of Jesus into the 
individual life in all its perplexing 
relations with all classes of folk; 
with the government and with the 
home, and when that has been done 
the millennium will have dawned.

ANATOLIA A LAND OF PLENTY 

Food In the Greatest Abundance, but 
Woeful Scarcity of Water, la 
the Situation There. 

American who find life expensive 
would secure unbounded relief if they 
could go to Anatolia, in Asia Minor. 

In the* area throu which the Greek 
army passed in Its advance on Angora, 
lambs sell for cents each, chicken! 
for 12 cents, whole cows for $9 and 
eggs for half a cent. Everywhere food 
Is found in great abundance and at 
prices such as America never heard of 
even before the war. 

The fertile fields of Anatolia rival 
those of the most productive American 
state. Wheat is the principal com¬ 
modity of the thrifty Turkish and Kurd 
farmers. They raise sufficient quan¬ 
tities to feed a continent. When King 
Constantine's army made its advance 
into the heart of the Kemuiist country 
it found hundreds of thousands of tons 
of wheat and grain. 

The Greeks also found incalculable 
numbers of eattle and sheep. CoWi^ 
oxen and water buffalo swarm the 
plains of Asia Minor, while the famous 
Angora goats and Caraman sheep are 
so numerous that they sell for about 
the price of a pound of mutton In any 
American city. 

It is tills great cornucopia that ha! 
made it'possible for Mustupha Keraal*! 
army to subsist so long without out¬ 
side assistance. It is also this great 
abundance that Inis kept the Greek 
forces going. Their onward inarch to 
Angora would not have been possible 
upon the meager food supplies they 
have been able to transport from 
Smyrna and Greece. 

The only thing scarce in Anatolia, 
particularly In toe southern part, la 
water. The territory over which the 
Greek troops marched is made up 
largely of desert land and barren hllll, 
with water only at distant Interval!. 
For days the weary soldiers had to 
march under the burning Asia sun 
without a drop of water.

In good weather both groups may be sent home if it is practicable to go alone, otherwise they play outside if weather permits. 

(3) Group A receives instruction the first ten minutes of the writing period; Group B, the second ten. 

(4) Ten minutes of the afternoon recess period must be devoted to physical education, preferably in the school yard if weather permits. 

(5) The occupation period in Industrial Arts must come whenever the need in the individual school arises. About ten minutes of the recitation period for Group A should be consid¬ 
ered as Industrial Arts. 

(6) The subjects printed in all capitals show the recitation periods. Those printed below slightly to the right in small type show what the pupils at their seats should be studying. 

(7) Should any school not have the four groups as the program above plans, the teacher must make one for that particular school, following the one above as nearly as possible, ar¬ 
ranging especially for Groups I and II. Copies of all programs providing for less than four groups must be sent to the Office of the Board of Education for approval. 

(8) In schools where no library hooks are available, the seatwork periods, marked II, III and IV should be used for arithmetic seatwork. Those marked Library I should be used for reading, 
number work or other educative seatwork.

The daily program for the one- 
room public shools of Garrett county, 
is printed above, is based upon 
the requirements for the making of 
daily programs published by the 
State Deparement of Education in 
Volume III of the Maryland School 
Bulletin. This program has been 
placed in the hands of every teacher 
in the one-room schools. It should by 
this time be posted upon the wall in 
a conspicuous place and is to be fol¬ 
lowed by both pupils and teacher. 

One reason for piinting this pro¬ 


gram in The Republican is that 
school patrons may understand just 
what lessons their children are sup¬ 
posed to study every day and may 
know that their children are recit¬ 
ing those lessons. Much injustice to 
pupils has occurred in the past, due 
to the fact that teachers have failed 
to follow programs sent out for them. 
By following the above program, 
each child or grade receives a fair 
percentage of the time and no injus¬ 
tice is done. 

The greatest problem of the one- 


room school has been to teach effec¬ 
tively all the lessons of all seven 
grades. 

To be effective recitations must 
have reasonable length. It takes ’time 
to conduct a thought-provoking dis¬ 
cussion. The length of recitations 
possible is determined by the number 
it is necessary to have in the daily 
schedule. In the one-teacher rural 
schools, recitations will not he of sat¬ 
isfactory length if there arc more 
than twenty-four a day, and it is 
better not to attempt more than twen¬ 


ty or twenty-two recitation periods, 
the twenty-two including one five- 
minute period for physical education 
and the two recess periods. 

It has been possible to reduce the 
number of recitation periods per day 
to twenty-two only by combining the 
work of two or more grades into a 
single class where combination is 
necessary. Accordingly, in the 
schools we have Group I, composed 
of first-grade pupils; Group II, of the 
second and third grades; Group III, 
of the fourth and fifth grades; Grpup 


IV, of the sixth and seventh grades. 
Although pupils remain t\**> years 
in every group except the first, the 
work is so arranged that it is en¬ 
tirely different each year. 

The program printed has its ad¬ 
vantages over those used previously 
by giving: 

(aI Few reciiation periods per 
day; 

(b) Longer recitation periods; 

(c) Larger classes (so many one- 
room schools have only one or, 

. two pupils in a grade. By com¬ 


bining classes will then consist 
of five or six or more); 

(d) Greater opportunities for so¬ 
cialization, co-operation and 
team work. 

The teachers, as a whole, have 
been much pleased with the program. 
They have seen that the day’s work 
can be completed in a day. The 
school authorities agree with the 
teacher who expresses himself in this 
way, “This program is the greatest 
thing that the one-room schools of 
Garrett county have ever had.”

Discoveries in Pompeii Prove That th* 
Serving of Drinks Was a Rec¬ 
ognized Occupation. 

Three score years after the birth of 
Christ the busy amJ beautiful little 
city of Pompeii, overlooking the Hay 
of Naples, with Its 20,000 inhabitants, 
was dramatically blotted out of ex¬ 
istence by an eruption of the long- 
dormant Vesuvius, and for 17 cen¬ 
turies lay unknown beneath a thick 
shroud of volcanic refuse, remarks 
the Toronto Mail and Kinplre. About 
the middle of the Eighteenth century 
the grave of the dead city was acci¬ 
dentally discovered and subsequent 
excavations have slowly revealed the 
rare treasures of a departed civiliza¬ 
tion. New excavations were begun in 
1911, hut with the great war of 1914 
the world had something more Impor¬ 
tant to think about than Pompeii. 
Nevertheless, the antiquarians con¬ 
tinued quietly digging and discovering 
fresh wonders. A few’ weeks ago the 
London Times correspondent in Home 
wrote an Interesting description of 
the latest findings, among them being 
a great fresco, with painting of the 
12 penates (custodians) of the city— 
Jupiter, Juno, Mars, Minerva, Her¬ 
cules. Venus. Mercury, Proserpine. 
Vulcan, Teres. Apollo and Diana. 

But to the people of North Amer¬ 
ica the most absorbing discovery will 
be that of a bar, or thermopollum, 
where drinks were served out to 
parched Pompeiians. There were 
many terra cotta amphorae found— 
and nn amphora, gentle reader. Is a 
sort of glorified “schooner.” At the 
end of the bar was a small furnace 
and a caldron with a lid for mixing 
what Mr. Dooley termed ‘‘hot wans" 
Within the caldron the excavators 
found the remains of some of the 
liquid used.

Expansion of Europe and Remaking of 
the Earth Followed Explorers 
Wonderful Voyage. 

Few people realize how thinly great 
regions were peopled four centuries 
ago. nr how many Europeans are living 
outside of Europe today. The 1’nlted 
States. Canada and Argentina contain 
twice as much land a* the home con¬ 
tinent. When white settlement began, 
the land now comprised in the I'nited 
States may have contained 
Indians—that. Is the highest estimate. 
Possibly the other two countries con¬ 
tained ns many, an average of popula¬ 
tion of one person to nine square 
miles. Australia, with fl.O0O.fHMl square 
miles, held t ot more than HHUMiO per¬ 
sons. 

Today, those four countries support 
n white population of nboT.t 125 .i*iO.- 
000. The hot regions between the Hfo 
Grande and La Plata hold several mil¬ 
lions more. Europe has spread over 
half the globe, while Asia has shrunk 
well within her own borders and nil 
this change dates from and depends 
upon that voyage of Columbus. 

White men crossed the Atlantic be¬ 
fore Columbus, but they left no trace 
of their voyage on this side. It i« 
passing strange that not even Euro¬ 
pean domestic animals were left here 
— the Norsemen had cattle whose hol¬ 
lowing frightened the natives. Not 
till Columbus pointed the way did the 
expansion of Europe begin, or the 
w’or. 1 become truly one world Instead 
of many. 


Effective Fog Signals. 

In m heavy fog there Is danger of 
collision between ships becuuse the 
uniform signals used merely Indicate 
their presence, und tell nothing of 
their course or direction. A sea cap¬ 
tain of long experience has now de 
vised a system which overcomes this 
difficulty, says popular Mechanics 
Magazine. Four signal horns of dif¬ 
ferent tones are used, two sirens, a 
shrill whistle, and a steam gong, all 
of which are operated by foot levers. 
Each of these corresponds to one 
quadrant of the compass, und is oper¬ 
ated only when the ship's course lies 
In that general direction. The four 
divisions of the quadrant Itself ure 
Indicated by varying the signals, as. 
for example, one long blast, a long 
and short, a long and two short, and 
two long. A recording mechanism Is 
connected to the signal equipment and 
serves as evidence in case of subse¬ 
quent question as to the handling of 
the ship.

He 
will report here on next Monday, at 
which time the criminal docket for 
the term will be taken up before the 
Court and jury. Neff was placed in 
the Oakland Jail during the month 
of August last, upon the expiration 
of his term in the Virginia Peniten¬ 
tiary, where he was confined for an¬ 
other offense. Mrs. Rupp came to 
Oakland on Monday of last week and 
succeeded in having the bond reduced 
to $5,000, whereupon she deposited 
the amount and obtained Neff’s tem¬ 
porary release. 

The pardon of Luther Frye, one of 
Neff’s alleged accomplices, now serv¬ 
ing a term in the Maryland Peniten¬ 
tiary for the bank robbery, is under 
consideration, and he may beat Oak¬ 
land to testify at Neff’s trial when 
it is called. The latter’s record in 
the Virginia Penitentiary, where he 
was a trusty, was exceptionally 
good.

Mrs. E. Z. Tower, of Oakland, Is Said 

To Be Choice As State President 
Of The Federation 

The Baltimore Sun of Tuesday, the 
13th inst., contained the following 
that will be of interest to the people 
of Garrett county, especially the wo¬ 
men who are affiliated with the Re¬ 
publican party:

NINE MONTHS OF THE HARDING 
ADMINISTRATION. 


(From the New York Herald) 

In the three-quarters of a year 
which the country has had of the 
Harding administration its states¬ 
manship dealing with international 
affairs has held cardinal rank. 

Sustaining American rights and 
interests in the island of Yap and in 
foreign oil territories, it has been 
able and brilliant. 

Driving the conviction home to 
Mexico that recognition of its gov¬ 
ernment must be based beyond every¬ 
thing else on adequate and perma¬ 
nent safeguarding of American life 
and property in that country, and 
putting the pressure of the Monroe 
Doctrine principles upon embroiled 
Panama and Costa Rico to preserve 
peace in America, it has been direct 
and virile, but temperate and just. 

The statesmanship of the Harding 
administration, again has been whole¬ 
some and robust in refusing to enter 
into officials relations with the Red 
Sovietism of Russia so long as that 
tyranny and terrorism defied the most 
sacred obligations of civilization and 
humanity. In making a treaty of 
peace with Germany it has been 
broad and unselfish. 

And in bringing into conferences 
at Washington the chief statesmen 
of the Old World for the limitation of 
Armament and the settlement of the 
Far Eastern question it has been, 
both in the power of its frank initia¬ 
tive and in the practical idealism of 
its explicit program, American to the 
core. 

Yet, high as these international 
events stand to the credit of Harding 
statesmanship and to the renown of 
the American name, The New York 
Herald ventures to say that they do 
not form the prime achievement thus 
far for the Harding administration. 
The outstanding fact of its nine 
months of hard and effective work, in 
truth, is that for the first time in the 
history of the United States Govern¬ 
ment since its founding, 132 years 
ago, it now has a vigorous, red blood¬ 
ed business administration. 

One hs to red General Dawes'? 
report, as Director of the Budget, 
given to Congress yesterday in a mes¬ 
sage from the President, to realize 
what a ramshackle organization the 
United States Government as a busi¬ 
ness institution was when Mr. Hard¬ 
ing became Chief Executive and what 
a ramshackle organization it always 
had been , managing the business af¬ 
fair? of the natiop without efficiency, 
system or method, a? no private busi¬ 


ness could dare to do and expect to 1 
survive; wasting hundreds of Millions 
of dollars of the* taxpayers’ money, 
hopelessly impairing service for the* 
Government workers. 

In the nine months of his admin¬ 
istration President Harding, accord- ( 
ing to the* Dawes* repoYt submitted to 
Congress, has established a substan¬ 
tial and competent business organiza¬ 
tion for the biggest business on the 
face of the earth. 

The management of this colossal 
business, which, by the* description of 
General Dawes, hitherto had been a 
colossal chaos, is now under the super¬ 
vision and guidance of the President, 
who is in fact the supreme business 
manager of the Government. 

He had not achieved this long need¬ 
ed and all important result through 
any miracle working or with the aid 
of supermen in his Cabinet and lesser 
offices. 

He picked a good Cabinet, notable 
for members well grounded in sound 
business principals and well seasoned 
by safe business practices, like Mellon 
for the Treasury, Weeks for War, 
Hoover for Commerce and Hays for 
the Post Office Department. 

There had, however, been good Cab¬ 
inets before, many of them: but never 
until now have we had a rugged, 
thoroughgoing business administra¬ 
tion. 

The reason for this rests with one 
man, President Harding himself. He 
took these men and set them to work 
on the job, staying on the job with 
them, and cleared up an intolerable! 
situation, coordination, vitalizing and 
energizing what had been a loose 
jointed and perfunctorily conducted 
machine. 

Light is thrown on the Harding 
methods, as The New York Herald 
sees them, by Postmaster-General 
Hays, who has spoken of the PresD 
dent as strikingly gifted with an ahil-' 
ity to inspire harmony and to lead 
men to march in step. 

This rare quality of leadership has 
singuarly assisted him to get such 
solid results, whether in bringing or¬ 
der out of disorder in the Shipping 
Board, putting new life into the mor¬ 
ibund postal service, creating and set¬ 
ting in motion the budget system, 
driving the work of rehabilitating 
and earing for our maimed and de¬ 
pendent soldiers or giving rational fi¬ 
nancial aid to the distressed agricul¬ 
tural industry. 

What a vast extent of ground this 
labor of reconstructing and reorgan¬ 
izing the business machinery of the 
Government covers now takes hun¬ 
dreds of pages of official reports to 


reveal and explain. The financial re¬ 
sults under this budget system and 
this solid business management, how¬ 
ever, are easily grasped, although ex¬ 
pressed in terms of billions of dollars. 

Post office deficiencies of more than 
$130,000,000 last year have come down 
to $48,000,000 this year and will he 
further reduced to $21,500,000 next 
year. 

The Department of Agriculture has 
followed with a reduction of costs 
from $02,000,000 last year to $48,600,- 
000 this year, the figure next year will 
be $47,000,000. 

The Department of Commerce 
spendings will drop from $.30,000,000 
to $20,000,000; of labor from $8,500,- 
000 to $6,300,000; the Shipping Board 
from $74,000,000;—and last year $131, 
000,000—to $50,000,000; the War Fi¬ 
nance and Grain Corporations, &c. t 
from $83,500,000 to 17.000,000; the 
Treasury Department from $476,000,- 
000 to $160,000,000; the War Depart¬ 
ment from $1,100,000,000 last 
year and $389,000,000 this year this 
to $370,000,000next year, and 
the Navy Department from $650,000. 
000 last year to $479,000,000 this year 
and to $432,000,000 next year. 

In round numbers, the total ordin¬ 
ary expenditures for the present 
fiscal year at $3,600,000,000 will be a 
billion and a half dollars below those 
of the past fiscal year and more than 
two and three-quarter billions.of dol¬ 
lars below* those of the year before 
that. 

For the next fiscal year, as the 
budget estimates went to Congress 
yesterday, the total ordinary expen¬ 
ditures at $3,143,000,000 will he half 
a billion dollars below those of this 
year, two billions of dollars below’ 
those of the past year and nearly 
three and a third billions of dollars 
below those of the years before that. 
All these billions saved to the pockets 
of the American public instead of be¬ 
ing hurled into the bottomless pit of 
Government squander and economic 
obliteration! 

Yet gratifying as this chopping, 
paring and whittling cannot hut be to 
the overburdened taxpayers of the 
nation, there will long continue stag¬ 
gering spendings which are unescap- 
able. 

Included in the foregoing estimates, 
for example, are interest on the public 
debt for the next year calling for 
$975,000,000; the sinking fund for the 
reduction in principal of the debt, 
$248,000,000; the redemption of bonds 
and notes from estate tax* s, $25,000,- 
000; the redemption of securities from 
Federal Reserve Bank franchise tax 
receipts, $30,000,000. These items, 


stupendous in themselves, are going 
to stay very much as they now are 
for years. Nothing can he done about 
them except to pay and pay on them 
time anti again until they are cl ared 
off the books. 

When that uncontrollable annua! 
outgo is subtracted from the total 
spendings of the next fiscal year the 
appropriations for other ordinary dis¬ 
bursements will stand at less than two 
billions of dollars—to he exact, at $1,- 
880,536,793. It will re ni.re many 
months more than nine months of the 
budget system and the Harding busi¬ 
ness management at the best they can 
do—it will require all the three years 
and three months which remain in the 1 
present Harding administration to 
make a deep enough dent in the hulk 
of the controllable and uncontrollable 
spendings put together to get this 
country and its Government down to 
earth again. 


DO YOU KNOW That the State’s 
New’ Educational Program plans to 
make it possible for Garrett county 
as wMl as for all other counties in 
our State, to have Utter teachers? 

DO YOU KNOW That the public 
school system of our county is the 
largest institution in the county con¬ 
sidered from any public welfare point 
of view?

DO YOU KNOW That in April, 
1917, the assessable property in Gar¬ 
rett county was $112247,239, and that 
in April, 1921, it was $14,526,545— 
an increase of only $3,279,306? That 
one cent tax on a million dollars pro¬ 
duces only $100? 

DO YOU KNOW That in April, 
1917, a grand total of $60,000 was 
provided by the county for its pub¬ 
lic schools for all purposes, while in 
April, 1921. a grand total of $125,- 
015.36 was and Is to be provided by 
the county for all purposes for the 
schools—an increase of $65,015.36, or 
an increase by the county of over 
100 per cent? 


DO YOU KNOW That accordingly 
the present Board of County Com¬ 
missioners has had the heaviest bur¬ 
dens by far in financing the county 
school system than any other board 
ever experienced?

Criminal Docket Was ('ailed Monday 
and Cases Now Being Tried. 

The trial of cases appearing on the 
civil docket of the Circuit Court for 
the December Term terminated for 
the present on last Friday evening 
when the jury in the damage case of 
Joseph Foley against Dr. Melody for 
| injuries sustained by the plaintiff at 
I the coal mine of the defendant when 
1 he fell down an air shaft ' several 
months ago, rendered its verdict, find¬ 
ing for the plaintiff in the sum of 
$995. 

As soon as the verdict was rendered 
court* recessed until Monday morn¬ 
ing, at which time the criminal ap- 
I peal docket was called and the follow¬ 
ing cases disposed of up to the hour 
of this paper going to press: 

1. Charles D. Harvey, who was be¬ 
fore the Court on two appeals from 
Justice Hamill for violating the hunt¬ 
ing laws of the State, entered a plea 
of guilty to the charge of hunting 
during the closed season and with the 
plea of guilty entered the affirmation 
of the judgment of the lower court, a 
fine of $15 and costs, followed. The 
other charge against Harvey, that of 
killing a gray squirrel out of season 
was nolle prossed by order of the 
State’s Attorney. 

3. Charles , Davis, who operated a 
gaming table at the Garrett County 
Fair during last September and who 
was arrested and fined by Justfce 
West on the charge, entered an ap¬ 
peal at the time, posting $150 in cash 
for hi* nppenranre When the case 
was called Davis failed to appear and 
his bond was f *rfeited. 

4. Louis Waingold, charged with 
recklessly driving an automobile and 
fined by Justice West at the hearing 
at the time appealed the case and 
at the trial before Judge Doub 
Tuesday the decision of the lower 
court, carrying a fine of $10 and costs 
was affirmed. 

5. A. (\ Rodeheaver; from Jus¬ 
tice West: malicious destruction of 
property. A plea of guilty was en¬ 
tered and Rodeheaver was fined $5 
and costs. 

6. The charge lodged against John 
Wilt before Justice West, charging 
him with not sending his children to 
school, was nolle prossed by order of 
the State’s Attorney. 

7. Hurley Miller, who was fined $10 
by Justice West for having induced a 
youth to absent himself from school, 
and from whose decision Miller took 
an appeal, had the appeal dismissed 
when the case was called, which af¬ 
firmed Justice West’s verdict. 

C riminal Trials 

Upon the completion of the trial 
of the criminal appeal docket cases, 
the criminal trial docket was taken 
up and the following cases have been 
tried: 

State vs. Mabel Custer; fornication 
with a negro; trial before the Court; 
not guilty. 

State vs. Harry J. Bernard; bas¬ 
tardy; plea of guilty confessed. The 
Court imposed the penalty of Barnard 
paying $12 per month for the support 
of the child until it arrives **at the 
age of 12 years and $39 to the moth¬ 
er. Mabel E. Bittinger. 

State vs. Wilmer Runyon; theft of 
a watch, the property of Mrs. Cline, 
of Mountain Lake Park; plea of guil¬ 
ty confessed; parolled for the period 
of four years. 

State vs. Scott Parondo, who was 
indicted for the sale of liquor and of 
givjjig liquor to minors, was tried be¬ 
fore the Court; guilty; fined $150 and 
costs. 

A second case against Parodo on a 
similar charge was dismissed by order 
of the State’s Attorney. 

State vs. William (“Liquor”) Lee; 
indicted for giving liquor to minors, 
was tried before the Court and a ver¬ 
dict of guilty rendered. Lee has not 
yet been sentenced by the Court. 

State vs. Fred. Sowers, also indict¬ 
ed for having given liquor to minors, 
was found guilty by the Court; sen¬ 
tence not yet pronounced. 

State vs. Russell Williams; at¬ 
tempted burglary; plea of guilty on 
arraignment was entered. 

State vs. Thomas Railey; bastardy; 
plea of guilty confessed; bond in the 
sum of $500 required providing for 
the support of the child at the rate of 
$8 per month and $20 to the mother. 

State vs. Louis Fazenbaker, George 
Fazenbaker and Silas Wilt, larceny 
and receiving stolen goods; triad be¬ 
fore the Court; not guilty. 

State vs. Mary Turner, indicted for 
having stolen blankets from the home 
of Mrs. Pysell at Deer Park, entered 
a plea of guilty and was parolled by 
the Court. 

State vs. Harry Mosser, who was 
indicted upon the charge of stealing 
an ignition box from the automobile 
of Andrew Rawlings, of near Swan- 
ton, was tried before the Court yes¬ 
terday morning and a verdict of guil¬ 
ty was rendered. 

David Neff, who was implicated 
with three others in the hold-up and 
robbery of the Kitzmiller bank sev¬ 
eral years ago, entered a plea of 
guilty when he was placed on trial. 
Th*- Court sentenced him to serve a 
term of three years in the Maryland 
Penitentiary for his part in the 
crime. Neff had been in Jail here 
for a number of months until recently 


when his sister came to Oakland from 
Woodstock, Va., and placed a cash 
bond of $3,000 in the hands of a court 
official for his appearance at this 
term and he was released, going from 
Oakland to his home about ten days 
ago and returning here on last Sat¬ 
urday night to await his trial. 

The bond of Sherman Friend, who 
had been indicted for larceny and re¬ 
ceiving stolen goods, was forfeited 
to the State when his case was called 
for trial yesterday afternoon and the 
traverser failed to answer. 

Cecil Friend, Joseph Miller and 
George Householder, of Friendsville, 
all entered pleas of guilty when their 
cases were called, the charge against 
them being burglary. The youths 
were caught in the act of robbing the 
store of Merchant Wolfe at Friends¬ 
ville during the past summer. 

Charles W’rightsman, of Mountain 
Lake Park, was fined $100 and costs 
when he entered a plea of guilty to 
the charge of selling liquor illegally. 

Herbert and Levitt Coddington, two 
young men of Friendsville, entered 
pleas of guilty to the charge of burg¬ 
lary this morning when they were ar¬ 
raigned for trial. 

The probabilities are that the crim¬ 
inal docket will be completed during 
the present week. 

MANY MARYLAND MINERS 

ACCEPT CUT IN WAGES 


Reduction from Uiffnn Scale Results 
In Many Mines Resuming Operations 

The decision of miners at many op¬ 
erations to accept a wage lower than 
the union scale of $1.31 per ton for 
digging coal, has resulted i i a num¬ 
ber of operations starting up in Gar¬ 
rett county and the adjoining coun¬ 
ties in West Virginia. Many min¬ 
ers have long been out of work and 
their families were in reduced cir¬ 
cumstances as a result of this con¬ 
dition. At the same time the opera¬ 
tors said they could not pay the union 
scale and compete with other fields 
which were paying a much lower rate 
for digging. 

The mines of the Gleason Coal and 
Coke Company, at Gleason, W. Va., 
in the Upper Potomac field, which is 
a part of District No. 16 of the Unit¬ 
ed Mine Workers of America, have 
resumed with nearly 200 men after 
long idleness. These mines are op¬ 
erated by Philip Brown A* Sons of. 
Frostburg. with James A. Brown as 
superintendent. There are three op¬ 
enings at Gleason with a daily out¬ 
put of 600 tons. 

The mines of the Blaine Mining 
Company, also on the Western Mary¬ 
land Railroad, have resumed with 
several hundred men.The men agreed 
to a reduced scale. This company is 
*»ne of the largest operators in the 
Upper Potomac field. 

The Garrett County Coal Mining 
Company at Dodson, this county, has 
also started up after a long shut¬ 
down. This is also a large operation 
of the Upper Potomac territory. It 
is understood that all the companies 
have orders sufficient to run them for 
some time. 

The men by accepting a rate lower 
than the union are automatically sus¬ 
pended and the mines are working 
“open shop.”

MUST BE RATIFIED BY SENATE 


Limited to Ten Years — Provides 
Against Outside Menace—Text of 
Treaty Arranged to Maintain 
Peace in Pacific. 


Washington.—The draft of the pro¬ 
posed treaty between the United 
States, Great Britain, France and Ja¬ 
pan, which is to supplant the Anglo- 
Japanese alliance and pave the way 
for tin* acceptance of the American 
proposals for naval reduction, was 
formally laid before the arms confer¬ 
ence. 

It is a ten-year agreement in which 
tho four nations bind themselves to 
respect, their existing rights in in¬ 
sular possessions find dominions in the 
Pacific, and in the case of disputes 
which cannot be settled by diplomacy 
agree to a joint conference among 
theinsel ves. 

Anyone «»f the parties may with¬ 
draw on twelve months’ notice after 
the expiration of the ten years. The 
treaty requires confirmation by the 
senate.

If the said rights are threatened by 
the aggressive action of any other 
power the high contracting parties 
shall communicate with one another 
fully and frankly in order to arrive at 
an understanding as to the most eftt- 
cient measures to be taken, jointly 
and separately, to meet the exigencies 
of tlie particular situation. 

Article 3 

This agreement shall remain in force 
for ten years from the time it shall 
take effect, and after the expiration 
of said period it shall continue to he 
in force subject to the right of any of 
the high contracting parties to termi¬ 
nate it upon twelve months’ notice. 

Article 4 

This agreement shall ho ratified as 
soon as possible in accordance with

Effort Will Be Made In Vicinity To 
Keep Animal From Being Harmed 

A young buck deer, with horns hav¬ 
ing three prongs, came to the Vale 
Farm at Vale Summit, near Borden 
Shaft, just over the line in Allegany 
county, in the early spring, and 
since that time has been making it¬ 
self at home with the cattle and other 
stock about the place. J. VV. Hansell, 
tenant of the Vale farm, John Davis 
and McKee Llewellyn, on two ad¬ 
joining farms, have taken particular 
interest in the animal and are desir¬ 
ous of securing a doc for breeding 
purposes. Men happening in the vi¬ 
cinity on hunting expeditions are re¬ 
quested not to shoot or harm the deer 
and the owners of the farms ask that 
protection be administered in every 
form. 

Although the deer has been in that 
vicinity since early spring and eats 
and mingles with the cattle on each 
of the farms, it is still shy and timid 
about approaching people, twenty 
yards being the nearest anyone may 

The animal is brownish gray in 
color and is thought to be about 3 
years old, which is judged by the 
number of prongs. One prong has 
been shot off, or broken off. How¬ 
ever, Mr. Hansell suspects that hun¬ 
ters made an attempt to shoot the 
animal and in so doing hit the horn. 

If an agreement can be reached 
among the three farmers of adjoining 
properties, plans will be made in the 
near future for the establishment of 
a deer farm.

FOUR POWER TREATY 


United States Substitute for 
British Alliance With Japan 
Reaches Advanced Stage. 


Tokio. — The Japanese diplomatic 
council formally approved the pro¬ 
posed four Bower treaty for settle¬ 
ment of Pacific differences at u meet¬ 
ing at Premier Tukuhashl’s official 
residence. 

Washington.—A mutual pledge not 
to go to war over disputes in the 
Pacific without a “cooling off period” 
of discussion is the basis of the new 
four Power treaty proposed as a sub¬ 
stitute for the Anglo-Jupunese alli¬ 
ance. 

Discussions of the proposal among 
the arms delegates have reached a 
well advanced stage, although none of 
the Governments concerned—the 
United States, Great Britain, Japan 
and France has given its final ap¬ 
proval. A suggestion that the Anglo- 
Japanese pact be revoked has gone to 
London and Tokio. Possible contro¬ 
versies over the Pacific islands alone, 
exclusive of the Hawaiian group and 
Yap, would come under tlie provisions 
of the new agreement. Yap is to be 
the subject of a separate treaty, ne¬ 
gotiations for which are nearing coui- 
petion, and Hawaii is to be considered 
for purposes of tlie agreement as purl 
of tlie American mainland. 

The problems of China or other 
portions of tlie Asiatic mainland are 
not to be touched by the proposed 
treaty, n«»r will it contain provisions 
relating to Pacific fortifications or the 
naval reduction program. It is pos¬ 
sible, however, that all of these ques¬ 
tions may come simultaneously to the 
point of a decision.

Between Oakland, Uniontown and 
FroMtburg Vit National Road 

One day last week Mu J. J. Twigg, 
of Frostburg, was in Oakland for the 
purpose of investigating the feasi¬ 
bility of establishing and operating a 
bus line between this point and Frost- 
nurg on the east and Uniontown on 
the north. Mr. Twigg was accom¬ 
panied by Mr. J. P. Towson, of Tun- 
nelton, West Va., who is interested in 
a bus line operating in Preston coun¬ 
ty, West Va., between Tunnelton and 
\lbright and which has been a finan¬ 
cial success. 

The plans of Messrs. Twigg and 
Towson is to begin the operation of 
the bus lines between Frostburg and 
Keyser’s Ridge, a distance of 20 
miles; Oakland to Keyser’s Ridge, a 
listance of 26 miles, and Uniontown, 
Pa., to Keyser’s Ridge, a distance of 
52 miles. 

The plan is to connect Frostburg, 
Oakland and Uniontown, Pa., by an 
up-to-date quick schedule bus system 
onsisting of three ^separate lines, 
using Keyser’s Ridge as the junction.

nave hitherto been closed except on 
rare occasion. These relationships, 
including schlostic contests, athletic 
matches between the two towns, fra- 
ernal visitations and pleasure excur¬ 
sions. 

The farmers and business men of 
Lhe eastern and northern sections of 
Garrett county will also find the bus 
lines a great convenience in reaching 
Oakland to transact business that is 
naturally necessary to be transacted 
at the,county seat.

IS DEAD vr Cl MBERLiND 

Jurist Succumbed Within Short Time 

After Resigning Seat on Bench 

Former Judge Robert It. Hender¬ 
son died at Cumberland on Tuesday 
morning at eight o’clock. His death 
followed closely his resignation after 
IS years on the bench as associate 
judge of the Fourth Judicial Circuit, 
composed of Allegany, Garrett and 
Washington counties. He was 04 
years old. The flag on the court house 
at Cumberland was placed at half- 
mast out of respect to his memory. 

But a few weeks ago the bar of 
Garrett county met in special session 
to pass resolutions of regret over his 
retirement from the bench, when it 
was pointed out that Judge Henderson 
by his decisions had added mueh to 
Maryland's legal lore, lie was re¬ 
garded on all sides as a judge of unu¬ 
sual capacity and a man of marked 
industry. 

The funeral will be held this after 
noon at 3:30 o'clock from Emmanuel 
Protestant Episcopal church, Cum¬ 
berland, of which he was warden. The 
Rev. Ambrose II. Beavin. rector, will 
officiate and burial will be in Rose 
Hill cemetery. Th^r** will bo no fra¬ 
ternal ceremony. 

Judge Henderson for some months 
has been aware of his condition. Ear¬ 
ly in the fall he took a trip to Cali¬ 
fornia via the Panama Canal in com¬ 
pany with I>r. James T. Johnson. This 
was in hope of benefiting his health, 
but his malady was too deep seated 
and shortly after his return he re¬ 
signed the judgeship. 

Judge Henderson's fathi r left a 
large estate and to it the son added. 
Judge Henderson owned property 
practically all over Cumberland. He 
developed a number of additions, 
which are included in th * leading res¬ 
ilient ial sections. His home on Wash¬ 
ington street in Cumberland was one 
! of the first of the fine establishments 
i that have since graced that thorough¬ 
fare. 

After receiving the master of arts 
degree in 1881, Judge Henderson took 
a course at the Maryland University 


Law School, from which institution 
he graduated. Until 1903, when h© 
went on the bench, he engaged in ac¬ 
tive practice of law. During this 
period he served as State’s Attorney 
twice. 

He wa- first elected to the bench 
in 1903. His term expired in 1918 
and Governor Harrington reappointed 
him for the year until the next reg¬ 
ular election in 1919, when he was re¬ 
elected without a contest. He was 
closely associated with the late Gov- 
1 ernor Lowndes in financial, political 
and social matters. 

Judge Henderson is survived by 
his widow, who was Miss Louisa S. 
Patterson, a daughter of the late T. 
Leiper Patterson; one son, George 
Henderson, a member of the Allegany 
County bar, and two daughters, Mrs. 
Sidney Green, of Petersburg, Va., and 
Miss Louisa Henderson, of Cumber- 
I land. 

i Judge Henderson's son, like the 
father, is a Princeton graduate.Judge 
Henderson was an intimate friend of 
Woodrow Wilson, who visited him at 
his home in Cumberland when he was 
president of Princeton. Judge Hen¬ 
derson was entertained at the White 
House upon several occasions. 


Following the recommendation of 
the recent Garrett county grand jury 
relative to the lack of constables in 
several of the districts of the county, 
the Board of County Commissioners 
are redoubling their efforts to secure 
capable men to occupy these positions 
where vacancies exist and have ex¬ 
isted for some years past.

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DEATH OF JUDGE HENDERSON. 

The death of Judge Robert R. Hen¬ 
derson removes a figure and silences 
a voices that has been prominent in 
the affairs of this community for up¬ 
wards of forty years. His passing be¬ 
sides being a matter of natural grief 
to members of his family and of de¬ 
pressing sorrow to his close friends 
and associates, makes an occasion of 
regret and melancholy reflection for 
all who feel the loss of a tine citizen 
who has filled public positions of dis¬ 
tinction and high responsibility with 
marked capability and dutifulness. 
During the early decades of his life, 
as a private citizen, and the adminis¬ 
trator, in a citizen’s capacity, of im¬ 
portant affairs, Judge Henderson mer¬ 
ited from those who came in contact 
with him the esteem that belongs to 
the type of person that may be briefly 
described as a fine man. It was in his 
eighteen years service on the bench 
that the fine character and marked 
attainments of Judge Henderson 
shone for all. He was an ideal judge. 
And it is no reflection on any who 
occupied the position before or siiuv 
to state that his equipment for the 
work and his dutiful industry added 
to the lustre of the judiciary in this 
circuit.—Cumberland Evening Times. 


the curse of KAISKRISM. 

Just when the world is doing its 
best to believe that Germany has re¬ 
formed, something happens to awaken 
all its sorest memories and bitterest 
feelings. Early this year when the 
reparations question was being dis¬ 
cussed at London, the allied peoples 
were aroused by Herr Simons* en¬ 
deavor to repudiate Germany’s ad¬ 
mission of her guilt in the great war. 
The immediate effect was a hardening 
of the wills of those who had suffered 
from German aggression and a stron¬ 
ger determination that she must pay 
to the limit. 

Again in th<* present reparations 
crisis we have a similar piece of 
blundering impudence. The ex-kaiser 
writes a letter trying to whitewash 
himself, and the junkers use it to 
arouse their country against what 
they claim to be the unjust demands 
of the allies. 

Germany may as well recognize 
once for all that the question of her 
guilt in the war has been determined. 
It was only formally determined by 
the action of her own representatives 
in definitely admitting it over their 
signatures to the treaty at Versailles. 
It had already been determined by 
the combined verdicts of neutral as 
well as enemy countries. 

The tactics now employed by the 
ex-kaiser s friends are meant to stif¬ 
fen the attitude of the Wirth govern¬ 
ment in the hope that it may be able 
to force the allies, not merely to agree 
to a readjustment of the method in 
which reparations shall be paid, but 
to a great reduction in the amount of 
reparations agreed upon. 

For their own and for the world's 
sake, the allies are willing to con¬ 
sider the substitution of some method 
of payment that will not act as a 
boomerang against those who have 
already suffered far too much from 
Germany. But they will assuredly 
agree to no allevation of Germany’s 
burden unless they are convinced of 
Germany’s good faith. It will be 
harder than ever to convince them of 
that if the German people take an at¬ 
titude of injured innocence at every 
conceivable opportunity of seeing how 
far that “normal disarmament” has 
progressed when we have fuller evi¬ 
dence of German reaction to the kai¬ 
ser’s letter.

December Term Closed Last Friday 
Night When Sentences Were Passed 

The December Term of the Circuit 
Court for Garrett County ended last 
Friday evening when at 6:30 o’clock 
Judge Doub passed sentence upon 
those who had been found guilty of 
crime and declared the court adjourn¬ 
ed for the term. 

On Thursday a night session of the 
Court was held at which time the 
cases of John M. Grayson and RusseM 
Coran, employes of the Oakland Music 
Company, who had been indicted for 
larceny and embezzlement of the 
funds of the music company, was in 
course of trial. The court room was 
packed with men and women whose 
interest in the proceedings was ap¬ 
parent from the manner in which they 
listened to the testimony of the wit¬ 
nesses and the arguments of the at¬ 
torneys upon points in dispute on legal 
procedure and questions raised, and 
there brought to the surface. 

The two men were tried separately. 
Coran being found guilty of having 
embezzled the sum of $300 received 
for the sale of a piano to Mrs. Louis 
Walters and sentenced to one year in 
the House of Correction. 

Grayson, who was indicted w'ith Co¬ 
ran, was declared not guilty by the 
Court and he was discharged from the 
! custody of the State's officers. 

The men were arrested on December 
7th upon information and oath of 
Parlinton & Popp, of Cumberland.pro¬ 
prietors of the Oakland Music Com¬ 
pany, which is a branch of the Cum¬ 
berland Music Compan>, also owned 
by the firm of Parlinton <Kr Pope, who 
declared that SHOO belonging to the 
music company had been misappro¬ 
priated by he two men. Grayson’-; 
home is in Keyser, West Ya., where 
he is well known, he having come to 
Oakland during the past summer 
where he was employed as a barber 
until he went with the mu-ic com¬ 
pany as its manager. Coran is said 
to have no permanent residence. He 
first appeared in Oakland during the 
fair last fall when he was connected 
with one of the concessions attached 
to the carnival company at the time. 
Coran is said to be wanted at Clarks 
burg. West \ a., for alleged violtion 
of the “blue sky’’ laws of the State. 
He is known at Clarksburg a- H. L. 
Tracey ,and it is said that the West 
Virginia authorities will seek his ar¬ 
rest when he is discharged from the 
Maryland House of Correction at the 
end of his term of one year.

210 Officers and Men With 100 Trucks 
Enroute From Camp Knox to Bragg 

Enroute from Camp Knox, Ken¬ 
tucky, to Camp Bragg, North Caro¬ 
lina, detachments of the Eighty-First 
and Eighty-Third Field Artillery, 
Eighth Regiment Headquarters, Sec¬ 
ond Field Artilery and Motor Trans¬ 
port Corpse No. 69, arrived in Grants¬ 
ville Saturday evening from a point 
forty miles west on the National 
Road, where the detachment spent the 
night, going on from there to the 
east and spending Sunday night in 
Cumberland, where the officers were 
quartered at the Fort Cumberland 
Hotel and the men at the Armory. 
Mess was cooked and served at the 
armory late Sunday afternoon. Reg¬ 
ulation army cots and pack rolls 
were used as bunks for the men. 

The batteries will join the Fifth 
and the Seventeenth Field Artillery 
at Camp Bragg. One purpose of the 
trip was to test the trucks which will 
probably bo adopted by the War De¬ 
partment. They are a combination 
of the four wheel drive and the Kelly 
makes. An average of 25 miles a 
day is made by the convoy, although 
from 60 to 70 miles per day was at¬ 
tained when they began the trip. 
Progress through the Allegany 
Mountains was very slow due to the 
frequent use of low gears in ascend¬ 
ing and descending the m mntains, it 
was said. An average of three mi'es 
per gallon of gasoline is made by the 
heavy trucks.

County Fair A-s< ciati* n all the cat 
tie sheds located east of th<* entrance 
to the fair grounds opposite the plant 
of the cremery company on Center 
street were picked up bodily and de¬ 
posited on the opposite side of th«> 
street, almost completely blocking it 
for traffic. The structures in past 
years were braced for such an emer¬ 
gency, but were demolished once be¬ 
fore.

Attention, Christmas Green Hunters. 

The Maryland State Board of For¬ 
estry has sent out the following cir¬ 
cular relative to the gathering of 
Christmas decorations: 

“Let those who would hie them¬ 
selves to the woods, fields and road¬ 
sides to gather their Christmas green 
he reminded that there is a State 
law enacted in 1918. which makes it 
a misdemeanor for anyone to cut, or 
in any way injure any tree or shrub¬ 
bery, without the written consent or 
personal direction of the owner. A 
fine of from $5 to $25 or imprison¬ 
ment of from 30 to 90 days is the pen¬ 
alty This law was enacted to pro¬ 
tect private property from depreda¬ 
tion. The damage in past years has 
been enormous, especially in the vi¬ 
cinity of towns and villages. Active 
cooperation from property owners, 
with the State and county police 
forces, is needed to stop the abuses 
this law is designated to correct.”

BUDGET FOR 11)22 $3,500,000 

Hoard of Education Pares Estimate 
to Governor Uilchie’s Figures 

Cutting approximately but $500,(K)0

“As you mav sometimes think of 
i us. just recall that we are only a few 
' of the unfortunates who have been 
victime -of circumstances. Though 
we believe that the same God gives 
sunshine to you on the outside He 
will allow a little to steal through the 
strong prison bars that will soon sur¬ 
round our lonely existence. 

“We are not asking you for sym¬ 
pathy or asking you to believe us in¬ 
nocent, though some of us are, the 
object of writing this is to thank our 
kind and good friends, Sheriff and 
Mrs. Ashby and Mr. and Mrs. Blake. 
We rgret we must leave them, for 
God in His infinite wisdom has been 
smiling upon their lives and casting 
His brightest ray of sunshine upon 
their face and their lives. We in 
the darnkess can see it where others 
may not. We wish to thnnk them for 
their kindness. Had we always met 
with people of their spirit none of us 
would be in trouble. This can only 
be solved by those who think deeply 
and sincerely. 

“We wish to s »y that our lasting 
prayers will be that the blessings of 
heaven and earth may be theirs and 
that the tender and friendly smiles 
may n ver be surmounted by sorrow 
and pain, and we wish to assure them 
that if it is ever within our power to

Pugilist Is Said To Be Suffering 

From Internal Injuries Received 
Near Oakland* Yesterday. 

Bob Martin, heavyweight boxer 
and champion of the American Expe¬ 
ditionary Forces, was injured seri¬ 
ously at a point nine miles west of 
Oakland on the Terra Alta road when 
his automobile plunged down an em¬ 
bankment and turned over. He was 
pinned under the car and suffered in¬ 
ternal injuries, the attending physi¬ 
cian said. 

The accident occurred on a sharp 
curve and within half a mile of the 
spot where Martin was injured in a 
similar accident earlier in the pres¬ 
ent year. 

After an examination at a hospi¬ 
tal at Terra Alta, Dr. W. F. Dailey 
said that “Martin has a few scratches 
on his head and on his hack. He is 
suffering from internal injuries, th«* 
extent of which are not fully known 
at this time. There is a hemorrhage 
near his heart, probably within the 
pericordium. He has a muffle1 heart 
beat.” 

As soon as the news of th<- accident 
; reached Oakland, Martin's three 
; brothers, Messrs. Alvcy, CJetus and 
Orlando, drove from here to Terra 
1 Alta where they' remained by his 
• bedside several hours. This morning 
they stated to The Republican that 
while the patient rested rather well 
last night the outcome of the inju¬ 
ries sustained by him is still doubtful.

II. I). \\ illar Says Engineers Asked

Maryland's leadership in road build¬ 
ing was clearly evident at the annu¬ 
al convention of the National Asso* 
eiation of Highway Engineers and 
Officials, held in Omaha, Nebraska, 
last week, according to Harry D.

Another topic brought up was the 
accident map, which is an idea work- 
ed out by Mr. Willar for the purpose 
of determining danger hazards on 
the road system. Mr. Willar was 
questioned about the plan by dele¬ 
gates from nearly every State. The 
! matter was brought up when a dele- 
irate from Wisconsin read a paper 
<*n mapping of roads with reference 
to beauty and safety.

THE BURDEN OF TAXES 

Before the war the government of 
the United States spent about one bil¬ 
lion dollars a year for all purposes. 
Including interest on the public debt. 
In the liscal your ending June 30. 1920, 
the first full li>«*ul year after lighting 
n topped, the government spent in 
round figures si\ billion four hundred 
million dollars. In the liscal year 1921, 
that is, up to June 30, 1921, it spent 
S.\lir»,927,<VS9..‘iO, und in the fiscal year 
of 1922, will cl I will end on June .‘10, 
1DU2, It will spend more than four bil¬ 
lion dollurs, says Secretary Mellon of 
the Treasury Department. 

These figures Include interest on the 
public debt which amount?? to about 
one billion dollars, but include noth¬ 
ing for sinking fund or other debt re¬ 
demption. Including both Interest and 
sinking fund, the guverniu.nt will 
spend more than four times as much 
the fiscal year 11)-- as it spent yearly 
before tin* war. 

These expenditures and these heavy 
charges are a part of the price of vic¬ 
tory. Your whole present problem is 
to curtail them. It concerns you to 
know just how these immense sums 
were gathered and how much you paid 
and are paying toward them, for of 
course we. the Tax payers, the men and 
women with Jobs, the men and women 
who have what the census calls gain¬ 
ful occupations, paid every cent of It. 
It was our money until the govern¬ 
ment took It. 

Let us examine the fiscal year 1020. 
I hai e not t he detailed a<« ount f«*r 
1921. buf it was slightly less than the 
year previous, us the year ending June 
30, 1022, will be a slightly less burden 
•n us than the year preceding. Ac¬ 
cording to a careful analysis made by 
the late Dr. K II. Itosa, of the United 
States bureuu of standards, a govern¬ 
ment scientist who was deeply and in¬ 
telligently interested in the subject, 
every man. woman and child in this 
country contributes an average «»f 
fif*\ three dollars In taxes to the sup 
port of the national government. Ac¬ 
tually it Is nearer fifty four than ttfty- 
three d< I’nrs, but 1 am taking the 
smaller sum for the sake of the round 
number. That is. the average family 
of five persons pays $2*13 a year out 
of Its earnings to the federal govern¬ 
ment alone, in addition to what is 
paid for state, county and city tax* * 
The estimated average yearly Income 
of n family of tKe is something more 
thnn S7«*>. But before any of that *7oo 
is spent $203 must be turned over to 
the general government to run the 
Ikusilie* of file United St; :es

The taxpayer Is next of kin to the 
treasury. At any rute lie 1» the first 
person notified when the treasury 
needs money, nnd he always has to dig 
down Into his jeans for whatever Is 
needed. Taxpaying, even more than 
charity, begins at home. The hoy’s 
best friend is Ids mother, but the tax 
payer’s only friend Is himself. The 
j only thing that can he done for him is 
i to disclose as vividly as possible how 
much his government Is costing and 
let him decide what he will do about 
It. It all comes down to this: The 
more money the government spends 
through defective organization or ex¬ 
travagance, the less you have to spend 
or save. 

So much for the cost of thf* national 
business we supiMirt. We are all mi¬ 
nority stockholders. The concern has 
no other source of revenue than our 
contributions. It doesu’t make any 
money. In times like these, when al¬ 
most everybody feels that he gets tt>o 
little for what he sells and has to pay 
too much for what he buys, It seems 
to me the least we can do Is to take 
an active and Intelligent Interest lu 
thltfgreat common enterprise of ours 
snd make sure thut It Is well organ¬ 
ised; that It doesn’t waste or attend 
extravagantly; that the employees are 
paid an adequate wage and have 
proper working renditions; that their 
morale Is kept high and their enthu¬ 
siasm lu our interest unabated, in flue, 
that ns a business it shall In* conduct- 
ed as efficiently and economically and 
on a?* modern scientific principles as 
any large private business 
I Is it? 

That is a question you must answer 
for yourself after I have acquainted 
you with the actual situation and c«ap>

J. B. EMORY. England. Keep Up Custom Es¬ 

tablished Centuries Ago. 

At nine o'clock each night, the cur¬ 
few is rung, in London. England, j 
writes a correspondent, as It lias byen 
for 300 years. This ohl-time custom 
i< still a part of the duty of the thief 
porter of Lincoln s Inn. The hell 
which 1- tolled was originally brought 
from t'alais hy the ill-fated Robert 
Doveretix. earl of Essex, in 1 .*>'.*I. It 
is bung in the nh| Lincoln’s Inn chapel, 
erected during the reign of Janies I, j 
In the building of which Ben Jon son 
Is said to have used his trowel.

BUILDERS USE LARGE STONES 

Immense Clocks cf Granite in Federal 

Structure at Washington—Others 
in Old Temples. 

Some of the blocks of granite used 
hi the construction of the treasury 
building at Washington are the largest 
ever moved in this country, and they 
were carried from the eastern part 
of Maine. They were transported to 
Washington by water, and after their I 
arrival iliere moved by ox-power, a 1 
sort of double pulley system, a dis¬ 
tance of two miles to the spot where i 
hey were wanted for use. 

The work of moving them was per- J 
formed with comparative ease, not 
more than eight or ten yoke of oxen 
being employed to move a block weigh¬ 
ing more than To tons. The fluted pil¬ 
lars, a great number of which are 
used in the building, are 40 feet long, 
and weigh 50 tons at least. The 


In the foundation of the great temple 
of the sun at Raul bee may still be 
seen, even in the second course, stones 
which are 37 feet long and nine feet 
thick; ami under these and about 20 
feet from the ground, three stones 
yvhich alone occupy 1*2 feet in length 
by 12 feet high. These three stones 
are estimated to weigh 1*00 tons each! 

But one reads of an Egyptian Idol- 
temple. Burls, far surpassing this, In 
which then' was a sanctuary com¬ 
posed of a single block of granite #54 1 
feet square. Tills is the largest and 
heaviest stone mentioned in the his¬ 
tory of nations. ,

Mar) land State Grange Endorse* 
Movement for Better Schools 
The following resolutions were 
adopted at the nu* ting of the Mary¬ 
land State Grange recently: 

Resolved, By the Maryland Stat*- 
Grange in annual session at Cam¬ 
bridge, December 13-16, 1921, that 
we re-affirm our belief in the abso¬ 
lute necessity for an ade iuate sys¬ 
tem of free pub ic education adapted 
to the specific and general needs of 
all the people. Deploring the low 
rank of Maryland among the States, 
we endorse the program for educa¬ 
tion which has been formulated by 
the school peop’.c of the State, having 
for its final purpose without increas¬ 
ing direct taxation, a competent, well 
trained teacher, in hearty accord 
with American ideals, in every pub¬ 
lic school position in Maryland. 

We partitularly commend the prin¬ 
ciple of an equalization fund, which 
will make it possible to affurd a 
more nearly equal educational op¬ 
portunity to all the children of the 
State. 

Resolved, That a copy of this res¬ 
olution be sent to the Governor of 
Maryland, to every member of the 
coming Legislature and to the State 
Superintendent of Schools. 

Resolved, That we recommend that 
the subordinate granges take active 
steps to stimulate public sentiment 
in favor of eliminating as rapidly as 
practicable all antiquated, unhygien¬ 
ic and unfit rural school buildings, to 
the end that the country school may 
be afforded adequate and proper fa¬ 
cilities for school work. We urge 
the several county school authorities 
to formulate a comprehensive forward 
looking program of rural school con¬ 
solidation for their respective coun¬ 
ties and put the same into effect at 
such times and in such manner as is 
found to be feasible.
